A quorum ecasisting of a majority of the whole number of members 
Tx ing presen, the [fouse proceeded to the choice of a Speaker to pre- 
side oven its Celiborations. Jonas E. "Thomas, Representative from th: 
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county of Knox, being in nomination, and on taking the vote, viva voce, 
it appeared that Mr. Thomas. was duly elected, who being conducted to: 
the Chair, made his acknowledgments in the following words : 


Gentlemen of the House of Representatives— 
It has now been four years since it was first my fortuneto occupy 
a seat on this floor, as the humble representative of a portion of your 
fellow-citizens, whose renewed, and by me highly prized, commission 
once more gives me a title to a seat here and a voice in your deliberations. 
You have been pleased on this occasion so to estimate my limited ac- 
quirements and humble efforts in the public service as to elevate me to 
the highest office in your gift. Deeply sensible of the unmerited hon- 
or, I cannot refrain, without doing violence to my feelings, from ex- 
pressing to you my most profound acknowledgments for this generous 
manifestation of your confidence and esteem. My gratitude to you is 
not a little enhanced, from the consideration that I am chosen to preside 
over the deliberations of the immediate representatives of the people of 
Tennessee—a State renowned for meeting with becoming firmness eve- 
ry crisis, and winning for herself fresh honors in every contest, as well 
in peace asin war. All that I can promise you im return for this distin- 


‘ guished tokenof your regard is the utmost zealand fidelity in your 


Service. 

Gentlemen—The despatch ef the public business, the convenience of 
every member on this floor, and the character of the House of Represen- 
tutives as a deliberative body, will greatly depend ontkat system of or- 
der and decorum which shall be observed here, while we are engaged in 
transacting the important business the good people of the State have 
confided to our hands. Unless every member on this floor will yield a 
strict obedience to the rules of order that shall be established for your 
government, in place of harmony and good order in our proceedings we 
will have discord and confusion,—in place of our deliberations reflect- 
ing honor upon us, and giving dignity and respect to this body, they 
will bring dishonor upon ourselves, and this house into contempt in the 
estimation of our constituents and in the»syes of the world. I, there- 
fore, at this propitious moment for framing good resolutions, before any 
thing liasoecurred to mar or excite our feelings, solicit an earnest pledge 
from every member on this floor, to aid and promote, by his example 
and influence, that courtesy and decorum which sliould characterize our 
deliberations. 

The right to determine what rules shall govern this House, you pos- 
sess without limitation or restraint. And’ whenever such rules as cus- 
tom and your enactments shall establish as the code of parliamentary 
law for your government, shall be found to be defective or inefficient, 
it will be your privilege and duty to alter and amend or abolish them, 
and establish others better calculated to carry into execution your wish- 
es, Such rules and ceremonies as usage has, or you may in your wis- 
dom, ordain and establish for your government, must be enforced by the 
Chair 5 but without your prompt and timely interposition and assistance, 
Which on all occasions, I now in advance most solemnly invoke to my 
aid, in sustaining the Chair in, its. efforts to ;preserye order, especially in 
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‘those moments of excitement which sometimes spring up in the most 
grave, dignified and enlightened assemblies, in the heat and collision of 
debate, the mace, the emblem of your authority will have no virtue, and 
your presiding officer no power to enforce gooc order. Without your 
aid, your mutual forbearance and conciliation, the Chair can do nothing 
to sustain the dignity or elevate the character of this House. You have 
aright, gentlemen, to expect at the hands of your presiding officer, not 
only urbanity, but ^ equal and exact justice?" towards every member 
on this floor ; promptitude, vigilanee and impartiality in the discharge 
ofthe various and complicated duties incident to his station. The 
Chair has a right to expect of you, acquiescence in its decisions when 
made, until reversed, and that courtesy and manly bearing, one to an- 
other, and towards the Chair, which should distinguish the intercourse 
of gentlemen selected in an enlightened age, and by an enlightened 
constituency, and assembled to pass laws for the government of a vir- 
tuous, free and Christian people. 

Gontlemen of the Hause of Representatives :—The high and honora- 
ble station to which you have been pleased to elevate me, I am deeply 
sensible, is one that burdens its incumbent with much responsibility ; 
and called to assume its anxious duties, with my limited experience, in 
the councils of the State, distrust in my capacity to meet your expecta- 
tions would prompt me to decline the honor, did I not feel assured that 
the same kind partiality that has influenced your choice, will continue to 
influence you to aid and sustain the Chair in the rightful exercise of the 
authority that may be vested in it, and to look with lenity and much al- 
lowance upon its imperfections and the errors it may commit. 

Permit me again, gentlemen, before I take my seat, to return you my 
most sincere thanks for this plenary proofof your esteem and regard; 
and firmly relying on your aid, your forbearance and co-operation 
in the discharge of the onerous and perplexing duties that await me, 
I advance to the task with a faint hope that I may yet be able, in some 
degree, to merit that generous confidence you have this day reposed in 
me.

TUESDAY MORNING, OCTOBER 8, 1839.

Mr. Parker, from the committee appointed to wait on his Excellency, 
the Governor, to inform him that the two Houses of the General Assem- 
bly had convened and were ready to receive any communication he might 
think proper to make, reported thatthe committee had performed the duty 
assigned them, and had received for answer, that his Excellency would 
forward a message to the two Houses of this General Assembly, in wri- 
ting, immediately. 

Message from the Governor, by Mr. Lea, Secretary of State: 

Mr. Speaker—I am requested by his Excellency, to deliver a message 
in writing to the House of Representatives. uu 

Which said message was read at the Clerk's table, and is in the follow- 
ing words :— 


Fellow Citizens of the Senate, = 
and of the House of Representatives : 


It may well be questioned whether the Representatives of the people 
of Tennessee have convened at any time when their constituents generally 
felt a deeper interest in the result of their deliberations, or when the 
public good demanded a more calm and dispassionate exercise of enlight- 
ened patriotism in the discharge of their legislative duties. Many of the 
subjects to which your attention may be called are intimately connected 
with the honor and vital interest of the country ; and as much of good or 
evil may flow from your action touching those subjects, you will, no doubt, 
proceed to their consideration under a full sense of the responsibilities 
you have assumed, humbly invoking, at the same time, the supervising 
governance of the Supreme Ruler, without whose protecting providence 
all human legislation would be vain. . , 

Atatime when we are favored in an eminent degree with a rich 
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variety of the clioisest blessings of divine munificence, it is much to be 
regretted that any thing should be found in the administration of our gov- 
ernmental atairs calculated to mar our prosperity and happiness as a peo- 
ple. But when we contemplate our own condition or look abroad among 
our sister States where we must seek a market for our surplus products, 
we tind that heavy embarrassment still pervades the monetary concerns 
of the country. We continue to be destitute of a general circulating 
medium of uniform value; the want of which affects injuriously, not only 
every class of society at home, but also our credit abroad, thereby de- 
preciating the value of our State bonds, and greatly retarding the pro- 
gress, if it does not finally prevent the completion of many of our works 
of Internal Improvement. "These and other oppressive evils, the fruits of 
a disordered currency, we must patiently endure so long as the govern- 
ment shall persist in a course of wild financial experiments, which only 
tend to aggravate the ills they were mainly instrumental in producing. 
It is not to be supposed, however, that this state of ‘things is to be per- 
petual. The people hold a corrective in their own hands, and their 
weil known intelligence, virtue and patriotism forbid the humiliating idea 
thai they will failtoapply it. A sanguine hope may therefore beindulged 
that by the reguiar operation of our republican system, the country will 
ere long be delivered fron: the meladministration of its present rulers, 
with its pernicious train of experiments, ‘abuses and spoliations. 

About to retire from the ofüce of Chief Magistrate of the State, and 
give place to a successor who will probably address you at length, I 
deem it most respectful to decline communicating in detail my views in 
relation to many subjects of public interest upon which it may become 
your duty to deliberato durmg your present session, and I shall confine 
myself to a brief notieo of those only to which a sense of ofiicial duty 
requires mo to direct your attention. 

The benefits expected to he derived from the important provisions 
contained in the act of the last General Assembly, entitled * An Act to 
establish a State Dank, to raise a fund for Internal Improvement and to 
eid in the establishment of-a system of Education,” have not been real- 
ized. ‘The Dank has failed to effect the amelioration in our pecuniary 
affairs that its authors eaticipated, and the-oxpectations of the public 
have been sadly disappointed :—nor has the operation of the act referred 
to been more salutary and successful in relation to other interests 1t was 
intended to foster. There is probably, not another law to be found 
among our statutes that has more signally failed to fulfil the wishes of 
the Legislature, or one that requires more thorough revision and amend- 

acai iz order that it may efectuate the purposes for which it was de- 
Signed. 

Tie location of the Branches of the Bank, (as had, doubtless, ‘been 
anlicivated by the Legislature) produced considerable excitement in some 
scetious of the State, where it was believed injustice had been done by 
the Directory of the Principal Bank, in whose hands, it is believed, the 
power of locating the branches was improperly placed. Such was the 
discontent occasioned bv its exercise amongst a large and respectable 
portion of our follow citizens, who conceived that they were deprived of 
a fair and equal participation in the benefits it was supposed the institu- 
tion would confer, that they assembled by their Representatives in Con- 
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vention and adopted a memorial to the Executive earnestly urging him te 
convene the Legislature for the purpose of redressing their grievances.- 
After mature deliberation I felt it my duty to decline a compliance with 
their request for the reasons set forth in a communication addressed to 
the President of the Convention, a copy of which (marked A) is here- 
with transmitted. Notwithstanding my settled conviction at the time that 
there were just grounds for complaint, inasmuch as the locations had been 
made at points so remote from an extensive and populous region of country 
as to subject its citizens to considerable expense and inconvenience, yet 
I did not consider that the evils sought to be remedied were of sufficient 
magnitude to justify an extraordinary convention of the General Assembly. 
The subject, therefore, is referred to your honorable body, under a just 
expectation, I trust, that you will adopt such measures as the interests it 
involves may, in your wisdom, seem to require. 

In consequence of the continued depressions inthe stock and bond 
markets, the Bank has not been able to realize the whole amount of ‘its 
intended capital. Of the two and a half millions of six per cent. State 
bonds authorized to be issued for that purpose, only one million has been 
sold; nor do I believe there exists a well grounded hope that the remain- 
ing million and a half.can be disposed of in any short time upon the terms 
and conditions specified in the charter of the Bank, and none, itis hoped, 
are prepared to see the bonds of the State bearing so high an interest 
negotiated for a less sum than their nominal valuc. - 

The stock in other Banks belonging to the Common School fund has 
not been disposed of as contemplated and required by the above recited 
act. No opportunity of selling it at par has been presented, and hence, 
another source, from which the Bank was expected to derive a portion of 
its capital, has proved to be wholly unavailing. ) 

It is to be regretted, also, that the appropriation of three hundred 
thousand dollars of State bonds, bearing an interest of five per cent. per 
annum, for the improvement of the rivers in the three grand divisions of 
the State, has been equally nugatory and fallacious. There is not the 
least probability that the Bank will be able to negotiate these bonds in any 
reasonable time, agrecably to the requirements of the law; and unless 
some more efficient provisions are made to remove the obstructions in 
our navigable streams, they must continue to stand as so many impedi- 
men's to the-flow of our commercial prosperity, while, at the same time, 
they present a gloomy monument of vain and fruitless legislation. 

Turning our attentien, however, to the progress that has been made in 
the improvement of the country, by means.of incorporated companies, we 
are animated by a more cheering prospect. Notwithstanding the various 
defects and inconsistencies of the law under which they have been acting, 
and the paralyzing embarrassment of the times, many of the companies 
have persevered in the construction of their works with such determined 
energy and rapid progress, as fully to realize, ifnot surpass the public 
expectation. But serious injury must inevitably be sustained by those 
companies and contractors, who have engaged to receive the bonds of the 
State, in payment of stock, or for labor, unless something shall be done 
by the Legislature, to enhance their value and make good the losses al- 
ready occasioned by their ruinous depreciation. This subject will doubt- 
less engage your prompt attention, as it is one in which not only the 
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jaterests of our citizens but the character of the State i8 deeply involved. 
Indeed, our whole Internal Improvement System, as at present organized, 
is so very defective as to demand your anxious and unremitting consider- 
ation until effectual provision shall be made to correct its imperfections, 
secure its benefits and guard against the dangers with which it is mani- 
festly fraught. The existing law embraces such a variety of subjects, 
and is so contradictory, obscure and ambiguous in its phraseology and 
import that a great diversity of opinion has prevailed as to the real inten- 
tions of those who brought it into existence. It has subjected the Exec- 
utive to no ordinary labor, difficulty and responsibility, originating chiefly 
in its own iucongruity and confusion, which are well calculated to occa- 
sion perplexing irregularities in the course of its practical administration. 
Feeling a deep solicitude that it should be made operative, to the fullest 
extent i effecting so desirable an object as the improvement of the country, 
and foreseeing the abuses and evils that might result from its incautious 
execution, I was constrained to specify with more precision than the law 
itself had done, the terms and conditions upon which the Internal Improve- 
ment Companies could avail themselves of its provisions. With that view 
I addressed a Circular Letter (a copy of which accompanies this Mes- 
sage.) to the Directors on behalf of the State, in the several Companies 
in Which the State had beeome a Stockholder. It contains the prirciples 
and regulations by which the Executive has been governed in makiug 
subseriptions for stock in said companies, and in issuing the bonds of the 
State for their use and benefit. Its operation has, at least, been safe, 
uniform and equal, and most of the Companies, acquiescing in the justness 
of its views, are as rapidly progressing with their works as, under exis- 
ting circumstances, could reasonably be expected. Although objections 
may exist in the minds of some to the construction which has been given 
to the law.and the manner in which it has been applied, yet I have the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that they are approved by those whose legal learning 
and imparitelity entilled their opinions to superior weight and confidence. 

The bonds issued under the act of 1838, exclusive of those intended 
for the capital of the Bank, amount io the sum of $899,500. Of this 
amount «300,000 were issued for the improvement of rivers, and the 
balance, 3599.500, for the benefit of Internal Improvement Companies; 
all bearing interest et the rate of five per cent. per annum. Under the 
act of 1836, entitled “An act to encourage Internal Improvement in this 
State,” bonds have been issued, bearing interest at the rate of five anda 
quarter per cent, to the amount of 263,606 2-5; making an aggregate 
amount of State bonds issued for Internal Improvement purposes equal to 
the sum of «1,162,166 2-3.. 

In pursuance to an act of Assembly entitled “An act to provide for the 
survey of a canal from the ‘Tennessee to Big Hatchie river,” Ihave the 
honor to etate, Clement W. Nance, Esq., formerly assistant Engineer of 
the State, has been employed to perform that service. He was assisted, 
fur a short time, in the discharge of his duties, by Col. Charles Potts, 
Engineer of the Lagrange aud Memphis Rail Road, a gentleman of skill 
and experience in relation to works of this kind. The examination and 
survey of the route for the Canal has been carefully made, and there exists 
no doubt on the part of the gentlemen named as to the practicability of its 
construction at a moderate expense. The whole length of the route 1s 
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but little more than thirty miles, a portion of which at each end is in the 
bottom or low grounds of the respective rivers. Itintersects the Temes- 
see ashort distance north of the southern boundary of the State, and 
running west, strikes the Cypress fork of Big Hatchie a few miles north 
-of Bolivar. - 

It will appear from the report of the Engineer, (to which for more full 
information in relation to the subject generally, you are respectfully tefer- 
red) that the estimated cost of this canal, sufficiently spacious to admit the 
passage of all kinds of boats ascending or decending the rivers, is con- 
siderably less than one million of dollars. Contemplating the quantity 
and value of the various commodities transported along the 'lemessee 
river, and the immense region of country that would be benefitted by the 
proposed improvement in the navigation of this great commercid thor- 
oughfare, I cannot doubt the propriety of an appropriation of the tational 
treasure, amply sufficient to effect its speedy accomplishment. Eis con- 
fidently believed that no work of Internal Improvement of more ‘general 
utility than the oue in view, can be made at any point in the Unia, with- 
out a heavier expenditure of public money. I trust, therefore, you will 
not fail to take the necessary measures for bringing this importait enter- 
prise te the favorable consideration of Congress. 

-~ Popular education, in a government like ours, must ever be regarded 
as a matter of paramount importance. Upon the intelligence and virtue 
of the people depends the perpetuity of our free institutions. Knowl- 
edge and liberty are so closely allied that they can only flouris} in safety 
and perfection when mutually protected and cherished by each other. 
It is deeply to be regretted, therefore, that the action of our present ecu- 
cational system has not been attended with more satisfactory results. 
Although common schools have sprung up under itskindly influence in 
'some sections of the State, yet the effect has not been general, and the 
want of uniformity in its practical operations, occzsions dissatisfaction 
and complaint. As, however, it is the appropriate ditty of another officer 
of the State to bring this interesting subject fully before you, 1 shall not 
extend my remarks in relation to it; but I cannot refrain from ihe ex- 
pression of an earnest hope, that notwithstanding the comparative insuf- 
ficiency and futility of past efforts and the magnitude of the difficulties 
to be overcome, the Legislature will not falter in their exertions, until a 
“system shall be devised and established securing to every free, white 
child in our State the means, at least, of a common school education. 

_ The Penitentiary continues in a prosperous condition, realizing the 
‘views of its friends and promising to become a source of considerable 
:evenue to the-State, provided such regulations are adopted and enforced 
as are necessary to secure the collection of its debis, a portion of which 
has already been standing for several years. A full settlement, annually, 
of the debis due the institution should be required by law, and it might 
be well, in ihe sale of articles, to allow such a discount for ready cash as 
generally to induce purchasers to make prompt payments. ‘The quarter- 
ly settlements and the accounts of the receipts end expenditurts of the in- 
stitution skeuld regularly undergo the examination and supetvision of the 
Comptroller, andthe payment of the salaries of tis officers shduldbe made 
in the manner prescribed by law for the adjustment and liquidstion of cth+ 
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er demands upon the Treasury of the State. Experience has proved 
that the compensation allowed the Inspectors of the Penitentiary is in- 
suficient to preeurethat punctual attention to the duties of their ap- 
pointmeat which is necessary to the proper and successful management 
ofits affairs. Itis found, also, that the great number of persons visit- 
ing the institution for the mere gratification of curiosity, consumes much 
of “thetime of its officers, while it _ Subjects the feelings ‘of the unhappy 
inmates of the prison to increased mortification:. I respectfully suggest, 

therefore, the propriety of exacting a moderate toll from all such visiters, 
and that the fund thus raised b e applied to the support and mainten- 
ance of the more indigent families of the convicts, or tò such other 
eharitaale Que. as the wisdom and benevolence: of the Legislature may 
preserite. The present mode of subsisting the convicts, it is believed, 

ought tobe abandoned, and that they should be vietualled under the di- 
rection cf the s: aperintendent at the expense of the State. 

A proper examination of our militia law will show that it t still requires 
various cnendments, A careful revision with a view to its abridgement 
and simplification would, doubtiess, . contribute greatly toits improve- 
ment. 

‘he Judieiorv of the State, being the egis by which the dearest rights 
and interests of the citizen is mainly. secured, cannot fail.to-command at 
clltimes the vigilant attention of an enlightened and patriotic Legisla- 
ture, The wisdom and excelleney of our laws are comparatively of little 
moment unless ther be faithfully and ably administered. No act of le- 
gislatton, therefore, calculated tò elevate the character and uphold the vir- 
tue, purity and Independence of the Judicial Department of our govern- 
ment, ean justly be considered, extravagant or inj j! dicibus

Message from the Governor, by Mr. Lea, Secretary of State: 
Mr. SPEAKER : 

Iam directed by his Excellency James K. Polk, to present to the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives a message in writing. And 
then he withdrew. d 

The Speaker then laid the message before the House, which was read 
at the Clerk’s table, andis in the words following, to wit: 


Fellow Citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives : 

In communicating with the General Assembly for the first time, it 
does not fall within my province to review the course or advert to the 
action of the State Goyernment, under the administrations of my prede- 
cessors in the Executive office, further than to bring to the notice of the 
General Assembly such subjects for Legislative action as the public good 
may seem to require. 

Amongst the subjects which will doubtless claim your anxious atien- 
tion, isthe condition of the Banks of the State, aad the state of the 
currency. There has been for some time, and continues to be, a 
considerable pressure in the money market, affecting chiefly and more 
immediately the mercantile and trading classes. Before an adequate 
remedy can be provided, the causes which produced it must be 
ascertained. 

These it is believed are to be traced mainly to tlie revulsion in currency 
and trade which occurred at the suspension of specie payments by ihe 
Banks in the spring of 1837. In 1836, we were apparently in the fall 
tide of prosperity. 

The crop was an abundant one, and owr articles of export and 
particularly of cotton, in the early part of the market of that year, bore, 
a fair price. Before half the crop had - been disposed of, the revulsion 
of 1837 came upon us, The price of, cotton, suddenly fell in Europe 


ot 


vnd in this country more than one half. The loss sustained by the fall 
of prices during that vear upon the American erop of cotton alone, is 
estimated at not less than twenty millions of dollars. 

In the eariv part ef the season, our merchants purchased cotton at the 
high priees it bore, our planters made their calculations upon these 
prices, puzchased property and eontraeted Nebilities upon the credit of 
their crops, made improvements, and enlarced their expenses. Add to 
this the over acticn which pervaded the whole community in almost every 
branch of trade, the sudden discontinuance and withdrawal of American 
eredi abroad. and the consequent suspension 67 specie payments by the 
Banks thronghout the Union, and none will be et a loss to trace to these 
causes the stagnation and embarrassment in trade aud eurreney which 
lowed. Though in "Tennessee there wes perheps less wild and 
extravagant speculation than in many other parts of the Union, the effects 
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peecuecd by taese eauses were severely Zeit. The blow dell most severely 
upon the Banks which had discounted bills drawn on preduce, and upon 


the merchents end others who had drewn them, aud who in consequence 
o£ the tall of pricesand their own overtrading were unable to meet them. 
‘Vo add to the severity of the pressure in Tennessee, many of our 
eXizons were in the habit of sclling enevcdii in the south, live stock and 
other property, which had been purchased on credit at home, or with 
1ioaev raised Ca buls drewn oa eotton or other preduce, and sold to the 
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Bowks: ond when the revulsion came, the southern debts could not be 
eoliectec. ‘These were, uncoubtedly, among the chief eauses of the 
pressure in the money market, from which we had not fully recovered 
when iuo late suspension of specie payments eceuired. at Philadelphia, 

lat some other of the eastern cities. Uven the receint of the infor- 
ation that some of the banks atthe east, in littl more than a year from 
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fact may be, itis eontidently effirmed that there can be no apology for a 
: ^ nopmean? he 3*6 honba bat an abeoirie inalyilite ta 
suspersicn of payment bv ihe banks, but an absolute inability to meet 


their responsibilities promutly. 

And whatever may have been the eause cf tke suspension of payment 
by the banks at the east, it can furnish no sufficient ground for the 
suspension ef payment by our banks, solong as they have an ability to 
pav. Like individual debtors, they should meet their Habilities honestly 
and promptly, as long as they ore able to pay, What is the effect if a 
contrary course be adopted? A few of the banks at the east suspend, 
and represent to the public that they are still solvent, and do sò, not 
from necessity, but to retain their specie; and, following their example, - 
the banks in the interior, which are also represented tobe solvent, suspend 
also, not because they are under the neecssity to do so, but simply 
because the eastern banks have suspended. So that the suspension ot 
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the banks in a single city which may have indulged in excessive issues of 
bank paper and bank credits, and thus stimulated and promoted over 
action in trade, or which may have ulterior objects in view, is made to 
operate as a suspension of payments by all the banks of the country. 
Surely if a bank suspend in Philadelphia, it is no reason for our banks 
to follow the example, unless they are compelled by their condition to 
do so, 

The apprehension of the drain of their specie can be no sufficient 
reason, for one of the conditions of their corporate privileges is, that 
they shall keep themselves at all limes in a condition to meet their 
liabilities. When a suspension of specie payments takes place by banks, 
their circulation immediately depreciates in value, and the loss falls not 
on the banks, but on the people. The labor of the country bears the 
loss, whilst the Banks, during a period of suspension, are often doing 
their mosi profitable business. It was hoped that the Bank of Tennessee, 
of whose ability to pay specie no doubt is entertained, would continue 
to do so. She did pay fora day after the Union and Planters’ Banks 
had suspended; but I regret to say, finally yielded to the panic around 
her and stopped, not from inability to pay, but as a measure of prudence. 
Her course is much to be regretted, and an early resumption is, in my 
judgment, demanded by the interests of the State. By maintaining a 
firm stand, honestly meeting ail her engagements, and at the same time 
extending: to her debtors every possible indulgence compatible with her 
safely, her character as a State institution of undoubted credit will be 
maintained, and, to the extent of her means to furnish it, a sound 
currency will be preserved. In the future management of that institu- 
tion, owned as it is exclusively by the State, and supported by the credit 
uf the State, it should be a cardinal object, constantly kept in view, to 
confine her operations within her means, to meet her responsibilities 
promptly, and to preserve at all times her circulation in a sound state. 

The suspension of payment by the Union Bank and Planters’ Bank 
presents a grave question for the consideration of the General Assembly, 
in regard to the action which should be had in relationtothem. If it 
shall be ascertained that they have, by a suspension of specie payments 
in 1837, or by the more recent suspension, or by any other act, subjected 
themselves to a forfeiture of their charters, and it shall be deemed proper 
to continue their corporate existence, it is suggested that the occasion 
may be a fit one to impose upon them such additional restrictions as the 
public safety may require, and as experience may have shewn to be 
necessary and proper, as conditions of the continuance of their corporate 
privileges. They should be required at an early day to be fixed by law, 
to resume specie payments, and restrieted from declaring any dividends 
io the stockholders for a period of at least six months after their resump- 
tion. It is believed that they are entirely solvent, and that they could 
conveniently and safely make their means available, to resume payment 
ai an early day, and it 1s not doubted that they would readily yield their 
voluntary assent to such restrictions as the General Assembly may be 

„OË opinion the interest of the State may require to be imposed. If the 
conditions imposed shall not be assented to, it will remain for the Gen 


56 
eral Assembly to eensider what further proceedings it may be proper to 
institute, consistently with the provisions of their charters. : 

Itis an error to attribute the revulsion of 1527 and derangement of 
eurreney in the United States to the action of the Federal Government, 
whilst there is no pretence that the late suspension in the eastern cities 
has been produced by any sueh cause. 

Similar revulsions have occurred in every commercial country, and 
especially in those where the credit and paper system has prevailed. 
They have occurred in Great Britain, where there exists a National 
Dani of immense eapital, more frequently and to a more ruinous extent 
than in most other commercial countries. Similar revalsions to that of 
1897 occurred more than once in the United States, during the existence 
ofboth Banixs of the United States. These revulsions were not attributed 
at the time to the action of Government in either country, and it will 
not do to conclude that a National Bank in either, as a regulator of 
currency, could prevent them, for in both it has failed to perform this 
function. During the revulsion of 1837 the extent of the commercial 
derangement and the intensity of suffering was eveater in England, where 
iere was a National Bank, than it wasinthe United States. It per- 
veded with more or less severity the whole commercial world. The 
causes lie deepor than in the action of Government. ‘They are to be 
(ound in everaction in all branches of trade and in excessive credits and 
Dani issues, which hea stimulated to wild, adventurous, and disastrous 
speculation, 

‘Lhe action e£ the Government of tho United States, confined as it 
Wes within Ks constitutional and legitimate ephere to the management 
efits own finances, not only did not produce the late revulsion through 
which we have passed, but the Governm: nt possessed no power to have 
prevented it. No Government ean, without tho exercise of despotic 
power, eouitrol or restrain the individual enterprize of its citizens. Ina 
coverninent like ours the attemptto exereise sueh a power would be 
wholly incompatible withindividual freedom. The government possess- 
ed ond could have exercised no powcr to prevent the rage of speculation 
and extravagant cdventure in trade during the year 1836, when the 
tacrehants were importing into the United States sixty millions of dollars 
worth eZ merchendize more than the country exported produce to pay 
for, or, than was demanded for the current consumption of the country 
curing that vear. 

The Government possessed and could have exercised no power to 
have prevented her citizens from purchasing more than twenty millions 
of acres of wild and unproductive publie land, chiefly upon speculation, 
daring the same pevind. And if E possessed no such power to restrain 
its own Citizens in the free exercise of their faculties and will, in their 
trade and enterprise, much less did it possess or could it have exercised 
env power to prevent a like indulgence in wild speculation abroad, which 
brought upon England and other commercial countries the sudden revul- 
sion under whieh they suffered in common with the United States. 

To relieve the pressure growing out of the revulsion of 1837, which 
continues to be felt to some extent in ‘Tennessee, in common with other ' 
sections of the Union, and to restore to the State as faras it may be 
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within the competency of the General Assembly to do so, a sound state 
of the currency, are objects of deep solicitude. "The only substantial 
and permanent relief is to found in habits of economy and industry, and ` 
in the productive labor of our people. By an observance of these, 
another crop would more than liquidate our eastern debt. We must 
bring our expenses within our income. Our merchants and traders must 
cease to indulge in hazardous and wild speculations which they are un- 
able to meet. 

While however we avoid all temporary expedients, or a breach of 
` faith to our Eastern creditors, there is a manifest propriety, if not neces- 
sity, for the adoption of such measures as will in all probability enable 
our merchants and‘ traders to relieve themselves from the immediate 
pressure under which they are suffering. We have purchased at the 
Eastern cities, and brought into the State, a greater amount of merchan-. 
dize than we have exported produce to pay for, and the consequence is 
that an unliquidated eastern debt hangs over us. When the banks, pre- 
vious to the late suspension, were applied to for relief, they were unable. 
to afford it, because, as they represented, they were pressed for the re- 
demption of their circulation in coin or eastern exchange, and had beem 
for sometime drawing in their circulation and contracting their discounts. 

The last General Assembly created **'The Bank of Tentiessee,” and 
by the provisions of the act the “ surplus federal revenue now on depos- 
ite in other Banks of the State," was directed to be xeithárzawn fron: 
them *intwo yearly instalments; the first instalment to be drawn on: 
the first day of January, 1859, cach instalment to be drawn in specie or 
funds convertible immediately ito specie at par valuc,” which when with- 
drawn is directed to be paid over to the Bank of Tennessee and to constitute 
a part of its capital stock. It it understood that the Banks in which the 
last instalment is deposited, and from which it is to be withdrawn on the 
ist of January, 1840, being the sum of $678,373 12, m order to place 
themselves in a condition promptly to meet the call; have, during the 
present year, considerably curtailed their discounts and drawn in their 
circulation, While they have been curtailing, in order to furnish the 
means of meeting their liability, “ The Bank of Tennessee” hes’ not been, 
in possession of this additional means upon which to extend her business: 
and will not be until the first of January next, if indeed in the present, 
suspended state ofthe Union and Planters’ Bank in which it is deposited, ' 
she can then be. . 

By the act creating “The Bank of Tennessee” the Governor was di- 
rected “on behalf of the State to execute the bonds of the State for two 
and a half millions of dollars, bearing an interest not exceeding six per 
centum per annum payable thirty years after date,” and to “ doliver the: 
same to-the President and Directors of the Bank of Tennessee,” which: 
Bonds were directed to “be sold and disposed of by the President and 
Directors of the Bank for specie, or funds ‘convertible into specie with- 
out loss, and shall not be sold ata discount.” 

The Bonds of the State to the amount of two and a half millions of | 
dollars were issued and delivered to the President and Directors of the 
Bank in conformity with the provisions of the act shortly after the Bank 
went into operation, The Bank sold and disposed of one million of the. 
bonds, but retained and still holds the remaining million and a half un, 
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sold. Iad they been sold and disposed of, one million and a half in 
specie or iis equivalent would have beenadded to the available means 
ct the Rank, and ihe Bank would thereby have been enabled not only to 
supply the vacuum created by the euriaiimems of the other Banks; in or- 
der to enable them to meet the call upon thear for tho half of the deposite 
ot the “surplus federal revenue” required to be paid on the first of Janu- 
ary next, but might safely have extended some additional accommodations 
to the community, and thereby have mitigated the severity oi the pres- 
sure in the money marken It was manifestly the intention ofthe General 
Assembly when they ereated the Bank that the Bonds should be sold and 
disposca of es soon as it could be Coxe ai par value. They intended 
by the aet to furnish sufficient banking capital, resting on a solid specie 
basis, to answer the reasonable derisnós of the trade of ihe State, and at 
fhe same time to supply the vecuna ercated by the withdrawal from 
the State of the Branch of the Bank of the United States, ‘The General 
-Assemoiy were the exelusive iedgcs of the poliey of the measure, and 
whea by law they directed the State Bonds to be sold it was the duty of 
tc Presicenc and Directors of the Bark to sell them as soon as it could 
be doze upou the terms preseribed. It is respectfully submitted, that if 
tle mikon and a Lal] efto Boula authorized by the act and remaining 
uasuid, be now sold, that the Bank would be enabled by the inerease of 
hor availalre metalic capitel, safely to ailord sveh additional facilities as 
wout he eecuired to relicve the tlamediate pressure, until tlie proceeds of 
the sales of the present crop will aflerd more solid aud durable relief. 
li in the present state cf the money merket in the United States they 
cannot he sold at par with the interest pavabie as at present authorized, 
Within the Unhed States, it is worthy cf consideration whether if they 
were made Sterling Bonds, with the interest payable abroad, and without 
any increase of tno rate of interest, thev mey not in a short time be sold 
at par, if not fora premium. It would be a matter of no greater incon- 
vemenee to the Pank to pay the semi-annual inierest abroad than at the 
Eastern exies, and in order to make the bonds available at an early day 
it is recommended that they be authorized to take that form. 

Ii is an axiom in nohtieal economy, that, whenever a State or country 
imports more than it exports to pay for, or buys more than it sells, ex- 
chances will be against it. The exports of every country constitute the 
besis upon which bills of exehange are drawn to pay for its imports. 
Eisxehanges will always be at high rates ard diffeult to obtain when we 
have no produce or other fund upon which to draw. The wel known 
eunrse of our trade in Tennessee is to seli oar cotton, bread stuffs, live 
stack, ond ether prodnets at the south, and to purchase much the larger 
prosorüoua cr our supplies at the east. We seil our exports at Now Or- 
feaus and oer southern markets, and contract our debts for our supplies 
at the eastern cities, The proceeds of our exports must be remitted to 
the casi to meet the eastern bifis drawn upon them, to pay for our sup- 
plies, The Danks usually perform ihis operation by purchasing in the 
Hirst instance bills drawn on actual produce to be sold at the south, and 
dien remitting the proceeds of sales to the east to furnish the means upon 
which they draw eastern exchange. And so long as we purchase no 
greater an amount at ihe east, than we sell at ihe south to pay for, we 
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“adularcy among the mercantile and trading classes, that a National Bank 

‘gould furnish eastern exchange when the State Banks and individuals 
could not. Exchange is drawn on an equivalent value elsewhere either 
zat sight or on time, and a National Bank can no more furnish this to the 
drawer than can State Banks or an individual. 

The act creating “ The Bank of Tennessee,” makes it unlawful for 
that Bank *to issue and circulate” any Bank note of less denomination 
than five dollars, and after the first of January, 1841, it is made unlawful 
for the Bank to “issue and circulate” any note of less denomination than 
ten dollars. This is deemed to be a most valuable provision, and it is 
ta be regretted that the same restriction is not contained in the charters 
of the Union Bank, the Planters’ Bank, and the Farmers and Merchants’ 
Bank. By the charter of each of these Banks, it is provided that the 
Bank notes which it shall be lawful for them to issue shall not be for 
a less sum than five dollars, but there is no provision similar to that 
contained in the act to create “ The Bank of Tennessee,” which restricts 
them afier the first of January, 1841, from issuing or circulating notes 
or bills of a less denomination than ten dollars. 

If the General Assembly shall be of opinion that it is proper to im- 
pose upon these corporations additional restrictions, none, it is believed, 
will be found to be more important than this. It is an invariable law of 
currency that two mediums of circulation of the same denomination, the 
one metalic, andthe other paper, the one possessing intrinsic value, and 
the other being but the representative of value, the one superior, and the 
oiher inferior, cannot long exist together in the same community. The 
inferior, or mere representative of value, will drive out of circulation the 
superior, or the currency possessing intrinsic value, and will take its 
place. Paper change tickets below the denomination of one dollar will 
banish from circulation small silver coins; the paper doliar will drive out 
of circulation tlie silver dollar; and in like manner the paper five dollar 
note will drive out of circulation the gold half eagle. If all the channels 
ot circulation below ten oz twenty dollars were left to be supplied by 
gold and silver coins, leaving the Banks to issue and circulate their notes 
above these denominations, it cannot be doubted that there would be a 
sounder and more stable state of the currency than exists. If the Banks 
were restricted to the issue and circulation of ten or twenty dollars for 
the convenience of merchants and larger dealers, the smaller transactions 
would be conducted in coin, and the effect would be greatly to enlarge 
the volume of metalic circulation, which would remain in general use in 
society, and at the same time protect the community agamst the frauds 
and impositions but too often practised by the use of the smaller denomi- 
nations of paper circulation, If change tickets and the smaller Bank 
notes circulate, the gold and silver will either. be hoarded by Banks or 
withdrawn from circulation by individuals, and being less in demand as a 
medium of circulation, because a paper medium takes its place, it be- 
comes an article of commerce and there is a constant tendency to export 
it from the country, The increased quantity of precious metal too which 
"would be kept constantly in circulation, would furnish to all solvent 
‘Banks a ready resource from which to be replenished in case of sudden 

anic and alarm in the money market, 


The last General Assembly passed a law “to prevent the, issue: and 
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‘Suppress ihe eireulaiion ofchange bills, change tickets, paper bills, or bills 
of credit of any kind or denomination whatsoeve er, whose issue or circu- 
lation is not authorized hy the laws or the United Siates or of this State." 
Since the aet took ciloef, the small change bills with which the country 
was so much atdieted heve wholly disappeared, and a sound circulation 
3f specie change has taken their place. The same efect would follow, 

if the smaller denominations of Bank notes were prohibited from being 
tssucd or circulated, under adequate penalties prescribed by law. lam 
39 fully e convinced ofthe importance of such a restriction upon the Banks 
hat Í cai mot to 0 earnst yeei x t au rou consideration. My ee 
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mets, aud the? no Banik note of less Tean need be issued; but 
as thg General Assembly of 1837, In the aet creating the “ Bank of 
Teac essee," invo xod the lit mit of restriction io Bank notes of a less 
denamination than ten dollars, ik may not be denen for the present to 
Cut that hak. EROR shall be found to nroduee a salutary effect, as I 
don. BOL ai will, flac restric stion may hereafter be extended. To make 
the r a eaectivo, tue same piovision of law which mey prohibit 
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the a e and Ireulation ot small notes hy our own Banks should be ap- 
plea tu the circuleu ion within the Steate or notes cf the same Cenomina- 
“ica issaed br the Banks of other States. 

The pre~ ut p anki ing capita: ot the State, as authorised by tne existing 
elazecs avd Laws, 5s is my fudement suiliccently large for all useful pur- 
nas Eslusive of the capital employ ed at the branch of tbe * South 
Mosen dopo pu XC lDoeeted al Ixmaxvilic, the amount of which 3 is 
mvs occur (obe Laow ibe {nc Paukmg capital of the State exceeds ten 
moons or douets.

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£ourse advance in value as it declines iti quantity, and decline in value as 
it advances in quantity.” Nothing tends so ruinously to unsettle the value 
of our paper circulation as the measure of value of property as the alter- 
nate expansions and contractions by the Banks. When the Banks largely 
expand, their circulation becomes abundant, declines in value, and the 
price ef property rises; and whenthey contract, their cireulation becomes 
scarce, advances in value, and the price of property falls. When Bank 
paper constitutes the principal circulation in a given community, it is in 
the power of Banks to advance or depress the price of property, of which 
their circulation has become the measure of value, by enlarging or dimin- 
ishing its quantity. Considering these as settled principles, it is a matter 
of great importance that our Banksshould adopt and pursue a regular and 
steady policy, furnishing an amount of circulation and exchange, reason- 
ably demanded by our commercial wants, and avoiding, as far as practi- 
cable, sudden expansions and contractions that have been but too often 
resorted to to meet temporary exigencies, and which never fail to bring in 
their train pecuniary and commercial embarrassnents and suffering. The 
circulation which they issue should be based upon a solid metallic founda- 
tion, such as will insure an ability at ail times to meet their liabilities 
promptly, and its quantity should be kept as nearly as practicable at the 
same amount, varying, as it necessarily must to a small extent, with the 
seasons of shipment of our produce to market, and the return of the 
proceeds; but this variation need-not be such as to affect materially the 
amount or value of their circulation. 

"Though it is believed that the present Banking capital of the State is 
large enough, and ought not to be increased, I am fully satisfied that in 
the location of the branches of the “Bank of Tennessee? the-distribution 
of its capital has not been such as to do equal justice to large, populous. 
and important sections of the State. Just complaints have been made 
by the people residing in those sections, which will require, and I doubt 
not will receive the prompt attention of the General Assembly. The 
Bank belongs exclusively to the State. Itis founded upon the revenues 
and credit of the whole people of the State; and in the location ef its 
branches, as well as in its general management, due regard should be 
had to the just claims of every section. The General Assembly possess 
the undoubted power, without the violation of any corporate er vested 
rights, to apply the proper remedies by directing the location of the 
branches at suitable points, not increasing the capital stock of the Bank, 
and your attention is invited to the subject. 

It is suggested further, whether some greater supervisory power than 

xists over the branches, should be vested in the principal board with a 
view to secure uniformity and regularity in their operations. 

Over the operations of “ihe Bank of Tennessee" the General Assembly 
possess the exclusive control, and by the Charter of the Ünion Bank in 
which theState is largely interested as a stockholder, a power is reserved 
py joint committee to examine into its condition. It is proper that the 
General Assembly, as often as they may be convened, should make the 
examination contemplated by the charter and cause the result to be made 
publie. A like examination should also be made, into the condition of 
"the Bank of Tennessee." No similar power of examination is reserved 
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to the General Assembly or to its committees, by the charters of the 
Planters’ Bank, and Farmers and Merchants’ Bunk, but it is not doubted 
that these institutions would readily permit such examinations. to be 
made if desired. 

it is earnestly recommended to the General Assembly at tlieir present 
session to Institute a fuil and thorough examination into the condition and 
management of all the Banks, and to exe'cise all the constitutional pow- 
ers with which they are invested, in supe zvising their conduct and opera- 
tions, to the end that proper remedies may be applied against abuses, if 
any exis; that they may be required. to resume speele payments at an 
early doy, thet the publie confidence: in them may thereby be restored, 
and that they may be made to meet the just expeetations of the publie, 
and to answer the purposes for "which they were created. 

The last General Assembly raade liberal provision for the encourage- 
ment of asystem of State Interna! Improvement—by a law passed at 
that session it was provided that the “State shall become a subscriber for 
ene hol£ o£ the capital stock in all Rail Roads, MeAdamised 'Türnpikes, 
Graded Tumpilies aud Sauded Turapikes, for which acts of incorpora- 
tisna hive hevelajore been eranted or tor wüiclraets of incorporation may 
do BovocRer averted.” Many acts ef incorporation had been granted 
previous to the enactiaentof the law. and many were subsequently granted. 
py the terms of the aet the State became an equal partner with the indi- 

uz stockholders in all of them, upon the compliance on their part. 
with certain eanditions preseribed in the several acts of incorporation. 

Upon the porfurmance of the conditions preseribed ow the part of the 
in Uvidual stockholders, the Goveraoz was required to swoseribe on, be- 
leütat the State for half Che amount of thc eapital stock iu the companies 
rospo dele, and to issue the Bonds of the State, bearing an interest of 
i76 nor coat. end redeemable at the expiration of thirty years, as the 
moans Of cruising the fuads necessary to pay the State subscription. 
By che same aet, the amount of stock authorized “to be taken by the 
State in the several ihaprevements” was limited to the sum of “four mìl- 
liens of dollars.” Meny companies incorporated by the State have 
c^ gantted gad pertozme te conditions r quired by law, and the Gov- 
ermar hes subsertbed for the State’s portion of the stock; the works are 
ia coqness of eonstruction, and the State is bound in good faith to pro- 
fo Joe the punctual payment of the State subscription in them. Many 


| hoz acts of incorporation which have been granted kave not been com- 
led with by the individual eorporators, and im them the State subserip- 
ca has not been made. Had ali the acts of incorporation. granted to 
nieruel Éraprovcaaest companies been complied with by the individual 
scentolders. the sum of “four millions of cellars” to which the aggre- 
eto » aout of the State subscription is limited would not have been 
a Post ta enable the State to subseribe jor one half the capital stock 
inet ci them.

Cartes ot inecrparation itis believed have been too indiseriminately 
erated For the construction of local and uni portant works, instead of 
coalai them to vorks of general importanee and permanent utility. 

he great ost diticulty with waich our sister States, which have engaged 
assetleims of Internal haprovement, have had to contend, was to draw 
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the line of discrimination between works which when completed will be 
of general importance and permanent utility and those which were of a 
purely local and unimportant character. And this I apprehended will 
be the chief difficulty which we will have to encounter in the incipient 
stages of our system. 

Numerous acts of incorporation of Internal Improvement companies 
now stand on our statute book which have not yet beem taken up by in- 
dividual stockholders, and in which there are as yet, no individual vested 
rights, The General Assembly possess the undoubted power, without 
a violation of any individual er corporate rights, to repeal all such as in 
their judgment are ofa local and unimportant ¢hatacter, and which if 
constructed would not yield any, or, if any, a very small profit to the 
State, or the stockholders upon the capital invested, and the propriety 
of doing so is respectfully recommended. By confining the Improve- 
ments of the State to a judicious. selection of objects of leading and 
and general importance, and omitting or postponing for the present to 
engage in works ofa less important character, there is reason to be- 
lieve that the system will obtain popular favor, and that the works wher 
completed will yicld an income to the State which will not only defray 
the annual interest on the capital invested by the State, but contribute 
annually to liquidate the cost of construction. 

On the other haud, if the State patronage is given to unimportant as 
weil as important objects, indiscriminately selected, there is danger that 
the income from them would not defray the accruing interest, that the 
public money would be wastefully expended, and that the State would 
be involved in an annually increasing debt, without any equivalent advan- 
tages to the public, derived from ilie improvements. ‘Fhe success of the 
system wul therefore mainly depend upon the wisdom «aad discretion of 
the General Assembly, in the selection of the objects of improvements to 
which the State shall give her patronage. The aid of the State granted 
by the last General Assembly to the amount of one half the cost of con- 
struction of public improvements authorized by law, if a proper discrim- 
ination be observed in the selection of the objects of improvement, is not 
in my judgment too large and should be continued. 

Our system is yet in its infancy, and the laws are undoubtedly in many 
respects defective, and will require amendment. 

Itis respectfully submitted whether the public interests do not require 
that a board of public works, to be composed of two or more competent 
and scientific meu, should be authorized and their duties prescribed by 
law. Should it be deemed proper to organize such a board, it should, 
among other things, be made their duty to make minute surveys and es- 
iimates of the costs of construction of all new works proposed, the prob- 
able profits which would be derived from them when completed, with 
iheir opinion oftheir public utility. It should be made their duty to 
superintend the letting out. of contracis, the construction of all publie 
works in which the State was interested, the faithfnl application of the 
publie moneys, and to report upon oath to the General Assembly at each 
stated session. When new works are proposed their report of survey 
and the estimates of the cost of construction should in all cases be made 
before a charter of incorporation is granted, or an appropriation of pub- 
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lic money made, They should be placed under adequate bonds, and 
suitable penalties should be imposed*to insure a faithful performance of 
their dunes, ‘The General Assembly would in this manner be at all 
times ia possession of full and accurate information of the condition and 
progress ot the several public works authorised by law, as well as of the 
propriety of engaging in such new works as may be proposed. A 
proper responsiblity t09, forthe faithful application ofthe public money 
to the objects authorised by law, would be secured. A board of public 
works, such as is suggested, if employed by the State, must of course 
be paid an cdcquate compensation for their services, but in the end 
their eraploviaent would be real economy es well as tend to promote 
à svsiom Of improvement which would be permanently useful. 

Under the existing laws, when the State subscription is paid to the 
several improvement companies, itis committed exclusively to their 
control and management, and there is no sufficient guaranty or securi- 
ty thal it will bo faithfully applied. The State, it is true, is entitled to 
a representation in the directory of the several boards. The State di- 
rectory, however, are generally persons residing in the vicinity of the 
publie works, and after the money ef the stockholders and of the State 
is paid to the Treasurer of the board, and the contracts fer construction 
made, their duties practically cease. 

They are nox required by law, nor indeed can it be expected that they 
will, wihout campensation, and from motives ef patriotism alone, give 
their ime and attention to the faithful application of the public money. 
‘The money of the State and the construction of the works are left prac- 
tically under the exclusive control of the individual Stockholders or their 
Directors. Contracts for the construction of the works may be let at 
higher rates then they should be, may be taken by the Companies them- 
seves and the State subscription made nearly {if not quite, ) to execute 
the whale work, one half of which when completed will belong to the 
individual Stockholders. Frauds of this character if attempted should be 
cuarded against by an cmeadment of the existing law. 
— When the State engaged to “subscribe for one halfof the Capital 
Steck” for such ineorperated companies es had been or might be authori- 
zed by law, it was undoubtedly intended that the State should pay in cash 
or paz funds tlie amomnt of her subseription so soon as the individual 
Stockholders hac paid the other half afthe Capital Stock in like funds; 
and in order to sceure punctual paynent by the private Stockholders, 
they were required first ie pay, aud upon that fact being made known to 
the Governor inthe manner preseribed by the act of last session, the 
Siate was bound to payin equal proportions. The partnership was 1m- 
tended to be an céual one, and to be alike binding upon the private 
Necekholdcis and apon the State. The State used her eredit as the 
geans of raistage a tand io cnable hor to pay her subscription. She au- 
Lorized the issuance or State bonds reueciazbleat the en« ci thirty years, 
and bearing an annual interest of five pez cent. In the then state of tae 
money merket, it was ecaleulated thet Bones of this ceseript 
readily sci? cud converted into specie or its equivalent at pur. Tt kow- 
ever appears that tiey cannotbe sold ia the market at poa Mo funds 
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The companies to whom a portion of them have been issued, have been 
compelled to take them “in payment ofthe State subscription at their 
nominal value," when they were in fact below par, and have other re- 
tained or sold them in the market at a ruinous sacrifice, making the State 
subscription available to the companies in fact, less in amount than that 
paid by the private Stockholders. Ifthe position assumed be correct, 
that it was intended by the act to make the State an equal partner with 
the private Stockholders, and that she should pay an equal proportion 
with them of the Capital Stock of the several incorporated companies 
who comply with its provisions, it follows, that if instead of paying 
the State subscription out of the Treasury, the State uses hercredit by 
the issuance of State bonds as the means of raising the amount of her 
subscription, she should issue them of such a character as would com- 
mand in the market their nominal or par value. The three hundred 
thousand dollars authorized by the same act to be applied to the improve-. 
ment of the navigable rivers of the State have been wholly unavailable, 
because the 5 per cent. Bonds authorized to be issued for that purpose 
could not be sold in the market at their nominal or par value. 

It is respectfully suggested that the Bonds of the State which have 
been issued, or which it may be deemed expedient to issue, should be of 
a character which will insure a ready sale in the market at their par 
value. Should the Bonds authorized to be issued be of such a descrip- 
tion as to command a premium in the market, the excess over their 
nominal amount would enure exclusively to the State. It is further 
recommended that provision be ,aade by law, that any bonds which may 
be issued by the State, shall be sold either by the “Bank of Tennessee" 
or some other authorized agent of the State, and not as heretofore be 
issued and delivered in small amounts to internal improvement companies 
to be hawked about the streets of our principal commercial cities, ‘and 
offered and sold in the market at ruinous sacrifices. To permit the latter 
course is injuriously to affect the credit of the State as well in our. own 
country as abrcad. 

The State of Tennessee has perhaps contracted a smaller amount of 
publie responsibility or'debt in proportion to her population, wealth, and 
resources than any State in the Union. With a population of near à: 
‘million of inhabitants, with a salubrious. climate, and a fertile soil, 
abounding in many parts of the State with rich and inexhaustible miner- 
als, and with an enterprising and industrious population, the whole 
public debt of the State exclusive of the Internal Improvement Boncs 
authorized to be issued by the last General Assembly, and exclusive of 
the State’s portion of the Federal revenue held on deposite, amounts only 
to the sum of $1,763,666 2-3. To meet this the State owns of Steck 
in the Union Bank $646,600—one million of the Cepital Stock of the 
“Bank of Tennessee,” and $263,666 2-3 of the Capital Stock of Inter- 
nal Improvement Companies chartered previous to the last session of ihe 
General Assembly. 

The internal improvement Bonds which have been issued uncer the 
act of the last General Assembly, bearing em interest of five per cent. 
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amount to $399,580, making the whole public debt of the State of 
every ee exclusive of her portion of the Federal surplus revenue 
which she holds on deposite, the sum of $2,600, 166 2-3. "Thefaith of 
the State is pledged for the punctual paymentof'the semi-annual interest 
on the State Bonds issued and authorized to be issued, as well as for 
their ultimate redemption, and there is no State in the Union whose 
publie securities should command a higher price in the market than ours. 
I£ the State shall hereafter dispose of her own bonds through an author- 
ized agent, there eannot be a doubt that they will command in the market 
as hich a price as similar public : securities of t any of our sister States. 

If there be ambiguity, as has been suggested, in the terms of the Inter- 
nal Improvement law of the last session, Or doubts of its proper con- 
struct ion, the General Assembly it is hoped will by an amendatory act 
clearly deñne their meaning and intention. 

No subject is, in my judgment, of more importance to the State than 
& vigorous prosecution of a judicious system of Improvements. None 
can so much tend to develope our resources, and add to our wealth and 
prosperity. So important was the subject regarded by the Convention 
tuat revised the Constitution of the State, that by a Constitutional pro- 
vision it is made the duty ofthe General Assembly to encourage it. 
Belag an interior State, without a seaboard, washed only on her western 
border by the Mississippi, Tennessee is, from her geographical position 
aad the difficulties and cost of transportation, ent of during many seasons 
ol the vosr from the most protitable markets. ‘The improvement of the 
navi izable tcibutary streams of the Mississippi which water the State is 

doomed to be of cont importance, anis recommended to the favorable 
esasidoration of the General Assembly. The State is separated by 
natural boundaries into three grand divisions; and leading highways 
from the Western to the Eastera border whereby the dik forent sections 
would be im. vier connected together in trade and intercourse, 
soca to be demanded by our goog: -aphieal position. ‘The [astern di- 
visi nds more insulated and farther removed from market than : any other 
porion ofthe State, and the improvement of the navigation of the Ten- 
wessee river and its upper tributaries would be of incalculable advantage 
fo thet portion of the State. Leading improvements from North to 
South, connecting themselves with similar improvements North and 
South of US, Wot aid afford facilities to our interior trade, as also for the 
eheap and easy transportation of our products to the most profitable mar- 
kets without the Stato, a and for a return by a like cheap and easy con- 
vevanes of the articles we need for consumption. Some of these are 
nov in a course of construction. The Stato has heretofore given to them 
her eountenanes and aid by a liberal subscription to their stock. In their 
contiaucd progress ofconstruction they will probably require further 
public patronage. 

‘The “Common School Fund” ofthe State is declared by the Constitu- 
tio: a to bo a “Perpetual Fund, the principal of which Shall never be 

diminished by Legislative o appropriation, and the interest thereof shall be 
i a a^i F appropriated to the suynort and encouragement of Common 
Sehoals E heonghout the State and for the equal benefit of all the people 
fiero” Your attention is called to a faithful observance of the Consti- 
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tution in this respect, and to-such amendments of the existing laws as-ex-- 

perience may have shown to be proper and necessary to insure a, more: 
rigid and strict accountability on the part of public agents and. officers. 
to whom is intrusted the management and control of this fund. and the 
annual proceeds arising from it, and to insure also a more general diffusion 
of its benefits throughout the State. 

It will be necessary during your present session to make provision by 
law, prescribing the mode of choosing Electors to vote for President and 
Vice President of the United States at the election which.will take place 
in 1849, the act of the 19th February, 1836, upon. that subject, having 
provided only for the election which took. place in.that year. 

. Your attention 1s called to the propriety of revising the laws, prohib-. 
iting the practice of betting on elections. The existing laws declare the- 
offence of betting on elections to be a misdemeanor, punishable by indict- 

ment or presentment, but their provisions are found in practice to be inad- 

equate to- prevent it. The demoralizing tendency of the practice, as 
well as the evil influences which it exerts upon.the free and unbiassed 
exercise of the right of suffrage, have been seen and felt wherever it has. 
prevailed. It begets excitement, engenders strife; and it but ‘too often 
happens that those who have stakes at hazard, become more interested. 
to secure them than by a dispassionate exercise of suffrage to promote- 
the public good. The same reason exists, and if possible ina higher 
degree, to prevent gaming of this character that does to suppress it on 
games of hazard and address. Betting on elections is usually publicly 
done, and the evil example upon society is consequently the more. perni-- 
cious. The propriety of the enactment, of such laws as will effectually 
prevent and suppress itis submitted to your consideration.. 

Different and conflicting rules of construction of the Constitution and, 
laws in regard to the qualifications of electors to vote-at elections, obtains 
in different parts of the State, and often at different places of voting in 
the same county. In some counties, the right to vote in any election is. 
restricted under the construction given to the Constitution and laws, to: 
persons residing in.the county-in which they offer to vote and who have. 
so resided for a period of six months immediately preceding the day 
of election.  Inother counties, under a different construction of the Con- 
stitution and laws, the right to vote for Representatives and Senators 
in the State Legislature, in cases where the Representative or Senatorial 
District is composed of more counties-than one, and for Representative 
to Congress, is allowed to persons residing within the Representative, 
Senatorial, or Congressional District in which they offer to vote; and 
for Governor, to persons residing within the State,but who donot reside in. 
the county in which they offer to vote. A declaratory law or Legislative- 
exposition of the provision of the Constitution upon this subject is sug-- 
gested, so as to make the rule of construction uniform, and the rights. 
of the citizen the same in every part of the State. Hf permitted to vote- 
In any county in the State where the voters do not reside, they should 
be permitted'to exercise the same rights in all; and‘ if prohibited from:

Mn. SPEAKER: 

The Senate have adopted a resolution directory to the joint committee 
on Banks, in which they ask the concurrence of the House of Represen- 
tatives. And then he withdrew.

‘Mr. Lyon offered the following preamble and resolutions: 

"The establishment of a State Bank was recommended to the favorable 
consideration of thelast Legislature, by most of the community, and the 
necessary and indispensable aid it would bring to our system of Internal 
Improvement; such an institution, it was argued and agreed, would 
relieve the pecuniary embarrassment of the country, encourage industry, 
and stimulate the operations of commerce and agriculture, by opening 
channels of trade to each portion of the State, as had hitherto been par- 
tially or entirely cut off from a profitable market. The great and bene- 
ficial objects thus held up view, were worthy an experiment {they are still 
worthy of the ambition of an enlightened Assembly, and recent events, 
discouraging as they are, should not too suddenly check the spirit of 
enterprise, or chill our hopes of ultimate success. The emergencies 
under which we find ourselves so unexpectedly laboring, ought rather to 
excite inquiry and quicken resolution. In times of prosperity, when. 
courage is an easy virtue, any man may affect confidence, zeal, and 
activity ; but the just claims of public applause belong exclusively to 
those who have the moral fortitude io persevere, after expectation becomes 
doubtful, and fear takes place of hope. 


The people of Tennessee have a right to expect of the Genera* 
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Assembly that it will command public approbation by the wisdom and 
firmness er its councils; that we will diligentiv examine for ourselves 
and eorrect the errors of our predecessors here, wherever they may be;

That they have embraced the earliest opportunity of ascertaining the 
condition of the Lunatic Hospital, as well as all matters and things con- 
nected with its interests. 

Your Committee would most earnestly recommend this institution to 
the protection and patronage of the General Assembly of the State, as 
an object worthy of their highest consideration; they believe this insti- 
tution emmently ealeulaicd to elevate the character of your State, in 
their praiseworthy efforts to ameliorate and advance the comfort of that 
unfortunate class of our race who are designed to be brought within 
the protection of this Asylum. 

Qur State has already acquired an enviable distinction among her 
sister States, for her chivalry and valor, and shall it be said that she 
withholds her assistance in the advancement of those objects of humanity 
and philanthropy, which always command the attention] and admoni- 
tion of virtuous cad civilized societies? Your committee most sincerely 
hope that this General Assembly will not withhold from this institution 
thet patronage which has heretofore been extended to it, which if ~ 
propecly fostered is destined to reflect lasting honor on our State; it 
will soothe the sorrows and ameliorate the condition of many of the 
unfortunate sons and daughters of our race. 

From an examination of the appropriations heretofore made in behalf 
of the Hospital, vour commitiee find the sum of thirty-nine thousand 
two hundred and ninety-five dollars have been appropriated for the 
purchase of ground, the construetion of the edifice, &c. 

Ly referencete the report of the Secretary of the Board of Commis- 
siokers appointed by the last Legislature, it will appear that the entire 
appropriation has been absorbed, and that there is due to sundry indi- 
viduals, for work dene, the sum of two thousand nine hundred and 
ninety-seven dollars and eighteen cents, which should be provided for 
by act of Assembly. By reference to the same report, it will appear 
that sixty rooms, with the exception of furniture, grates to windows, 
bolts to doors, &c., are in readiness for the recentien of 7^" f 
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arethiriy-three rooms in the basement story, which are entirely unfinished. . 
It is estimated that twenty-five hundred dollars will complete these 
rooms. 

It is recommended by said report, that the ground in rear of the 
building should be graded, and that two cisterns should be erected for 
the use of the Hospital. 

Your committee approve of the recommendation with regard to other 
improvements and fixtures; your committee are of opinion that they 
should be left to the Board of Trustees, to be hereafter appointed, 

Your committee would further suggest the propriety of requiring the 
keeper of the Penitentiary to have done, by the convicts in the Peniten- 
tiary, such of the work as they can do, and as may be required by the 
Board of Trustees of the Hospital. Itis the opinion of your committee 
that the work can be done in this way at a much smaller expense than 
by any appropriation of money; and from an interview with the keeper 
of the Penitentiary, they are assured that, without hazarding the escape 
of the convicts, almost the whole of the work can be done in this way. 

Your committee recommend that the sum of dollars be appro- 
priated for the payment of the moneys now due by the Institution, and 
for the purchase of materials for future works and improvements. Your 
committee report the following bill for carrying into operation the lunatic 
hospital. .

GENTLEMEN :—My determination in regard to the future occupation 
of the seat Ihave now the: honor to hold in the Senate of the United 
States, has long since been made public, and cannot have escaped the 
notice of those on whose accordant opinions I was all along resolved it 
should depend. Under ordinary circumstances, I should have freely 
taken common rumor as the evidence of a collision in these opinions; 
but the weight and magnitude of the principles involved in the bitter 
conflicts of the day, the doubtful verdict of the people on a late occa- 
sion, and the simultaneous remonstrances of many whose wishes I could 
not suffer myself to disregard, have persuaded me to aid in making up 
à more solemn and enduring record, by awaiting the declarations of 
that high tribunal, which, in long established usage, elaims to control 
the senatorial vote. 

In consenting to adopt this course, I beg to disclaim all thought of 
forcing upon the Legislature of Tennessee an unnecessary or untimely 
issue; and least of all, an intention of dictating to its members the 
terms upon which I might be expected to remain in the'service of the 
State. The acknowledged distractions of the public mind, and the 
peculiar crisis in our affairs, added to the delicate relations that connect ` 
me with the Representatives of the people, will, I trast, secure me 
against the first imputation. For the latter, I can truly and sincerely 
disavow asentiment of vanity that never crossed my bosom. In desp 
and unaffected humility, I confess without envy, the superior qualifica- 
tions of many who would feel themselves proudly flattered by obtaining 
the distinguished office now in my keeping, and who, I doubt not, would 
hail an opportunity of signalizing their zeal in tHe service of their con- 
stituents. My great and only object has been—I repeat it—to elicit a 
full and frank interchange of political opinions, and thus to make up 
some indisputable issues for the future consideration and decision of the 
public mind; and having read and examined the preamble and resolu- 
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tions adopted by a majority of your honorable b ody, on the 14th instant, 

I appear before youmow in order to fulfil the expectations my voluntary 

declarations have long since created. Before doing so, however, Í 
cannot help believing it due to my character, as I value the support and 

good opinions of my friends and the world, that I should state the 

reasons which influence my course, and defend the sentiments I shall 

presently avow. Under this viewof my peculiar situation, I confidently 
claim the indulgence of all, but more especially the pattence and atten- 

tion of that portion of your honorable body, whose preponderating 

counsels, virtually inviting me to retire from public life, have created the 

necessity of an open, full, and free defence. 

It would be indecorous in me, gentlemen, and unbecoming, to criticise 
the matter, the dress, or the spirit of your preamble and resolutions— 
the facts alleged, or the inferences drawn from your array of facts. If 
the rigt to instruct be admitted, the force of reason, and the common 
ornaments of style and composition, add nothing to the weight and 
strength of your commands; nor would the absence of all or either of 
these, however palpable, weaken the obligations of passive obedience. 
Whether I admitor deny this right, I shall best acquit myself to our com 
mon constituents and the country, by treating your publie acts with the 
utmost res pect and politeness—1 shall consult ‘the dictates of my own 
feelings by doingso; and relying upon the attentive hearing and the 
dispassionate judgment of my felloweitizens on the argumentsI am 
about to advance, I hasten to submit my views on all the important to- 
pies to which yeu have been pleased to direct my mind. 

If the first braneh of your resolutions, covered all the difference of 
opinion that exists between us, and if E were disposed to save my 
station by the concealment of thought, I might,for the present, safely 
pocket your instructions, and return to my seatin the Senate, The 
warmest advocates of a National Bank would not attempt that measure 
under the hopeless favor of the present Administration ; and the jealous 
apprehensions which induce you new to forestall the senatorial suffrage, 
will in all probability have entirely evaporated, or lost their power and 
influence, long before it would be my duty to act on the important sub- 
ject. This, however, argues little or nothing against the commendable 
freedom which prompts yeu to candor in an age of concealment and 
duplicity ; and although it may be that an envious world will still charge 
or suspect a political desigr, I honor and applaud the policy which 
speaks openly, and will testify my sincerity by an equal boldness. 

I am instructed, gentlemen, in your first resolution, “to vote. against 


- the chartering of a National Bank," and the broad basis of the injunc- 


tion necessarily includes a National Bank in every form, and under any 
modification. I cannot obey this requisition without doing violence to 
my own best judgment and disregarding all the lessons of past expe- 
rience, and I cheerfully embrace the occasion to submit some of the 
reasons which influence my opinions, to the eandid consideration of an 
impartial public. 

Thad the fortitude, then, or the temerity, (give it which title you 
please,} to advocate the necessity of a National Bank, in times less 
propitious to the propagation of sober truths than the present; and in 
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the midst of the monetary confusion that afflicts our unhappy eountry— 
doubly cursed as it is with an uncertain currency, calculated to degrade 
the morals of the people, and to rob the laboring man of his toil, I see 
abundant reasons to persist in my opinions. If the great question was 
now for the first time before us, new and untried,“ Banks or no Banks? 
lam not prepared to say on what side I might befound. But the 
attempt to discuss such a subject at this late day, would, in my humble 
conception, be a loss of time, and a vain waste of words; for, without 
intending to.dealin harsh expressions, or to impute unworthy motives 
to those who encourage hopes—so false and yet.so fanciful—I must be 
permitted to say, that I consider it an imposition on the credulity of the 
American people, to flatter them with the expectation of a “ golden age.” 
The immediate coming of the “millenium” is just as hopeful and 
equally probable. By the wisdom or the folly of our ancestors, running 
back through a period commensurate with our existence as a nation, 
the system has been fastened on us—it has grown with our growth, and 
strengthened with our strength, and cannot, as I believe, be eradicated 
now short. of a revolution, involving both law and government, and 
resolving our great confederacy into its original elements. ' | 
Every State and organized territory in the Union has its banks, nore 
or less, with charters of longer or shorter duration, and some. of them, 
as will doubtless be remembered, perpetual. Who but a visionary en- 
thusiast could expect them all to agree in surrendering their privileges ? 
What but a revolution could enforce the great measure, and what else 
couldbless orcurseourcountry with an exclusive gold and silver currency ? 
Danks in some form or other, are now inseparably connected with our 
civil istitutions—our habits—our customs—our property—our com- 
merce, and all the various ramifications of trade and labor. Like the 
fabled shirt of Nessus, they have grown to our very skin, and it only 
remains for the people and their rulers to consider dispassionately, and 
to adopt the system best calculated to correct and restrain the abuses un- 
der which all are now suffering-—the innocent more than the guilty. Ex- 
perience, our best and most faithful guide on all doubtful occasions, 
. points to the twice proved “experiment” of a National Bark; as the 
surest, if not indeed the only remedy. I mean, Gentlemen, a new in- 
stitution, combining all the good provisions, and rejecting all the objec- 
tionable features of the late Bank of the United States. 

_ This is not the time or the place, I admit, to enter upon a full discus- 
sion of this great subject, and I do not intend to burthen this communi- 
cation with an array of minute details. Buta necessity which ithas 
pleased your honorable body to provoke,.compels me to speak, and I may 
be permitted to defend my position by submitting some of the leading 
outlines of asystem, which I have always believed, would put the coun- 
try once more to rights by restoring confidence and stability to our cur- 
reacy, and permanently reducing and regulating the domestic exchanges 
of the nation. If the instrumentality of a National Bank can effect 
these great and vital objects, it will have done all for the people that the 
friends of such an institution ever promised, and more than the utmost 
sagacity of its enemies has ever yet been able to accomplish under any 
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‘he capital of a National Bank should be larger, of course, than the 
capital of any institution of the kind hitherto incorporated in this coun- 
try: and Í propose that the General Government and the States should 
be interested in the stock—the Government positively, but the States, at 
their option, severally and respectively. ‘To this end, I would apportion 
among the States, on the ratio of Federal representation, a certain 
amount of the stock, giving them ample time to consider and determine 
whether they would or would not participate in the measure. 

Deducting the stocks thus to be reserved for the Government and the 
States, I would in like manner, apportion among the States— but for 
the exclusive subscription of their citizens respectively—all the remain- 
der of the capital; and I would require every subscriber to take an oath, 
that he or the individual in whose behalf he proposed to take stock, 
was a eitizen of the State, and that the subscription was in good faith 
for the use and benefit of the person in whose name it was about to be 
taken. Books should be kept open in the States, under this provision, 
foran ample period: but after the limitation fixed by law, all the stocks 
nol taken by the States and their citizens, should be thrown into an un- 
restricted market. In this simple mode of preparation, it seems to me 
sve should insure the double objects of disposing of the stock and secur- 
ing at the beginning, an equal participation of benefits among all the 
people of all the States. 

In order to secure the country, as far es practicable, against the calam- 
ifies and the inevitable vieissitudes of trade and commerce, the opera- 
tons of a National Dank should always be confined within such safe and 
prudent limits, as would enable the institution at all times and under 
every emergency, to meet its engagements with promptness and ficelity, 
and maintain for the country a sound and healthy circulation. I submits 
then, that the Bank should be ?nflezibLy restrieted by the law of the char- 
ter, in the extent of its debts and credits, and ihat it should issue no note 
of a less denomination than Twenty Dollars. By this last prohibition 
we should make a little more reom forthe operations of sound State in- 
stitutions, and in course of time, when all the local banks could be in- 
duced or compelled to approach the same wise and wholesome policy, 
a fixed and certain vacuum could be obtained for the exclusive circula- 
tion of gold gnd silver. Some adjustment of this kind is indispensable, 
Since it isa settled law of currency, that Bank notes of an interior de- 
nomination no less than Bank notes of inferior value, speedily banish 
specie wherever they are introduced, and instantly occupy its place, to the 
great annoyance of trade, and the greater vexation of the people. 

The Bank should have the exclusive keeping. of the Treasury depos- 
its, subject to the restristions, limitations and conditions, governing the 
fiscal relations of the late bank with the nation: but by my consent, no 
branch should be located in any State without the sovereign leave of its 
Legislature, [esteem such a prohibition as a vital feature in any Na- 
tional Bank hereafter to be chartered by Congress, and the want of it 
constituted one of my strongest objections against both the former in- 
stitutions, The States are always the best judges of their own interests 
where the constitution does not expressly control their decisions, and in 
the language of a retired statesman whose lessons are not without their 
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powerful influence in your halls, I heartily agree that the “ annihilation of 
their control over the local concerns of the people, would lead directly 
to revolution and anarchy, and finally to despotism and military domina- 
tion? Friend asl am to the Union, but convinced at the same time of 
the force of my eloquent and truthful quotation, 1 trust I shall be with 
the last amongst you who would add another to multiplied wrongs which 
the long and greedy arm of the Federal Government is daily inflicting 
upon the sovereignty and constitutional independence of the States. _ 

But above all, Í would have it expressly and irrevocably stipulated in 
the charter of a National Bank, that the notes of the institution and its 

» branches, should be at all times indiscriminately received for all debts 
and demands due or coming to the government of the United Siates. 
‘This provision, so indispensable in its perfecting influences upon the 
character and stability of its circulation, could not fail in stamping on it 
an uniform and indisputable value. It would at once qualify the whole 
circulation of the bank to fulfil all the great and important purposes of 
domestic exchanges ; and in the scarcity of the precious metals—one of the 
most alarming evils against which we are so frequently doomed to con- 
tend— it would “ provide a substitute which would equally engage the 
confidence and accommodate the wants of the citizens throughout the 
Union.” The experience of the past fully sustains this declaration; but in 
the absence of all proof, the assertion will not startle belief, nor will the 
fact appear surprising, when we contemplate the vast and growing reve- 
nue ot this Government, most of which is collected at the custom houses 
in our great commercial cities, whither our merchants are daily travelling to 
settle old debts and contract new ones. If the Geneal Government stipt- 
lates to receive the paper of a National Bank at the public treasury, it 
will answer the merchant through whose hands must pass all the money 
that reaches that treasury—if it answers the merchant, it will answer 

the farmer—if it answers the farmer, it willanswer in all the various 
branches of labor, trade and industry—and if it answers in alb these im- 
portant purposes, the circulation of the bank will pass current and 
without rebate or discount, in every part of the Republic and its Terri- 
tories—it will find a ready and thankful cashier at every village and 
most of the farm houses, aad the country would rejoice again—as it so 
lately rejoiced—in a sound, uniform and healthy currency. 

With great deference for the fears and objections of some who think 
otherwise, on my part, I entertain no scruples as to the constitutional 
power of Congress tocreate a National Bank. And whenl review the impos- 
ing character of the authorities upon which my convictions are founded, 
together with the incalculable advantages the decision has secured to the 
country under two successful experiments, I am heartily content to die in 
an error (if error it be) imposed upon my confiding judgment by 
* Wasnio Tox," the great and good, the father of his country and the 
immortal founder of the Republic. Ife was, as will readily occur to 
your recollections, President of the Convention that framed our admira- 
ble Federal Constitution, and underits wise provisions, the first President of 
the United States. Within two short years after his elevation, and at 
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tue conelusion of a most able, strenuous, and stormy debate, maintained 
ehiefly oa constitutional grounds, the second Congress of America under 
eur present constitution, chartered a National Bank. In the executive 
eonsideration ef this law, a division in his eabiuet greatly increased the 
rewious bility devolving an the President, aud required the exercise of 
uimes. Demuess and decision. After a valeur and thorough consulta- 
1, Washington, whose sacred love for his couatev and her institutions, 
is coacuised his name overall others before or since, as “dirst in war 
xl firss in peace, gave his solemn and deliberate sanction to the meas- 
o. a ithe eat or Congress became tho law of the land. And just here 
i is ewruenily worthy of remark that Mr. Madison, who, as a member 
ex Congress trom Virginia on the oceasioa now relerred to, zealously‘ 
enposed and voted agatist the Bank, within a quarter of a century after- 
wards, whoa he was exalted to the Presidency, approved the law of 
Ish, ehartering the late Unie States Dank. tHe, too. as well as Wash- 
ilqton. was a icacing and inüuontial member of the Federal Convention: 
end wio Wil ceny his claims es a Statesman, a Constitutionalist, and a 
Patriot? Add to these, that tho Supreme Court of the United States, 
tion, if nol now, the most pure, eahghtoned, and exalted tribunal on 
earth, has, in more than ene solemn adjudication, declared that Congress 
prsaesses adequate consiHuiional powers to establish a National Bank. 
With these bright end shining lights before me, (not to repeat a hundred 
others loss imposing) D may poutely and respectfully listen but cannot 
yield my fudgumcnt to the doubis end fears of those who hold contrary 
opinions, 

Puesuing, gentlemen, the same order of subjects you nave adopted, Y 
have next toanswer to a resolution which enjoins it on me “to vote for and 
to nse all ivir and proper exerilons to procure the passage of the measure 
brought forward in the Congress of the United States, commonly called 
the Sub-Treasury Bul, or ladependent Treasury Bill, the object of which 
was to seperate the collection, keeping, aad disbursement of the public 
moner ioi eil Banks, so as to make the money of the United States in- 
demendent or all banks, as recommended by the President (of the United 
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States) in his several messages communicated to the last Congress of the 
United States.” As the immediate and pressing Importance of the subject 
heightens the interest of this particular text, it might have been esteemed 
an aet of especial condescension, if your honorable body had thought it 
worth while to define your position with that precision which the char- 
acier and gravity ef tho topic so eminently demand. N 

In the first stages of the Sub-Treaaury, an early schism divided the 
professed fricuds of this favorite measure of Government, and I have yet 
to leara that a hearty reeoaeibation has happily restored harmony of pur- 
pose to the diverging elements of party. The purity of the system, as re- 
commented and sull persisted in by the President and a “ Spartan band” 
around him, demands a chaste, aud unconditional “ divorce” of Bank and 
Government, and the exclusive use of gold and silver in the operations of 
the Treasury. The rigors of such an abstimious separation, alarmed an 
imposing division of his friends. They insisted upon a stealthy, unstable, 
and unwedded intercourse with a discarded bride; and for aught I know, 
they constitute the strongest flank of the Sub-Treasury forces. Ifl 
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were imbued with the doctrines inculéated by your resolution and dis- 
posed to guide my vote by your wishes, the ambiguity of your language 
would leave me at a loss which of these two sides to take. But my ob- 
jections to both relieve me of embarrassment, and it only remains for me 
to declare ** uneompromising hostility,” and to vindicate my opposition, 
to the system in every form it has been made to assume. —— 

Since the memorable revulsion of 1837, when the sudden and calamit- 
ous fall of prices and the general suspension of specie payment, prostrat- 
ed trade and commerce, degraded the currency and overthrew all the 
boasted but illusory promises of Government on the unaided capacity of 
the local Banks, the great question of the “colléction, safe keeping, and 
transferring of the public money” has filled the largest space in the pub- 
lic eye. The novelty of the scheme proposed by the President, con- 
trasted with the wretched condition of the country and the former pros- 
perous usages of the Treasury, startled his adversaries and created that 
fatal division ia the ranks of his advocates and supporters, which has thus 
far fortunately nostponed the systematic organization of another untried 
“ experiment.” My early convictions against the Sub-Treasury remain 
unchanged, and from aught I can see, are unchangable. Passing by the 
danger of important innovations on the financial operations of the country, 
where long and successful practice has proved the value and utility of any 
particular policy, 1 have other strong and insuperable objections to the 
system in question. It will multiply expenses and increase the patronage 
and ihe alarming strength of the Executive arm of the Federal Govern- 
ment. The cheap and harmless disguise under which this young and 
toothless power is so piously recommended to our favor, is a treacherous ar- 
gumext against its future rapid growth and dangerous maturity. An observ- : 
ing eye may sometimes detect future greatness in small beginmngs, and ex- 
perience of the past must signally deceive us, if the modest “ retinue” of 
à new Sub-Treasury, does not speedily swell into a lengthened train of 
pensioned. advocates,- who shall bask in the sunshine of executive favor, 
and feed in half concealed idleness on the fat of the land. The history 
of this goverament, inmany of its departments, and the fearful growth of 
the “blue book,” from a few scanty sheets to a ponderous volume, give 
fearful proofs of these my apprehensions. 

I object to the Sub-Treasery, because in the comparative insufficiency 
of any guarantee, this new swarm of confidential money keepers can 
give the country, the public money must always be insecure. If we 
could be unmindful of all the arguments drawn from the weakness of hu- 
man virtue, or if we could forget the divine lesson which teaches us to 
pray for eliverance “ from temptation,” it still seems to me that the expe- 
rience of the last few years, bringing with it multiplied instances of offi- 
cial peculation, astounding to the public ear and without any precedent 
in the history of modern nations, should awaken doubt and inspire our 
fears. And where now’ are yhese defaulters’ ignobly illustrious by the 
splendor and magmtude of their crimes! Where their ample bondsmen, 
with the means of full restitution! The robber escapes with his ill-got- 
ten spil, and all the wealth of his securities does not return to the coun- 
try a tythe of a tenth of the loss. They were Sub-Treasuers in every 
thing else but the name, and who is weak enough to believe that an empty 
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title can change the nature of man, or sanctify his wicked propensities. 
In the search for precedents among the fraternity of civilized nations, 
France is said to present the best model of a Sub-'Treasury—but a slight 
examination of its parts, will soon convince us that we may copy the 
vices without imitating the excellencies of hersystem. Her Sub- Trea- 
surers indemnify the nation against the possibility of loss, by a deposit 
of government stocks to the full amount of the taxes for which they are 
to account—but it is no crime to make a free use of the revenue whilst 
it remains in their hands, and the emoluments of office consist in the rich 
fruits of speculation, predicted upon the employment of public money. 
Does any body believe that ihe American people would submit to such 
a system? 

There are, as I conceive, other vital evils likely to grow out of this new 
system, and situated as this State is, they are evils which must fall with 
unmitizated force on the labor and industry of our constituents. "Phe 
Sub-Treasury. as proposed and insisted on by the President, let it always 
be remembered, recommends en absolute divorce fromthe Banks and 
Bank paper, and limits the Treasury of the United States, in the collec- 
tion aud disbursement of the revenue, to the exclusive receipt and pay- 
ment of the prociovs metals. If every mou was an ofüce holder, or, 
what is equally absurd, if every section of the Republie could participate 
rateably in a pubhe expenditure, which, with a rapid progressive in- 
crease, now annually absorbs and emits an amount nearly equal to one 
half of all the gold and silver in the country, there might be some mercy 
and plausibility in the measure. But the gross absurdity of all such vis- 
tionary speculations, stamps the whole system with an utter want of jus- 
tice and equality, and invokes us to resist the consummation of a scheme 
which may limit the hopes or crush forever, the grawing energies of 
our country. A few words will explain the thought and unveil the la- 
tent danger. There may be from seventy to cighty millions of gold and 
silver in the United States, whilst the yearly expenses of the Govern- 
ment at Washington falls but little short of half that amount, and nearly 
the whole of the latter sum is disbursed in the Atlantic States, on the 
Gulf of Mexico and at our remote Indian frontier. It is disbursed at 
these distant pomts, but by the invisible and almost inscrutable agency 
of the revenue laws, operating on trade and consumption, it is gathered 
from every part of a wide and extended empire—from every house and 
every poll. Therich contribute from their abundunce, and the poor, un- 
known as it may be to themselves, send in their mite. The silent but 
searching energies of a treasury which collects without openly inserting 
its fingers into our pockets, exacts unsparing tribute from the necessities 
as well as the luxuries of life; and the iron with the salt and the other 
indispensable comforts and condiments of the most frugal household, 
share this great public burthen, in common with the silver and the gold, 
the silks and the furs, the sparkling wines, the costly garments, and all 
the gorgeous splendors of wealth and affluence. 

If these assertions he true—and no candid mind will doubt them—and 
if Tennessee, in hereafter contributing her portion of this great spects 
revenue, reccives nothing back in the way of government expenditures, 
wil it not, in connection with other disadvantages always operating on 
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the prosperity of a new country, create a drain upon the precious metals 
' in her limits, which all her resources, and her utmost energies, cannot 
sufficiently resist? In many of the other States, the action of the public 
treasury, like the repelling pulsations of the human heart, may lessen the 
danger of depletion by almost instantly throwing back the circulation 
upon the suffering extremities ;. but where are our national workshops, our 
arsenals, our armories, our navy yards, our countless round of public 
works, and the long roll of officials , artizans, and laborers, ready to 
return upon us like a “‘ summer's cloud,” the genial and fertilizing moisture 
their exhausting influences have extracted? The answer is short. A 
federal court with the ordinary attendants of, such a tribunal, the deputies 
of the Postmaster General, nine-tenths of them without a salary, and 
at Nashville, a receiver of the customs, without a strong box, or the least 
use for one—these are the * common carriers” between us and the pub- 
lie-exchequer, and they constitute the sum of our hopes upon the return- 
ing bounties of a golden Sub-Treasury. In sucha state of things, if my 
fears betray me not, specie, instead of being the standard of value and 
the universal medium of exchange, willbe speedily converted into an 
article of merchandise, and like every thing else, will rise and fall in the 
market, in proportion to * supply and demand.” The present genera- 
tion has witnessed the effects of such a calamity more than once; and 
the] recent recollections of all, save me the pain of portraying the mis- 
chiefs which necessarily follow, when the precious metals are daily fluc- 
tuating in value, and a depreciated bank paper becomes the’ common 
and ordinary currency of the country. 

There is yet another threateuing evil in the system, too odious and 
too flazrant to bo passed by in silence, 

It will create distinctions in the currency, and the better portion of the 
circulation willbe partially monopolized by those who live on the industry 
of others, whilst they themselves, produce nothing. ‘The officers and 
agents of the General Government, from the President of the United 
States, down throuzh the long catalogue of federal dependants, are to be 
provided for and paid in the precious metals; but is any one so silly and 
shori-sighted as to believe, that they will disdain this unequal advantage, 
and in their turn, generously circulate the “glittering emoluments” of 
station? Will they pay the farmer, the merchant, the tradesman, the 
shoemaker, the blacksmith, and all the scanty wages of labor, in the 
sound funds received at the public Treasury ; or will they seek the money 
changer, dispose of their gold and silver at its superior value in the 
market, and discharge their engagements by the use of a baser currency? 
Office seldom corrects the * ruling passion? of man, and the universal 


cupidity of the human heart, will readily supply self-taught and faithful _ 


answers to these inquiries, Let us not deceive ourselves. "The spirit of 
party, in its excesses too frequently deaf to the voice of reason, truth, 
and justice, may for a season femper such insolent distinctions to the 
publie feeling, but the “sober second thought” of the nation will soon 


scan the hateful inequality, and indignantly spura that policy which sep-- 


arates the people from their government, and elevates the servant at the 
expense of his master. i . 
I could multiply objections, but content myself by stating one or two 
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more arguments against this untried “experiment.” The operations of a 
Sub-Treasury—neeessarily obedient to the irregular wants of Govern- 
ment, and wholly unconnected with the legitimate calls of commerce— 
would agiaie and aillict the country by the frequent removal and trans- 
portation of the precious metals. An Indian war at the South, might 
weaken and paralize the trade of New York, New Orleans, or Charles- 
ton, by withdrawing millions of specic from those points, and precipitating 
a burihenscine and lifeless treasure, upon the swamps and hammocks of 
Fiorida. Ts would be ə waste of time to recapitulate the evils of such a 
state of things, since a slight acquaintance with the laws which regulate 
credis wil teach us that nothing affects this great source of national pros- 
perity so fatally as the sudden displacement of gold and silver. These 
last, to a great extent, constitute the foundations of the whole eredit sys- 
fo—-a syatem whose judicious use distinguishes the present age, and the 
suacessiul applicavion of waichhas made ** a remoteisiandin the Northern 
Ocean," the werk shop, and the proud arbiter of surrounding nations.— 
England is indebted, in a great acgree, for her supremacy, to a wise 
combination of capital and eredit, and she owes the stability of credit to 
the steady location of capital Reccnt aud repeated demonstrations 
prove how sensitively she regards these weighty considerations, and how 
sternly she checks the least eillus cf specie from iis accustomed home. 
Shall we close cur ears to the lessons cf experience, or refuse to profit 
Qursclves of the wisdom of others? 

There is vot another way ia which we may discuss this important 
subject, and make its dangers apparent to the most unthinking mind.— 
The Generel Government, as 1 have elsewhere observed, collects its 
mamcnse revenve bv what politicians call an Lodiec tax; and the mys- 
teries of a system which sleets im silent impunity from uneonscious 
purses, may easy deecivo a well informed community, whilst it imposes 
heavy burthens on tbeir industry. The necessary policy of our State 
Government avoids all subterfuge. and appealing eperly to the pockets of 
the peopl, sustains itself by a direct and equal tax upon ali the property 
of ihe countes, Every een pays in proportion to lis wealth and 
means, and ie aggregate amount may be made to correspond in a reasor- 
able devzecc, with the wants of the Treasury. 

I forbear any eomuentary upon the superior excellencies of this sys- 
tem of taxation, but may bricfly remark in passing along, that by reach- 
ing the sense of the dullest capacity, it excites the watchfulness and 
jealousy of oll, and tends taereby, in an eminent degree, to secure the 
country against oficial peeulation, and tha wasteful consumption of the 
public money. It may vei bo our duty to consider if such a system 
would noi promote economy, and cheek the frightful merease of fraud 
and extravagance in the administration of the General Government. But - 
F return to the thonght E was pursuing. And what, let me asiz, would be 
the consequences upon the publie mind, if this Legislature, copying the 
maxims iuculeated by higher powers, should engraft the principles of | 
the Sab-Treasury upon our local institutions, and decree the exclusive 
use of gold and silver, in the collection and disbursement of our State 
and county taxes? ‘Would not the attempt excite universal indignation, 
and immortalize the shame of every individual who should dare to pro- 
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mote or countenance the destructive measure? .1 leave these interroga- 
tories in the hands of those whose station implies a knowledge of public 
sentiment, and whose wisdom and goodness would not, 1 hope, intentionally 
injure or oppress their constituents. But principle is immutable, and 
there are no distinctions warranting the policy in the Federal Government, 
which would not sanction and compel its adoption, by Tennessee and 
every other State in the Union. 

I am charged, gentlemen, in your third resolution, to vote in future 
against the provisions of a bill introduced before the Senate at the last 
session of Congress, entitled ** A bill to prevent the interference of cer- 
tain federal officers in elections.” The principles of this bill are de- 
nounced as a “ violation of the Constitution of the United States,” and 
with an unqualified condemnation of the approbation given by me to the 
measure, I am further directed “ to use all fair and proper exertions to 
prevent the passage of the same or any similar bill.” 

If it could have suited the temper and dignity of the Legislature to 
have delivered a sentiment, without pointing a rebuke, your Senators 
would have been saved the uamerited censures which so studióusly clothe 
this particular branch of their instructions. It is possible I may have 
mistaken the constitution of my country when I gave the offensive vote 
in question; nor can the gray hairs of my venerable colleague—chasten- 
ed as he is in the wisdom of the law, and dating an unsullied potitical 
diploma long before most of your honorable body were old enough to 
have escaped your horn-books—always secure him against involuntary 
deviation. I speak for myself, and may safely answer for him, that we 
both feel, in all becoming humility, the imperfections and short comings 
to which all * flesh is heir,” and against which the pageantry of office can 
no more exempt the members of your honorahle body, than it does thcse 
against whom you have been pleased to level * unqualified” condemna- 
tion. Conscious, however, of the rectitude of my own purpose, and 
freely vouching for the patriotic motives of my colleague, on this, as on 
all other occasions, of a long virtuous and eventful public life, I appeal 
for both of us, from the harsh denunciations of the Legislature, to the 
more temperate judgments of à magnanimous people. If we have erred 
at all, it was by supporting and endeavoring to enforce opinions promul- 
gated by Jefferson, subsequently copied and proclaimed by an illustrious 
individual of our own neighborhood, and more recently advocated by 
other names favorably esteemed by a majority of your honorable body, 
though less known to fame and distinction. ‘To run over the proofs in 
support of this assertion, would be to repeat the recorded evidences 
which have been but lately copied into every diseussion of this subject ; 
but the solemn drapery you have thrown around the question demands 
this repetition, and pardons or excuses the act. 

One of the earliest reforms contended for by the republican party, em- 
braced the evils growing out of executive patronage, and the interfer- 
ence of Federal Officers in the elections of the people. Even before 
his elevation to the Presidency, Mr. Jefferson did not hesitate to declare 
that “interference with elections, whether of the State or Federal Gov- 
ernments, by officers of the latter, should be deemed cause of removal,” 
because, as he added, “the constitutional remedy by the elective princi- 
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pie becomes nothing, if it may be smothered by the enormous patronage 
of the General Government.” Accordingly, no sooner had this great 
man reached the executive chair, than he caused these salutary doctrines 
to be proclaimed, and the instrument which conveyed his injunctions, 
wound up with this memorable sentiment: “The right of any (federal) 
offieer to give his vote at elections, as a qualified eitizen, is not meant 
to be restrained, nor, however given, shall it have any effect to his preju- 
diee: but it is expoeted that he will not attempt to influence the votes 
of others, nor take any part in the business of electioneering, that being 
deemed inconsistent with tho spirit of the Constitution, and his duties 
to i." Ti) then, in the deliberate judgment of this great “Gamaliel ” 
af domoerary, it was “inconsistent with the spirit of the constitution,” 
tor federal otCieers to “ attempt to influence the votes of others," or “to 
take any partin the business of electioneering,” and if he declared the 
offence te constitute a just cause for “removal,?? who is he that de- 
mounces @ statute prohibiting the evil, as a violation of that great instru- 
ment, ond on abridgment of the * freedom of speech??? Itis in fact an 
oppressive use of legitimate powers! The restraint is but a condition 
upon which every man may voluntarily refuse or accept office, and like 
tao ordinary stipulations of any other contract, may be laviully enforced. 
No menis bound in this country to take publie employment, but whoever 
does, may bo ezuitablv compelled to subseribe beforehand, and after- 
wards to fuf? all the injunctions, which a high regard to the common 
weir, tay prompt the legislative authority to interpose. 

And what is the “freedom of specch,” of which so much is said, and 


attentimes so ttle understood? When Mr. Jeferson solemnly warned 
sedoral offle 5 mul “to attempt influence the votes of others," or to 
bw 4 


‘axe anv part in the business of electioneering,” under pain of “ re- 
moval” did he violate the constitution by “abridging the freedom of 
specchi”? 

“Ef it bo teue. as he has declared, that such conduct is “against the 
spirit of the constitution,” may nol congress, equally with the Presi- 
dent, take cognizanec of the erime, and deiund the “elective principle," 
by securiu sit “against the enormous patronage of the General Govern- 
ment??? 

Arufin enters the halls of Congress, interrupts business by his ela- 
mors, ond insulis the deliberations of that body by thrusting his voice 
and spa tors ijo ts eounsels—he is arrested and committed for the ag- 
eression, fs this an “abridgment of the freedom of speech ?? The 
mereeaary wretch who iapiously opproaches a member of the same as- 
sembly, end proposes te touel or coutral his vote by a bribe, only indul- 
gos the “freedom of speech.” Sach wieked advances have been more 
than once made, but the instant resentment of an insulted Legisluture 
has asserted its dignity and punished the offender. Was this an abridg- 
ment of the "freedom of speech?” A subordinate in the army or navy, 
is not permitted to utter words of reproach er disrespect to a superior 
officers nor ders the truth of expression excuse a breach of discipline, 
er secure his escape from punishment. Is this an abridgment of the 
* freedom of speeeh?? If then, these necessary and wholesome re- 


straints do not violate the constitution—and every candid mind must 
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admit that they do not—can it be that Congress cannot lawfully secure 
the “ elective principle ? ggainst “ the enormous patronage of the Gener- 
al Government," by silencing federal officers, beings of its own creation, 
and the servants at will of the President? If nay, then indeed, are we 
fast falling back upon the worst principles of the anti-republican school 
of °98, and it will not be many years now, before the associated band of 
federal. office holders—emboldened by our submission, animated by a 
common interest, and guided by one impulse—will virtually control the 
election and succession to the Presidency, and we, “ petty men,” may 


«€ Walk under [their] huge legs, and peep about 
To find ourselves dishonorable graves.” 


It was in a lively fear of these dangers, that I gave my support to the 
bill you now reprobate; and although the gross misrepresentations of 
partizan leaders beyond your halls, have instilled a wide spread belief, 
that the measure in question—like the odious enactments of another 
age, still hatefully remembered by their titles—was intended to “gag” 
the people or the officers of their own free choice, nothing is more faise 
and untrue. Congress possesses no power to control these, nor is there 
a feature in the bill, which hints at the unwarrantable usurpation. The 
** Alien and Sedition Laws," sought to shield the officers of the Federal 
Government against the “freedom of speech and the press," and the 
indignant murmurs of an insulted nation, repelled the wanton invasion 
of its liberties. The policy we are now discussing, reverses the proposi- 
tion, and is designed to secure our elections “free end incorrupt," 
against the power of the President, and the influence of that great host 
who owe their * daily bread’? to his bounty. The two principles, wide 

‘apart as the poles, admit of no affinities, and the sober and dispassionate 
judgment of the people, will sooner or later detect the difference, and 
they will “ fty to the rescue." E" 

The election of President Jackson was hailed as a glorious era by the 
friends of reform. In his elevation they were taught to believe, that 
they had achieved a great and decisive victory, in defanee of the patron- 
age of the Federal Government, and despite the power and influence of 
its officers. But Jackson, like Jefferson, had felt as he believed, the 
sharp lances of the Pretorian bands, the force of discipline, and the weight 
of the baitle axe; and in a moment of pure devotion to his country and 
her institutions, when his heart was still warm and his wounds un- 
staunched, it was thus that he addressed an admiring people: ‘ The 
recent demonstration of public sentiment, inseribes on the list cf execu- 
tive duties, in characters too legible to be overlooked, the task of reform, 
which will require particularly, the correction of those abuses, that have 
brought the patronage of the Federal Government, in conflict with the 
freedom of elections.” It is not for me to say, how far this great as- 
surance was afterwards forgotten or performed. Buta few more fleeting 
years, must sweep away the illustrious personage who uttered this truth- 
ful quotation—his enemies with his admirers, all of them, will soon fol- 
low. History, which has already recorded the text, will then write the 
commentary, and an unbiased and impartial world must set in judgment 
“~an the promise and its fulfilment. ‘Reasons of State,” and the artful 
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persuasions of mercenary courtiers—those lean and hungry vultures 
that haunt alike, the palaces of kings, and the humble tenements of a 
Republican chief magistrate—ihese may have chilled the enthusiasm 
that dictated a noble sentiment; but truth and principle are eternal, and 
can never change. An equal moiety, if not the largest portion of your 
fellow citizens, still shout the patriotic alarm—they Tally still under the 
pure wnite banner of democracy, and they solemnly admonish you to 
disarm the “Janissaries ?? in time, or to prepare your necks for the bow 
string and the simitar.

I have vet, Gentlemen, a more memorable record to repeat: and if it 
carries the reme: dy furtherthan the warmest advoeatets of reform ever yet 
thought of pushing it in this country, it certainly proves the alarming 
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height to which the evil had grown in England, and may warn us what 
we may expect some day or other, unless we face the mischief by times, 
and check at once its féarful growth. ae 

About the middle of the reign of the third George, the interference 
and influence of the officers of Government, in elections of the people, 
had ripened into an intolerable and destructive grievance. Banded to- 
gether by a common interest, and backed by the support and counten- 
ance of the Crown, they were able, at many points, to turn the elections 
in favor of the candidates of thethrone. But the Whigs of Great Bri- 
tain felt the crisis and met it like freemen. They made a bold rally on 
their strength, and Parliament, by one act, disfranchised every officer 
employed in the customs, in the collection and management of the ex- 
cise duties, and in the post ofice—“‘ forty thousand in number.” And 
wlio is he, the friend of his country, without being the slave of party — 
who is he that does not see, in the present tendency of this abuse, the 
most destructive and ruinous consequences? Whilst we are gravely 
splitting straws, and balancing doubiful and subtle questions of consti- 
tutional law, an organized force of an hundred thousand disciplined 
office-holders, headed by one chieftain, protected by his bounty, and con- 
troled by the hand that feeds the:n, are silently marching to the on- 
slaught. ‘The enemy is upon us, and we wake not; neither do we stir, 
So Sampson slept in the embraces of a treacherous female, until he was 
shorn of his strength, and delivered over in cords to the hands of ihe 
Philistines. The giant’s fate forbodes our future destiny, and distant 
nations may ayplaud the heroism, which, in one great act of self-de- 
struction, crushes the oppressor and the oppressed beneath one common 
ruin: but posterity will weep over the broken columns and scattered 
fragments of the fairest templeof freedom, the world has ever yet beheld. 

Your fourth resolution, gentlemen, important in all its bearings, pre- 
sents to the consideration, two subjects of distinct import. They were 
both of them elaborately discussed in the Senate at the last session of 
Congress; and without a distinct recollection of the fact, an impression 
remains on my mind, that I voted againsta proposition to distribute among 
the States, the proceeds of the sales of the public lands. However this 
may be—and I am by no means certain—1 am sure I did not intend to 
commit myself for ot against the policy, without more mature delibera- 
tion and consultation; and I so expressed myself repeatedly, when the 
measure was pending before the Senate. Subsequent reflections have 
given a firmer bias to previous unsettled opinion, and I amnow determined 
to advocate the distributing policy. The spirit of enterprise—in its 
excess, a crying evil of the day—has involved the States, most of them, 
in heavy pecuniary obligations. Tennessee is already in the vortex, and 
without some Legislative interposition, she too will soon owe her millions. 
Without intending, then, in any thing I am saying, to favor or condemn 
the wisdom or necessity of creating heavy responsibilities, whieh may 
prove a blessing or a curse to ourselves and posterity, I may be permitted 
to express my fears, lest the means set apart for that great and essential 
abject, will not always prove sufficient to meet the interest on our great 
and increasing State debt. In such an event, the fearful question must 
arise, will the people consent to pay ataxto discharge this interest? The 
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magnitude of this question, and the consequences of a decision either 
way, should never be lost sight of by those who participate in the man- 
agement of public athirs, or take an interest in the character and pros- 
perity of the State. Looking forward, therefore, to such a crisis, as not 
altogether improbable under our present policy, it has occurred to me 
asa measure of prudence, to regard the publie domain, or our justshare 
of its proceeds, as our oaly certain resource against any future calamity, 
emanating froma aa improvident and unmanageable State debt. 

‘There ts yet another powerful persuasion that prompts me to favor a 
distribution of the proeceds of publiclands. ‘The situation of the cen- 
tral inland States, deorives them of any just participation in the expen- 
ditures of the Gencral Government, whilst the same cause does not 
exempt theta frem contributing theiz share to the great federal revenue, 
out ot which there expenditures are supplied. It is not possible, I ad- 
Init, under Gur flucnelal system, to make an eccurete caleulation of the 
ammount of taxcs annually paid bv the people of Tennessee into the 
Treasury of tic United Sites; but I have explained in another place, 
the tanner in whieh these taxes are collected, and if we estimate the 
anouk by a comparative view of wealth and population, it cannot fail 
Sorteeri nret collars. Yearly, then, do we pay into the Treasury 
Gt the Govenaaeut at Washington, this enormous sum of money, and 
Tourn few tllo know the thet, or stop to calculate the cost, it is a 
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engaged my earnest thought, and “ from the lights before me,” I do not 
hesitate to say, that I am well determined to repudiate your opinions, 
and to join myself to that great body of our fellow-citizens, who would 
decree a distribution of the proceeds of the public lands, for the great 
purposes of education and internal improvement. 

In approaching the second proposition embraced in your fourth reso- 
lution, I ought perhaps to begin my remarks by acknowledging the un- 
expected honor I feel, on finding myself, for the first time, agreeably 
seated on the same political platform, side by side with that majority of 
your honorable body whe voted my bill of instructions. I am directed 
‘* to vote for, and use all fair and proper exertions, to procure the passage 
of alaw for the graduation and reduction of the price of the public 
lands, and for granting pre-emption rights to the occupant settlers 
thereon.” ` . 

If we happily understand alike, the principles of this political text, 
the only difierence between us will consist in the difficulty of settling the 
seniority of our commissions, in the great cause of benevolence and hu- 
manity. I do not state the fact for the particular information of your 
honorable body, as it might be rude in me to suppose my instructors ig- 
norant of the acts of a public servant, whose path they have so eonde- 
scendingly stooped to enlighten: but I desire to notify the less observing 
among our constituents, who may chance to read your commuication 
and this reply, that at the last session of Congress, my honored colleague 
and myself did “ vote for, and use all fair and proper exertions to pro- 
cure the passage of a law for the graduation and reduction of the 
price of the public lands, and for granting pre-empticn rights to the 
occupant settlers thereon?—and moreover, that such a bill passed the 
Senate of the United States, with our recorded votes inits favor. 
If, with the presumed knowledge of this fact, it was still the desire of 
your honorable body, to “make assurrance doubly sure, aud take a bond 
of fate," I respectfully decline the humiliating obligation. Iwill not 
chain down an opinion, however honest, or forswear both reason and ex- 
pu in my future course on so great ond grave a subject, Should 

become satistieil hereafter, that the humanity ofthe measure is evaded or 
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elatms of the occupants, residing south of the rivers French Broad and 
Holston. ‘There is at least one witness in your honorable body, who, if 
he will, can bear me evidence, how ardently and sincerely I stood for 
ward for this much injured people: and there are others not far off, who 
know that in more than one important crisis of their fortunes, my instru- 
mentality aided nota little, in securing the passage of measures designed 
to alleviate their burthens, and to remove the hardships under which they 
were rapidly sinking. During the same period, I uniformly urged and 
supported cvery proposition brought forward for the relief of the pur- 
chasers and settlers in the Hiwassee Distriet; and I voted for every 
legislative measure, calculated to protect and secure the occupants within 
the Congressional reservation, ‘The best moments of a short public ca- 
reer in the Senate of the United States, were dedicated to the service of 
this latter class of my fellow-citizens, and if the most faithful. devotions, 
to their cause, in my place and ont of it, could have purchascd for them 
their humble homes, they would now be free and happy. And however 
the particular gravity o£ this oceasion may rebuke the digression, I must 
siill risk the fre sdowr:and in the parting aseonts ofa friend who has always 
stood by and never wiil desert them, I hail these sufferers with bright 
and lively hopes on the future. E botv in voluntary submission to the po- 
litical ascendeney whieh dismisses me from publie employment; but I 
invite them to sziil look upward and forward. ‘The foundations of their 
peace are, 1 hope,soeurely laid, amd with seasonable exertions on the 
part of their public servants, it cannot bo long now, belore the prison 
gates are thrown open, and the weary captive set at liberty. 

I am enjoined, centienien, by vour fifth resolution, “to vote for and 
use all tair and proper exertions to procure the passage of a law repeal- 
ing the duties on imparted salt." The policy aud propriety of this 
injunction, is no doubt recommended to the sympathies of the General 
Assembly, in consequence of the universal necessity of the article in 
question, Asan iadispensable ingredient in the consumption of all, 
and as a substanee not to be lost sight of inthe successful growth of 
stock, or in the advancement ef other branches of husbandry, I agree 
with you that it should not be subject to any tax whatever. ‘The duty, 
at this day, is, comparatively speaking, a trifle—if my memory deceives 
me not, but seven cents a bushel. And though it be true, that the price 
of saltis much higher ix our own markets now, than it often was when 
the tax was tripple its present rate, and the cost and diificulty of trans- 
portation equally embarrassing, yet these reflections shouid notdiscourage 
us in pushing a principle which abolishes an odious, if not an enhancing 
tax. The only plausible objection I can see, arises from the implied 
stipulations of the ** Compromise Act;”? and a distinguished and inex- 
orable leader of the Carolina school, if I mistake not, at last Congress, 
opposed the present repeal of the duty, mainly on that ground. This 
consideration, however, did not have the same influence over the judg- 
ment of my honorable colleague. He voted to abolish the duty, and I 
dare say I should have joined with him, but for accidental absence from 
my seat when the Salt bill was before the Senate. ' 

But there are other things in the short catalogue of the wants of the 
poor, which, as ityeems to me, should likewise engage our considera- 
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Gon, and claim our notice and defence. I emulate the zeal that warms 
c bosoms, and would lewer the price by reducing or removing 
e duty from that essential article, which imparts sharpness and dura- 
bility to the laboring man’s plough, whilst at the same time it gives 
' point to his axe and his hoe, and nails out the piercing winds of winter 
from his humble habitation. I would touch, too, with the sdme tender 
regard, the tax that swells the cost of many other commocities, and 
which, however they may be at times the choice of the rich, fall frem 
necessity, to the invariable lot of the poor. To this elass I assign edarse 
wool, coarse woollen cloths and felts, with cotton textures of similar 
quality: and now, that the period approaches when we are to anticipate 
a thorough and equitable revisal of our whole system of duties and 
imposts, it is well for us to break silence, and demand a just alleviation 
in behalf of all these important interests, 

I have reached at length, gentlemen, your sixth and last resolution ; 
and happy on finding myself so near the close of a tedious but neces- 
sary discussion, I shall dismiss the whole subject with a few more brief 
remarks, and leave the decision in the hands of that great. tribunal— 
our common masters—whose unappealable decrees no publie man ean 
prudently contemn, or safely disregard. : 

I am instructed by this resloution “to support, in good faith, the 
leading measures and poliey as brought forward and advocated by the 
present President of the United States, and to use all fair and proper 
exertions to carry out and accomplish the same." Ce 

There is in the wording of tiis injunction, a latitude of expression 
which leaves an inquiring mind to travel about in painful uncertainty, 
not exactly knowing on what particular points it is expected to rest, or + 
where it may be permitted to confess and avoid, traverse or deny.* If 
it was the design of the vague statement, simply to condense all that 
had been previously uttered, and no more, my answer is already recorded 
and need not be repeated. Or if thebroad and unlimited texture of the 
sentence, was intended to comprehend every measure of the President, - 
that; might have been forgotten or overlooked in the draft of your reso- 
lutions, I am not disposed to embrace or resist “air drawn?! shadows, 
and respectfully request that my silence may not be construed into the 
admission or rejectién of any undefined principle. But if something: 
more than all this was meant, and if it was the purpose of your honor- 
able body, to instruct: a Senator of the sovereign people of Tennessee, 
to support not only the present, but all future “leading measures and 
policy, as brought forward and advocated by the President of the United 
States, a few words will comprise my short but firm reply—I would’ as 
soon be the servant of the President as his Senator. The livery which 
decks the menial of the * White House,” would sink to “ deepest 
depths ” his self-degraded brother of the * Capitol," and the wide dif- 
ae of stations, would not sufficiently measure the difference of dis- 

onor. | l 

Having now examined, Gentlemen, all the principles set forth in your 
resolutions with the utmost freedom and good . feeling, and with as much 
regard to brevity as the great importanee of the text will allow, itre- 
mains for me to seal the sincerity of my past declarations, by placing the 
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ofice I hold, at the pleasure and command of your honorable body. 
When I was first called to its functions by the vaice of your predecessors, 
my political opinions corresponding with theirs, were supposed to accord 
with the judgment and decision of the people; and I consented to às- 
sume the duties of an arduous station, with all the agreeable anticipa- 
tions this happy union of thou ght and sentiment, so eminently inspired. 
If recent developments are calculated to weaken these gratifying con- 
victions, or if a sudden and unexpected revolution in popular feeling, 
hag reversed the triendly and reciprocal views which so lately allied me 
to my immediate constituents and the public, honor and conscious recti- 
tude forbid me to stipulate for terms of office by a change of position. 
I surrender without personal regret, a trust, which, under circumstances, 
{ could not hope to retain without reproach, and now deliver to the 
Representatives of the People, the commission I have the honor to hold 
intheir service. Itreached my hands without stain of corruption, and 
returns to its souree without a blot of dishonor. : 

I cannot conelude this solemn act without uniting with good men of 
every political denomination, in a fervent prayer for the preservation of 
our blessed civil institutions—that they mey still be sustained amid the 
bitter strife of pariy, and against the violent shocks they seem destined 
to encounter; and that we in our turn, may transmit te posterity, in un- 
impaired value, the rich inheritance bequeathed to us by a noble and 
gallant ancestry.

tution, ordaius that should a vacancy occur subsequent to an election, it 
shall be filled by the Courts, and the person so appointed shall continue 
in office until his successor shall be elected‘and qualified, and such office 
shall be filled by the qualified voters at the first election for any of the 
county officers. The proposition submitted in the resolution presents, 
under the constitution, two questions of equal importance and intricacy: 
the first, whether the election of the Clerk by the people, to fill the va- 
eancy, is to be held at the election for Sheriff, which happens every two 
years, in the event the Clerk should have died before that election, or at 
the regular election for Clerks, which occurs every four years? and the 
second, in the event under the constitution, the vacancy is to be filled by 
the people at the election of Sheriff, how long shall the office be held, 
for the term of four years, or only for two years, the balance of the first 
term for which the deeeased Clerk was elected? 

If the words “and such office shall be filled by the qualified voters 
atthe first election for any of the county officers,” should be taken as 
applying to the next election for any Clerk, then will the person appoint- 
ed by the court hold the office till that election; but if the words by the 
constitution were intended to mean the election of any county officer 
whatever, then will he hold the office wntil the first election after his 
appointment. Should the latter construction of the constitution be tne 
true one, then the second question arises, how long shall the Clerk so 
elected hold the office? the committee entertain the opinion that under 
the constitution, the election by the people of the successor, must be had 
at the first election thereafter of any county officer by the people, and 
the person so elected holds the office under the constitution for the period 
of four years from his election; but the exposition and settlement of 
either of the questions being wholly constitutional, and legally attached 
to the judicial and not to the legislative department of the government.— 
therefore the committee believe that legislative action, either by bill or 
resolution, 1s not only improper, but without constitutional powers vested

To the Honorable the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 


_ GENTLEMEN :—On the 29th of November last, in the city of Wash- 
ington, I received a copy of sundry preambles and six resolutions, which 
appear to have been adopted by you on the 14th of that month, instruct- 
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ing your Senators, and requestipg the Representatives in the Congress of 
the United States how to act on a variety of subjects. 

An answer to these resolutions would have been immediately given, 
had I not believed it my duty to remain at the post assigned me by your 
predecessors until some of the matters, specified in them, should be pre- 
sented tothe Senate for its action. Although I might entertain an opinion 
different from that expressed by your honorable body, and might be 
unwilling to surrender that opinion; yet, if no case should be presented 
for the action of the Senate, in relation to which such difference of 
Opinion existed, I could perceive no good reason why I should state what 
course I would pursue upona subject which might never be presented for 
consideration. Now, however, bills are presented to the Senate upon 
some of the subjects embraced in your resolutions, and I deem it my 
duty, without farther delay, to mform you that I cannot obey the mstruc- 
tions contained in some of those resolutions, and respectfully to assign 
some of the reasons which influence my conduct. 

That I may be the betier understood, I will notice each of the resolu- 
tions in the order in which they were adopted. 

First. As one of your Senators, 1 am instructed ** to vote against the 
chartering by Congress of a National Bank.” 

This instruction corresponds with the opinion I have repeatedly ex- 
pressed and acted on, and I could now feel no difficulty in conforming 
my vote to your wishes on this subject. 

Secondly, 1 ara instructed “to vote for, and use all fair and proper 
exertions to procure the passage of the measure brought forward in the 
Congress of the United States, commonly called the Sub-Treasury bill, 
or Independent Treasury bill,” &c. Ke. 

The following, with many other reasons, induce me to believe I ought 
not tocomply with the instructions contained in this resolution. 

It has otten happened, and will generally be the case, that a consider- 
able time must elapse between the receipt of public money from the 
debtor to the United States, and its disbursement to their creditors; 
during this interval, the money will be much more safé iu the custody of 
well selectcd banks, than it can be in the hands of individuals, supposing 
them to be faithful. 

Suppose any one of your honorable body had one hundred thousand 
dollars of his own money, which he did not intend to use for six or 
nine months, and lived in the vicinity of a bank of respectable standing, 
would he keep the money in his own house, under his own care, or 
would he deposite it in bank for safe keeping, until he wished to use it? 
If he was a prudent man, regarding his own interest, he would certainly 
deposit it. 

Are we then justified in taking less care of the people's money than a 
- prudent man would of his own? With great deference to your better 

judgment, I think not. 

Itotten happens that the receiving officers have on hand much larger 
suma than that named in the supposed case ; and, as the sum is increased 
and the time it isto kept, between its receiptand disbursement, enlarged, 


the danger of loss, when in the hands of an individual, is increased like- 
wise. 
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Again. All experience teaches us that large sums of public mone 
left in the hands of individuals will be misused and squandered. It will 
either be used by the individual himself, for his own purposes, or Joaned 
to importunate friends, whom he may wish to accommodate, and who are 
sure not to he able to. return it when called for. 

It is said banks are irresponsible, therefore not to.be trusted. In m 
opinion, generally, they are more responsible than individuals. They 
have more means with which to pay ; and if they fail to make payments, 
when required, they are as much amenable to the process of a court of 
justice as individuals are; and, in addition, they are to be found with 
much more certainty; as a corporation aggregale can very seldom 
abscond, or leave the country, which an individual easily can, and often 
does do, when he misuses the public money. 

We need all the checks which can reasonably be imposed on our 
collecting and disbursing officers. Banks have been found to furnish one, 
highly beneficial, upon both of these classes. By a regulation between 
the Treasury department and each deposit Bank, the latter has been 
required, at short periods, to furnish its account current with the Treasurer, 
and on the face of it, to show all sums deposited to his credit, when 
such deposits were made, and by whom. By comparing this account 
with the accounts furnished by the respective officers themselves, it can 
readily be discovered whether they are misysing the public money or not. 
Dy the proposed change, and allowing the collector or receiver to be 
himself the keeper, until the money is wanted for use, you have no check 
whatever; and the whole money received by an officer may be squan- 
dered before it ig wanted for disbursement, without any means of 
detection. 

I, therefore, conclude the Sub-Treasury bill ought not to be passed, if 
there were no other objections to it saye that ofthe publie money being 
less secure. But there are other weighty objectiois. 

The only plausible reason which can be assigned why we should 
discard banks entirely, and appoint Sub-Treasurers as keepers of the 
public funds, must be, that the banks are unworthy of confidence. 

If that be so; does it not necessarily follow that you ought either not 
to receive any Bank notes in discharge of debts due to the government ; 
or, if received, that you should order the officer with whom they are 
deposited for safe keeping, immediately to call upon the Banks for specie 
to their amount. It is absurd to say we will not deposit with the Bank, 
because we have no confidence in it, and at the same time to allow our 
officers to receive Bank notes and retain them in the hands of our officer 
up to the time we wish to pay themoney away. There isless probability 
thatthe Banks would reedeem their notes in specie, when called on, than 
m they would deny the payment of specie for money received on 

eposit. 

The practice, then, of receiving nothing but specie from debtors; or 
of immediately converting the notes received into specie, and locking 

thatup untilthe time of disbursement arrives, must be resorted to in 
order to carry out your wishes. 

This, I apprehend, would be ruinous tosociety. A large portion of 
the specie that might otherwise circulate, would be withdrawn from the 
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use of every person a considerable portion of each year. This would 
affect the prices of property, of labor, and of every thing else, and 
would render it next to impossible for even a prudent man, who happened 
to be in debt, ever to extricate himself. 

Besides this, the heavy draws for specic upon Banks would compel 
them, in a short time, either to wind up, or to do a very precarious 
business. Whenever a suspension of specie payments would take place, 
we would havea Gepreciated paper currency, on which io do the business 
of the country; and specie would become an article of merchandise. 
The man in oidce, or who had a job or contract with the Government, 
would reecive his salary or his pay in specie; which he would immedi- 
ately sell for Bank paper, receiving a premium of some ten or fifteen per 
centum: and with that paper pay his debts, or purchase such property as 
he might wish. This practice is at this moment in operation: For every 
hundred Gollars paid me, as a member of Congress, con receive one 
hundred and eight or nine dollars in Bank notes; and, with them, pay the 
landlord who feeds, or the tallor who clothes me. 

It hes appeared to me if we commence this entire separation whieh 
your resolution contemplates, and go into this thorough hard money 
sysiem, we shall presently. in Tennessee especially, be in a deplorable 
condition, Look at its eilvets: all debis and taxes are to be paid to the 
Federal Governmen? in hard nozer, er in Dank notes, for which the 
speele will Le imincdiately received, and the specie thus received is to 
be locked vp sccureiy, until it is paid out in ciseherge of some debt due 
by the government. Suppose our first year's taxes paid, inall the States 
amounts Lo some twenty-five or thirty milions of dollars. Thatis only 
to be returned into eireulation when the Federal Government pays the 
debts whieh it owes. What chanco will Tennessec have to receive, by 
Federal Gisbursement, any portion of what she may have paid? We 
haye no foris, no foundries, no arsenals, no fortifications, no army, no 
navy, bovy-yarüs, cr dry deck. In short, we have next to no objects 
upon which the Federal Government expends money; therefore, nove of 
it would be returned tous. We must pay up our full proportion of all 
indirect taxcs in hard money, with a certainty that little or none of it 
would be returned to us by Federal expenditures, and in the course of a 
very few years we must be drained of every hard dollar we now have. 

There is another class of objections against the measure, entitled, as I 
think, to still more graye consideration. 

The addition it will make to the powers of the Federal Executive — 
Every officer with which this money is to be deposited, or left for safe 
keeping, will be appointed by the President, and removable at his pleasure. 
We might as well give it to the President himself, as intrust it to those 
whom he can and will control. 

This plan will multiply officers and increase considerably our expenses 
at iis commeneement; and in the end no man can now foresce the swarms 
of dependants it may generate, and the additions it may occasion to our 
expenditures of the public money. 

By the use of the patronage already belonging to that officer, we all 
know and feel that a large portion of the power vested in the legislative 


department exists only in name; it isin substance vested in, and exercised 
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by the President as he wills; shall we then give him acontrolling power 
jover all the pecuniary resources of the Federal Government? For one, 
I cannot consent to it, , 
Lastly, this Sub-Treasury is nothing but a stepping stone to a Bank 
created by the Federal Government, bottomed on its own funds, attached 
to the Treasury department, and all placed at the control of the Presi- 
ident, or of those who will never have any will which does not correspond 
with his. Itappears tome, no reasonable man can think, if we commence 
jthis system, we are to stop short of such a Bank. tc 
| Let one year only pass, with all your revenue in specie, and that locked 
up; your State Banks and paper currency deranged ; and what then: 
Those who may wish to carry out this system will then recur to the 
second doctrine advanced by the late President Jackson, ** that the money 
jof the country ought not to be kept locked up by the Government, any 
more than the arms belonging to the citizens; both will be sure to be 
misused.” And it will be urged, society is suffering for a sound circu- 
lating medium; we must pass a law authorizing this money to be loaned; 
the interest will ease us of the payment of much taxes; and by circulating 
Treasury notes, or drafts, drawn by one of these Treasurers upon another, 
we will have a sound paper currency, good every where, and bottomed 
on a metalic basis. This doctrine will become the democratic doctrine, 
and every man who opposes it will be denounced as a bank-bought Fed- 
erslist; the law will pass; and, in due form, we shall have a Treasury 
Bank ; and what then? 
Lhe purse aad the sword will be united, and a power to increase the 
purse, as need may require, not by adding eagles and hard dollars to our 
funds, but by issues of paper, in such sums as may be deemed necessary 
and proper. This Bank with its pecuniary means, and the credits and 
[resources it will possess, can either destroy, or render subservient to the 
views of the Executive, any State Banks which may be in existence. 
‘The whole moneyed power, not only of the Federal Government, but of 
fall State Banks being thus placed in the hands of the President, he will 
be able to control the destinies of the country. 
| His will becomes the law of the land. He will never again have to 
appeal to “ the sober second thoughts of the people,” to carry any favor- 
lite measure. His first recommendation will always secure its speedy 
enactment into a law. 
| Inthe views which I take of this subject, I may be in error, but they 
ere sincerely entertained. Tn the first instance, I placed my vote against 
it, under a belief that such were the sentiments of the people I represented. 
Afterwards I was instructed by the Legislature to continue my opposi- 
tion. I did so from a conviction I was right, and nothing would give me 
| more pleasure than to conform my vote to your wishes, if the measure ' 
Were an ordinary one, or if I believed the error of sanctioning it could 
be corrected; but believing as I do, that the power once granted to the 
Executive can never be recalled, and that its exercise will take from the 
people that freedom of thought and of action, which alone entitles our 
government to be considered free, I most respectfully, but decidedly 
state, that E cannot and will not obey the instruction contained in your 
Second resolution. )

Your third resolution unqualifiedly condemns the provisions of a bill d 
the last session, entitled a bill to prevent the interference of certain Fed. 
eral officers in elections, declares the same to be a violation of the Consti. 
tution of the United States, unqualifiedly condemns the vote given in favor 
‘of said bill by my colleague and ‘myself, and instructs your Senators to 
vote against and to use all fair and proper exertions to prevent the passage 
of the same or any similar bill. 

When my colleague and myself gave our votes in favor of that bill 
we acted under the same solemn sanction of an oath to support the Con 
stitution of the United States, that the members of your honorable bod; 
did when they voted in favorof this condemnatory resolution, We hai 
the benefit of very able arguments both for and against the bill. We 
examined it with all the care we could, and came to the conelusion it wa 
not unconstitutional, and believing that the prevailing practice of th: 
President interfering in elections, both State and Federal, through th: 
lustrumentality of officers who hold their places during his pleasure 
called loudly for a remedy, we voted in favor of its passage. 

If your decision was final, I would not be so childish as to ask of yo: 
to reconsider the constitutional question. : 

To men of ordinary capacity, or equivocal moral character, I migli 
make such a request froma belief that the decision was a hasty ong 
produced by some exfrancous influence, and that a more deliberate inves 
tigation of ihc subject might lead to a different conclusion; but wheal 
reflect that the leading men of that majority which passed the resolution 
are men as much distinguished by their moral character as by their intel- 
leetual attainments and deep research, on subjects connected with consti 
tutional law, and see that my vote is not only condemned, but unqualifiedly 
condemned, I cannot hope that one of my humble pretensions could urge 
any thing which would occasion even a doubt in your minds of the cor 
rectness of your decision. i 

But there isa higher earthly tribunal than your honorable body, that 
will judge both your vote and mme, and pass sentence dispassionately, 
without any predisposition to unqualifiedly condemn either of us, but in 
charity hoping that each believed, when giving his vote, he was acting 
correctly. To that tribunal then, our common constituents, through you, 
their immediate Representatives, I beg leave respectfully and briefly to 
assign some of the reasons which influenced the vote complained of. 

Every ofücer named in that bill holds his office at the wild of the Presi- 
dent, and is liable to be dismissed whenever it is the pleasure of the 
President to dismiss him. Tach and every one of the offices is created 
by act of Congress. The qualifications for the office, the tenure of it, 
end the dutiesto be performed by the officer are, and were, matters ot 
legislative enactment. : 

The President has no power to dismiss or control one of these officers 
mérely because he is President, but because Congress by law gave him 
that power. The bill itself expressly provided that all these officers 
should be secure in the right to vote in all elections according to their 
own judzment, and only forbid their interference to control and influence 
the vote of others. 

I affirm that Congress had the power to create these offices or not, at 
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‘its pleasure. ‘That when they were created, Congress could prescribe 
the duties of the officers. That if it had been deemed necessary, Con- 
gres could have enacted that the officers should hold the office during 
good behaviour: but that if any one of the officers interfered to influence 
the votes of others, inany election, either State or Federal, it should be 
a misdemeanor in office for which he should be dismissed. 

When the bill complained of, was under consideration, Congress had 
exactly the same. power over the subject that it had when the offices 
were first creating. They might have repealed the law entirely, and 
thus have turned out every one of these officers. l 

Suppose, instead of the bill complained of, a bill had been introduced 
and passed, stating that, whereas these officers were in the habit of in- 
terfering to influence the votes of the citizens in elections, therefore, Be 

3t enacted that the law creating their offices should be repealed, &c. &c. 
Would your honorable body venture the opinion that such law would 
have been unconstitutional, and that these officers would still have fe- 
mained in office? I think not. 

On the question of constitutional power, there can be no distinction 
between the case supposed and the bill complained of. If the one would 
have been constitutional, so is the other. 

Prior to the year 1820, these officers held their office during pleasure. 

‘Congress then believed many of them had misdemeaned themselves, 
were defaulters, &c., and with a view to provide a remedy, on the 15th 
of May, in that year, an act was passed changing their tenure, and lim- 
iting each of them to the term of four years, and made them removable 
at pleasure within these four years. Has it ever been thought that act 
was unconstitutional? Not at all; yet such an objection might have 
been urged with much more force in that case than in this. 

The only reason assigned in your resolution why this bill was uncon- 
stitutional is, that it took from these officers the liberty of speech, and 
the constitution provides that **Corigress shall pass no law abridging the 
freedom of speech and of the press.” 

This provision in the constitution was intended for the safety and pro- 
tection of the common citizen, who holds no office. 1t was foreseen 
that those in office might abuse their trust, and to protect themselves 
against exposure might pass laws restraining the citizens from censuring 
them either in speeches or through the press. Now, in your resolution 
you exactly reverse the matter and suppose it was intended to protect 
the instruments of the President who hold office at his will, in their en- 
deavors to influence and mislead the people in elections. During the 
administration of the elder Mr. Adams, many complaints. were made, and 
charges urged, both in speeches and through the press, by the citizens 
against him and those in office under him. With a view to silence the 
citizens, and to maintain and shield those in office, the sedition law was 
passed. The Republicans one and all condemned it as unconstitutional 
and unjust, and they were right in such condemnation. 

Your resolution maintains now exactly the same doctrine then ad- 
vanced by the Federalists. They wished to silence the people that they 
might retain their places and power, and your resolution seeks to allow 

- the office-holders to go forth with all their power -and influence, to mis-

lead and corrupt the people, obtain their votes in elections, and thus 
retain their offices with all their emoluments. 

Does your honorable body intend to aifirm that Congress has no pow- 
er to regulate the conduct of this class of officers? Are they to be 
allowed to go forth on days of election, and, with a view to procure 
votes for the President or his favorites, promise money, or offices? Jobs 
or contracts, by which much money may be made with little labor? The 
office-hokler in making these promises to influence voters would be using 
his powers of speech, which the resolution affirms Congress cannot 
abridge or lessen. If the proposition can be maintained, then Congress 
had better go home and yield up every thing to the President and the 
corps wha hold office al his pleasure. 

We will, after a little reflection, perceive that this resolution not only 
unqualitiedly condemns your Senators for their vote, but necessarily the 
conduct and opinions of others whom the country has most delighted 
to honor. 

The only reason assigned in your resolution why this bill was uncon- 
stitutional is, that it abridged the freedom of speech. 

If you are correct, how dare Mr. Jefferson, ** the Apostle of Liberty,” 
in his letter to Governor Me oan, use the language he did on this sub- 
ject? Still more—-when he came into office as President, why did he 
dare to issue his circular letter prohibiting this class of officers, on pain 
of dismissal, from interfering in elections farther than to give their own 
votes? 

Fle was sworn to support the constitution, and if Congress abridges 
the freedom of speech, secured by the constitution, by the enactments 
proposed in this bill, it follows clearly that the President in his circular 
violated the same provision, by pronouncing the like penalty for the like 
offence. I defy any person to condemn the one without condemning the 
other, unless, indeed, we suppose there is a class of politicians who 
believe the constitution does not, and ought not to impose any restraint 

upon the President. 

I fear such a sect has lately sprung up, and is increasing. It cannot 
be too speedily suppressed. 

The late President, General Jackson, in his inaugural address, when 
he was **fresh from the people,” inculeated the same doctrine with Mr, 
Jefferson. **'To prevent the patronage of the Government” from being 
brought into conflict with the freedom of elections was a “ duty inscrib- 
ed in characters too legible to be misunderstood," &c. was the strong 
language he then used. How was this duty to be discharged? Did 
we not one cond all believe he would discharge it as Mr. Jefferson had 
done? If then these Presidents could, without violating the constitu- 
tion, prohibit these officers from interfering in elections, why could not 
Congress by its enactments prohibit them likewise? No satisfactory 
answer ean be given to this question. 

The President already had the power vested in him to dismiss these 
officers at his pleasure, and Congress unquestionably had the power to 
limit his discretion, by specifying the cases in which he should exercise 
it. If then my colleague and I erred on this question of power, with 
great deference I submit, that the company with which our opinions are 
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associated ought at least to have softened the asperity of the language 
in which our condemnation was pronounced. If there was any one 
subject above all others, upon which I believed my colleague and I could 
not cities the sentiments of our constituents, it was that embraced in 
that bill. NN 

To prevent the President, through these officers, from interfering in 
elections, was a theme upon which the friencs of the late President Jack- 
son had dwelt the most, both in and out of Congress. In 1826, a com- 
mittee of the Senate, of which I was a very humble member, through 
their chairman, had made a most able Report, the principles of which 
were applauded by the whole party, ard by our State in particular.— 
Upon them, mainly, General Jackson came into power; he gave them 
his solemn sanction in his inaugural address, in presence of thousands of 
witnesses. I had been twice elected after my opinions were well known 
upon this subject; and-now, when I endeavor faithfylly to carry them 
out, to be ungualifiedly condemned for doing so, and that by those who 
then professed to think as I sincerely did, was what I did not anticipate. 
I am sure that upon this subject my practice has corresponded with my 
professions. Still I should feel degraded, if Í were to pronounce any old 
associate a traitor, or liken him to Benedict Arnold because at this time 
he disagrees with me in opinion. 

They are greatly mistaken who suppose the object of this bill was to 
take from this class of officers any right whatever. Precisely the reverse 
was the intention. It was to emancipate them from the slavish bondage 
in which they were held. It was to enable every man of them to vote 
according to the dictates of his own judgment, and to absolve them from 
the painful alternative of being compelled to, not only vote, but to elec- 
tioneer for cendidates, not of their choice, but of the President, on pain 
of dismissal from office. , 

The great object was to prevent the president from controlling the 
people in the choice of their own officers, State and Federal. This class 
of officers, whose daily bread for their families depended on executive 
favor, were constrained, as a part of their oficial duty, not only to vote as 
the President wished, but to endeavor to influence others to do so like- 
wise. If they did not perform this duty, they were dismissed, and with 
their families left to starve. An enlightened statesman once called them 
“ the enlisted soldiers of the President.” 

A politician, who knows as well as any other man the motives by 
which men are influenced in relation to elections, says—‘‘ whenever he 
sees an office-holder interfering in elections, he concludes he is thinking of” 
his salary and his bread, and is a very unfit adviser of the people.” — 

By the passage of this bill it was hoped the instruments for misleading 
the people would be taken from the President; that the “ enlisted sol- 
diers ” would be discharged from electioneering duties, and yet receive 
their pay; and that if they performed the duties of their offices faithful- 
ly, they might safely vote according to the dictates of their own judg- 
ment and yet be secure in “their salaries and their daily bread.” 

By your fourth resolution, as one of your Senators, I am instructed 
“to vote against the measure heretofore brought before Congress which 
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had for its object the distribution among the States of the proceeds of 
the sales of the public lands." 

In justice to myself as well as to my constituents I must be permitted 
to state the manner in which my mind has operated on this subject at 
different times, and under different circumstances. 

When a bill was first introduced having such distribution as that 
spoken of for its object, I voted against its passage, and in favor of the 
veto of the Chief Magistrate, on the ground that no such distribution 
ought to be made until the publie debt was all paid. 

Upon looking into the deeds, by which these lands were ceded to the 
United States by the respective States, I found that they were conveyed 
in frst to pay out of the proeceds of their sales our public debt then 
owing by the United States, and that the residue should be for the joint 
benelit of the several States including those making the cessions. 

At that time a portion of the public debt was unpaid, and I deemed it 
improper to disifibute any part of this fund until the debt was fully dis- 
shareed; thet being the primary object of the donor. 

When a like bill was afterwards introduced, I not only voted for it, 
but gave 1t such support as ny feeble abilities enabled me. By this time 
the public debt hed been fully peid, end we had a very large sum in the 


Treasury beyond the uceessary wants of the Federal Government. 

Teould not doubt the power of Congress to make the distribution, 
because there was an exprosy trast that this fund should be for the use 
of the respective States: we had a large sum on hand which I thought 
in honesty belonged tothe States; and the proportion belonging to Ten- 
nessce I believed would be hichly uscful in enabling her to make inter- 
nal improvements, and in providing a system for the education of those 
who might be unable to bear the exnenses of educating themselves,— 
In addition to these considerations, 1 fancied if this large sum was not 
distributed, it would encourage a system of extravagant expenditure in- 
consistent with the welfare of the country. 

I believe these views were sound, and, that if I committed any error, 
if was in not giving my support to the first bill, as well as the last. 

I believe it would be unwise, perhaps unconstitutional, for the federal 
government to itanose taxes for the purpose of collecting more money 
than is neecasary (o carry on its efiairs, to the end that it might have a 
surplus to distribute among the States: but this fund stands on a differ- 
ent ground; it is a trust fund which belongs not to the Federal but to the 
State Goveramenis, The ordinary duties necessary and proper for the 
regulation of our commerce with foreign nations, ought to be sufficient 
fo bring into the treasury as much money as would defray the eco- 
nomical expenses of the federal government, and each of the States 
ought to receive iis fair proportion of the proceeds of the sales of the 
public lands, 

I consider "Tennessee as honestly entitled to her proportion of this 
fund as any of your honorable body is to a tract of land devised to him 
by his father. 

It appears to me, even at this time, our State very much needs her 
portion of this fund, and that in a short time we shall be much more in 
want of it, Your honorable body may be satistied that a majority of 
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our citizens are willing to relinquish their interest in this fund, but I am 
not so satisfied; and as a Senator in Congress I will not do any act by 
which such an idea is to be sanctioned, | 

It may be in the course of a very short time, that this fund will be in- 
despensably necessary to save our citizens from heavy tazation ; and I 
should never forgive myself if by yielding to your instructions, I did an 
act which produced a serious injury to the people who have so long 
honored me with their confidence. | 

By the last clause in your fourth resolution, I am instructed to vote for 
graduating the price of the public lands, and for granting pre-emption 
rights to occupants. 

These instructions correspond with the opinions I have maintained, 
and acted on; therefore I should find no difficulty in conforming to your 
wishes in relation to them. 

In the fifth resolution, your instructions are “to vote for and use all 
fair and proper exertions to procure the passage of a law repealing the 
duties on imported salt.” 

This subject has been before the Senate on several occasions since I 
have been a member, and my votes have ever been in favor of removing 
this duty ; and E should still conform my conduct to my settled conviction 
that my past course on this subject has been correct. 

In your sixth resolution, you state that you “heartily approve the 
leading measures and policy of the administrations of Andrew Jackson 
and Martin Van Buren, and ^ instruct you Senators to support in good 
faith the leading measures and policy, as brought forward and advocated 
by the present President of the United States, and to use all fair and pro- 
per exertions to carry out, sustain, and accomplish the same.” 


The phraseology of this resolution is so general and indefinite, that I ' 


am not sure I comprehend the meaning of your honorable body; but I 
believe you intend that I shall support all the leading measures of the 
Chief Magistrate as well as those hereafter to be brought forward as 
those heretofore recommended. 

To instructions of this description I could not with propriety pay any 
attention whatever. - 

Our Fathers and Statesmen believed they had done much towards the 
security of civil liberty when, by the constitution, they divided the great 
powers conferred into three Departments, each in its sphere, independent 
of the other two. These were the Legislative, Executive, and the Ju- 
dical. If the powers of any two of these departments should be placed 


in the same hands, the whole machinery of the government is destroyed, | 


and the checks interposed are removed. . 
You instruct your Senators to conform their votes on all leading meas- 
ures to the will of the President, who is at the head of the Executive 


` Department. If youhave a right to give such instructions, and your Sen- | 
ators are bound to obey, every other legislature in the Union has the | 
same right, and their Senators would be equally bound to yield obedience. | 


Why not let thé President at once make the law and then execute it? 
Tf we are bound to vote as he recommends, it is a solemn mockery to 
consult us at all, The law would not be the will of the Senate, but the 


| 
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Will of the President. By this process the whole legislative power 
would be yielded up and surrendered to the executive. 

I have been educated to believe that continued watchfulness and coun- 
stant jealousy of those in power, are essential to the preservation of 
liberty. Your honorable body would now teach me a different lesson; 
and instead of being a sentinel on the watch tower, to guard the liberty 
of my constituents, | am to betake myself to slumber, examine nothing, 
but to vote on all leading measures as the President may recommend. 

If this be the kind of service to which your Senators are to be appli- 
ed, I never can periorm it, and feel myself unsuited to a station which I 
have heretofore considered most honorable as well as confidential. 

After your resolutions shall have performed their wonted office, and my 
resignation shall have been received, before electing my successor, Y hope in 
your wisdom you will either rescind or erpwnge this sixth resolution. 
Qur common constituents, the free and chivalrous citizens of Tennessee, 
{hope will never bo represented in the Senate by those whose principles 
and feelings are in accordance with their own; and while this resolution 
is suffered to remain, no man can accept that high station but one who is 
himself caslared, and fit only to represent those ix the like condition with 
himself. 

I have now trout^o vou with all the remarks I deem it necessary to 
make upon your «1. resolutions taken separately: but do not feel that I 
wìll have dischare d my whole duty until have shown the deduction to be 
dratrn from them ni: a connectively considered. 

They contain t.e political creed of the present Chief Magistrate of 
the United States, .s expressed through his friends in the Tennessee Le- 
gislature, and what is it? 

by the 2d resolution it is proved he wishes the whole moneyed power 
of the United States vested in him and subject to his control. 

By the dd itis proved he will not agree that the patronage and power 
he now exercises snall be either lessened or regulated by law. 

By the 4th it is mroved that in order to have full coffers, he wishes the 
States to surrender their right to the moncys arising from the sales of the 
publie lands ; and 

By the 6th it is proved that he wishes Congress compelled to vote for 
every leading measure he may recommend: and I am instructed in good 
faith to give my aid to maintain this creed. 

These instructions E cannot and will not obey. So far from it, my 
erecd upon these points is:— 

1. That the péwer over the public purse ought to be constantly kept 
under the control of the Legislature. 

2. "Phat the patronage, as well as the expenditures, of the executive 
are already too large, and ought to be reduced. 

&. "That instead of surrendering the rights of the States to any por- 
tion of the public moneys, they ought to adhere to those rights, and in 
due seasod provide fora fair distribution of the land funds; and 

Lastly. For no consideration ought we to agree that any other por- 
tion of the legislative power shall be vested, either directly or indirectly, 
in the President, save that which is already vested in him by the Consti- 
tution of the United States, 
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At last no person can help seeing that the diference between your 
honorable body and myself is, that you wish to add to the power and 
patronage of the executive: I wish to lessen his power and patronage. 

On the decision of this contest by the American people, in my opin- 
ion, the liberty of the country depends. Should your creed prevail, ere 
long the whole legislative power, vested in Congress by the Constitution, 
will be transferred, substantially, to the "President; and the only use of 
Congress will be to stand between the President and the Public Odium, 
when laws are enacted which are disapproved by the people. 

In addition to this, the election of State officers, and State legislation, 
will be regulated according to the will of the Executive of the Union. 
Should mine prevail, the States will retain the powers they now possess, 
the powers of the federal government will remain divided into different 
departments in substance as will as form. 

Which of these creeds will best secure the liberty, the happiness, and 


“prosperity of the people, I cheerfully submit for decision to the Freemen 


of Tennessee. 

In England, this would be the common contest between the Preraga- 
tive of ihe Crown and the privilege of the people." Those maintaing your 
side would be called Tories; those maintaining mine would be called 
W higs. i 

Here itis a contest between the Patronage of the President and the 
right of suffrage of ihe People. Y will not at present give those who 
maintain your creed any name: you may give those who maintain mine, 
any one you choose. 

* Names are nothing with me.” My motto is—“ principles in prefer- 
ence to men,” while I sometimes think that of some of my opponents 
ought to be—“ Men without principles ;? though I would be sorry to in- 
timate that such a motto would suit your honorable body. 

ishall trouble you with no farther observations on these important 
topics. Ithas been my aim to state my opinions with candor, and to 
maintain them with firmness; but at the same time to treat your hon- 
erable body with the most perfect respect. | 

I was called to the service of my State fifteen years ago, without any 
solicitation on my part. With reluctance I accepted the high station I 
now occupy. Ihave been continued in it, perhaps, too long for the in- 
terest of the country. I have been thrice elected by the unanimous vote 
Of your predecessors. My services have been rendered in times of 
high party excitement, sometimes threatening to burst assunder the bonds of 
this Union ; and your resolutions contain the high complement, that bitter 
political opponents can find only a solitary vote worthy, in their judgment 
of “unqualified condemnation.” 

I hope it will be in your power to select a successor who can bring 
into the service of the State more talents; I feel a proud conscious- 
ness, more purity of intention, or more unremitting industry, he never can. 

For the sake of place, I will never cringe to power. You have instruct- 
ed me te do-these things which, entertaing the opinions I do, I fear I 
would not be forgiven for, ‘either in this world, or the next ; and practic- _ 
ing upon the creed I have long professed, I hereby tender to you my 
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resignation of the trust confidad to me, as one of the Senators from 
the State of Tennessee to the Congress of the United States. 

Allow me to add my sincere prayer, that the Goveznor of the Uni- 
verse may so overrule our dessentions, as to secure the Liberty, and 
promote the prosperity of our common constituents.

1 came to this chair under your 
authority, to gratify no private friendships, to indulge no personal or po- 
litical antipathies, and I feel conscious that I have endeavored to perform 
its arduous and often delicate duties with an cye single to the interest of the 
State, the character and dignity of this House, and my.own honor; your 
kind and flattering vote of approbation, without regard to party distinc- 
tions, assures me ihat my efforts have not been wholly unavailing. 

When Twas chosen to preside over your deliberations, and assumed 
the mighty task of the chair, it was with diflidence and distrust in my-

than eight hundred thousand free people surrounded me in this hall, cho- 
sen for their intelligence, their integrity, and their public virtue, and 


b who have been the eye witnesses of my whole conduct here, have 


voluntarily tendered me this honorable discharge. from their ser- 
vice. lreturn to this House, what I sincerely, feel my grateful ack- 
nowledgments for this additional evidence of their confidence and regard. 
I shall cherish it in grateful remembrance .to the latest hour of my life; 
In a free country like ours, with written constitutions, that secure the 
freedom of thought and the untrammelled right of speech, it is not to be ex- 
pected that men can transact public business without jarring and discordant 
opinions. In the discharge of our respective obligations to our constitu- 
ents and our’ country, we have often differed on the great questions of 
principle and of policy which have been agitated in this Hall. The most 
prudent and self collected among us, in the heat and collision of debate 
and repartee, often utter expressions and sentiments of which they them- 
selves repent so soon as the irritated moment has passed and reason as- 
sumes her empire. If on any occasion unkind expressions haye been in- 
dulged, or angry feelings engendered among us now when we are about 
to part, when the curtain of separation is about to drop, which will in all 
human probability separate us forever, we should in a christian spirit of 
meekness“and forbearance, bury them in ihe ocean of oblivion. If I 
have been so unfortunate in the discussions in which I have felt it my 
duty to participate, or in the discharge of my official duties as your pre- 
siding officer, as to wound the feeling of amy member on this floor, of 
which I am unconscious, I seize this opportunity to implore his forgive- 
ness. J must be indulged, also, to return to this House my thanks for 
their constant aid and support in the discharge of the arduous and diffi- 
_ cult duties I have had to perform, though it has been my duty. Numer- 
ous questions of parliamentary law and of order, many of them difficult 
and complex, arising often suddenly, and in the midst of exciting debate, 
yet our records will show that not-one of the decisions of the chair have | 
been reversed by the House. Ihave doubtless erred, but I know it 
was not intended. 

On taking my leave of this hall, and those with whom I have been so 
agreeably associated here, I must invoke the genius of liberty, and the 
spirit of patriotism and of wisdom to hover, over the Capital of this 
great State, and direct those that shall succeed us as her law makers, in 
such manner as to revise and correct any errors into which we may have 

allen. 

For one, I can say without dissimluation, that it is my earnest wish, 

, that whoever ‘shall succeed me in the high office I now fill, and 
from which I shall retire at your adjournment, no doubt forever, may 
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be able to serve this House and the State with more ability than I pos- 
sess. Noone can serve with a more fervent desire to be useful to both. 
Whatever my future destinies may be, I shall ever reeur to your kind- 
ness and partiality with the most lively emotions. I bid my associates 
and companions in this Hall, individually and collectively an affectionate. 
farewell. You carry with you, gentlemen, to your families, your con- 
stituents, and friends, my best wishes for your welfare, prosperity, and 
happiness; and my fervent prayer is, that the benediction of Heaven 
m attend you through subsequent life.

on various occasions, when in their opinion the great public interests of 
the country demanded it, expressed in the most solemn form, their 
views in regard to questions of a national character involving the wel- 
fare of the people of the United States, and have at all times, when. 
deemed necessary to give practical effect to. the sentiments which they , 

„entertained, availed themselves of the power which legitimately, and" 
in conformity with long established Republican usage; throughout the 
Union, belonged to them, of instructing their Senators and requesting 
their Representatives in Congress to carry out, as to specific measures, 
their declared wishes: and 

Whereas, the extraordinary circumstances which have existed for the 
' last few years, in the financial and commercial interests of the United 
States, remain unabated, and under causes of increased excitement and 
difficulty, originating as we believe in the same vast source of public 
mischief: and — . 

Whereas, we dô solemnly believe that to that source, the late Bank of 
the United States is in a great degree to be attributed the oppressive. 
ealamities under which we haye. suffered, and through which we are, 
now actually passing: and 

Whereas, during the history of the last few years, we have seen this. 
mammoth moneyed power struggling almost with success against the 
Government, and wielding a power in the production of panic and dis- 
aster, that in the language of its boldest advocates, we were pronounced 

to bein the midst of a revolution, and the terrible evils which we have 
not only been taught it may inflict, and the-present admonitions, which. 
proceed from the last throes and agonies of that expiring power, justify 
us and demand at the hands of the General Assembly who should truly 
be the guardians of the happiness and prosperity of the people, any 
effect which can inany wise strengthen the councils of the nation against 
the recurrence of similar causes and results, and which may encourage 
the administration of the country to adhere to its existing wise and pru- - 
ent policy in regard to this great and absorbing subject: and. — * 

Whereas, the constitution of the United States contemplates a Treasu- 
ry, to be held by the. Government, wholly free from any necessary con- 
nexion with Banks, and the present crisis as well as times past have. 
demonstrated the wisdom of such a measure; this General Assembly

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GRUNDY’S LETTER. 


. Nasuvinnr, December 14th, 1839. 
To the Senate and Hause of Representatives of the State of Tennessee: 

GENTLEMEN— 

While at Washington I received, with the liveliest sensibility, the 
intelligence of my election by your honorable body to the Senate of the 
United States. The station you have thus assigned to me, is the highest 
to which my aspirations have ever reached, and while there are few 
which afford an individual a better field to render to his country every 
service in his power, there is none that accords more entirely with my 
own taste. Your selection unsolicited as it was, is gratifying to me by 
the evidence it affords that the efforts of my past political life to dis- 
charge my duty are not disapproved by the people of Tennessee, who 
have so often honored me far beyond my merits. [It is also gratifying 
tome asa proof that old fashioned republicanism is in the ascendant, 
since I must presume that you have elected me in the confidence that I 
retain unchanged the same political prineiples upon which I have acted 
since the commencement of my public life. I have it is true been asso- 
ciated by my late official station with those in whose intelligence and 
integrity I have the atmost confidence, and for whom, whether as public 
or private men, I cannot but feel high esteem ; still to obey the voice of 
my State expressed through her Legislature, ought to outweigh every 
such consideration, and I should not have hesitated for an instant to 
oboy her mandate were it not for a constitutional difficulty, which I will 
briefly notice. This diffeulty was but lately presented to my view by 
an intelligent friend whose attention had been called to it by an occur- 
rence which had taken place many years since. Of my eligibility to 
the Senate, I never entertained a doubt. My attention had not been 
attracted to the subject, nor had it occurred, as I learn since I reached 
this place, to the mind of any member of your honorable body, no such 
question having been raised. ‘The suggestion above referred to, and 
your eleciion, have produced a full examination, the result of which is 
ROW divert. 

‘The Coustitution of the United States declares that ** no person shall 
be a Senator wao shall nof when elected, be an inhabitant of that State 
for which he shall be chosen.” In nothing have the framers of this admi- 
rable instrü.aeat been more singularly happy, thanin the use of language 
frea froin teeunicalitv, and having aikngwn and accepted meanmg. In ev- 
ery interpretation of it this faet should be kept constantly in view, Th 
sentence to which I have referred disqualifies me unless I were an in- 
havitunt of ‘Tennesssee at the time I was chosen, if I was not so, ac- 
ecordurz to tho known and accepted meaning of the language which is 
used E must, however great my reluctance, decline the honor you have 
eoaferrel on me. The word “inkabifant” being derived from the Latin 
term Aabilo, which signifies to dwell, to live in—applies exclusively to 
ene who lives permenently in a place and has there a fixed and legal set- 
tlement. It embraces locality of existence. It excludes the idea of 
temporary, occasional or genarl residence. It refers to the place. where 
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a person actually dwells at the time he is chosen to the exclusion of - 
every other. . 

Could I in this sense have declared myself at the time I was elected, 
an inhabitant of any other place than Washington city. T received from 
the public Treasury an annual salary for services, the most important of 
which could not be performed without my being at the seat of govern- 
ment. No portion of the duties of an Attorney General can be per- 
formed by.a deputy or substitute; he must perform them all in person. 
For more than twenty years—since Mr. Madison required Mr. Pinckney 
to do so—I believe it has been held obligatory upon the Attorney Gen- 
eral to live at Washington. 

I have felt such to be my duty ever since my appointment; and have 
never left the seat of government except for an occasional visit to Ten- 
nessee, I presume no question could have been made as to my right to 
the political privileges which attach to an inhabitant of the District of - 
Columbia, duly qualified in othe respects. Was I then when elected an 
inhabitant of ‘Tennesse? We are not to confound this term inhabitant 
with the term citizen, a word far more comprehensive in its meaning, 
which may properly apply to a member of a particular community even 
though absent for years, and which reserves to {he individual all the 
rights that were not dependent upon actual inhabitancy. Nor are we 
even to confound it with the obligation of residency, a term to which a 
broader meaning has been sometimes given. -We are limited strictly to 
ihe phraseology of the Constitution, and we are not justified in giving 
to the qualification that instrument requires any meaning but such as the 
term evidently bears. 

The Journal of the Federal Constitution and the debates as reported 
by Mr. Madison, clearly show the intention of that body to impose on 
this qualification in the case of Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress more than ordinary itrietness dnd certainty. The word “resident” 
had been reported in the first draught of the Constitution, but was 
changed after some discussion to the term “inhabitant,” because the 
latter was deemed to be free from the broader construction which many 
States of the Union had given to the former. 

A learned Justice of the Supreme court of the United States, while 
drawing in marked language, the distinction between the fact of inhabit- 
- ancy, and the rights of citizenship, clearly defines the former.  ** Alien- 
age and citizenship” heremarks, “ are one thing, butinhabitancy by which 
I understand local residence animomenandiis quiteancther.” The Supreme 
laws when required as it has.been on more than one occasion, to con- 
strue the same word as used in acts of Congress, has given to it the same 
careful interpretation, and distinguished between the inhabitant who must 
be actually living in the place referred to, and who without so doing, 
. may enjoy the rights and privileges of a citizen, or even be regarded as 
a resident in the more general acceptation of that phraze. My own view 
of the rights of inhabitancy, so far as the present question is concerned; 
is, that so soon as an individual accepts of an executive office; the duties 
of which require him to live at the seat of the General Government, he 
loses them, and the moment he resigns his office and returns to his State, 
with the intention of being an inhabitant of it, his inhabtancy is changed, 
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and he possesses all the rights. which appertain to it. Y am. not insensi- 
ble that the priaciples which have been adopted in tac cases of minis- 
ters of the United States at Foreign courts, and of members of Con 
gress elceted while absent from home, may be thought to apply in the 
present instance. Tam satistied however, that they do not, By the well 
settled rules of meraational law, a diplomatic functionary is exempted 
from the jurisdiction, civil and criminal, of the country to which he goes, 
he remains ihe representative of the rights and the dignity of the State 
by whieh he was sent; he is regarded as extra-territorial; he is suppos- 
ed still to be within the territory of that nation whose sovereignty he rep- 
resents, his children though born abroad, are considered as natives of his 
awn eeuntry, and white he acquires no political rights that are dependent 
on iaáobiaocy in the place ta whieh he goes, so he loses none that be- 
long to itjin that fron wüiea isseat, ‘These rules which arejweil settled on 
tae pringinies Cl interaational law, were coniirmea by the House of Rep- 
resentatives inthe vear 1824, in the ease of Mr. Forsyth. 

Nor is there any constitutional objection to the eligibility of a Senator 
or Represenaiive in Congress, who is absent from his State on the du- 
ties or that oliiee when ne is elected. That absence is necessary and 
temporary, it is «eg hehalf, and for the business of his cunstituency, 
whose delegate he is, his duties are performed for them; his responsi- 
bilities are to them; in no respect does he resemble an executive oilicer,. 
such as the Attorney General, who is appointed by the President and 
Serate, is equally responsible to every part of the Union, and has no 
duties more especially referable to the State of which he is a citizen, 
than to any other inthe confederacy. If there could be any question upon 
this point‘ it would scera to be removed by the decision of the House of 
Representative in 1224, in the case of Mr. Bailey. He was born and 
raised tu the Norfolk district of Massacausetts, and practiced law there. 
Six years before his election, to.Congress being appointed to a clerkship 
in the Department of State, he went'to Washington, leaving at his father’s 
house his property, which was Inconsiderable m amount. While at 
Washingion, he boarded ata public house until bis marriage in the Dis- 
triet of Columbia, after waich he lived with his mother-in-law. He 
took no house, owned no property, and exercised no particular rights in 
the district, but always Ceclared his intention of returning to Massachu- 
setts and making that his permanent home. Under all these circumstan- 
ces, the House of Representative-delared him to be inelig:o:e by a vote- 
of 125 to 55. He immediately returned to his distaict, was elected at a 
special election and heid his seat without objection. Iam aware of no 
difference in principle between this case and mine: for neither the great 
length of time he resided in Washington, his marriage, nor the amout of 
property he may have left in Massachusetts, are circumstances thateffect 
the question ef inhabitancy, the true inquiry in all such cases, is what is 
the actual local position of the party in regard to his residence. In this,. 
there is'no diiicrence between Mr. Bailey’s case and mine. I was living in 
Washington for an indefinite time, and this is the very thing which con- 
stitutes innabitancy in alegel sense. It is a true that my intention was to 
live ia Tennessee and end my days there, if providenc?.so permitted, and 
such. has at all times been my intention. My family were there, most a5, 
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my property was there, and. my affections were there, and I looked: to it 
as the place of my future permanent home. After giving to these cote 
siderations, that full reflection to which their bearing upon my own case 
entitled them, 1 have not been able io regard myself authorized by the 
constitution to ask: from the Senate of the United States, a seat in their 
honorable body. Nor have I felt that I should have acted with just res- 
, pect to the Legislature of "Tennessee, who have so highly honored me, 
if I had foregone my own opinion and have awaited the decision cf the 
Senate, since the delay incidentto that course, would probably have pre- 
vented the election of a Senator before the period of adjournment of 
your honorable body. ; 

It is under these circumstances, therefore, I decline an appointment 
which it would have been so gratifying to my. pride and my feelings 
instantly te have accepted. I reconcile myself to this course from the 
circumstances that it relieves my mind from every. apprehension of 
having deviated in the Jeast degree from the spirit and intention of the 
constitution. You can readily appreciate the difficulty and perplexity 
of my situation; on.the one hand, if I accepted your appointment, and 
attempted to take my seat in the Senate, I should be acting against my 
own views of the constitution, and if permitted to retain my seat, I 
should myself constantly doubt the constitutional propriety of my being 
there. On the other hand, if I had declined, without returning to 
Nashville, I should have disappointed the expectation and wishes of the 
State, as expressed through your honorable body. I have adopted the 
only course leftme. I have resigned the office of Attorney General.of 
the United States. I am now not only a citizen, but an inhabitant of 
the Siate; Tam nowa Tennessean in the full sense of. the term, and 
entitled to all the rights and privileges which belong to that proud name. 
Whether I remain in private life, or be restored to- membership in the 
Senate of the United States,gdepends entirely on your good pleasure.

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REPORT OF THE MINORITY 
Of the select committee on Tippling Houses, against the repeal of the 
act of 1837-8, made through Mr. Foster of Williamson, to the House 

of Representatives, November 29, 1839. 

The minority of the select committee on Tippling Houses, to whom 
were referred the various bills and resolutions, in reference to the repeal 
of the act of 1837—S, together with the petitions for and against that 
measure, have had the same under consideration, and having bestowed 
that reflection which the interest of the subject and its bearing upon the 
weal of the community demand, beg leave to 

REPORT, 

That on investigating the subject, three propositions presented them- 
selves, to the minds of the committee: 1. The power and duty of the 
State to enact the law of 1837-8. 2d. The utility and effect of the 
provisions of that law upon the interests, security and happiness of the 
community. Sd. The effect and consequences of the bill reported by 
the majority upon the character and prosperity of the State. 

Ta considering the 1st proposition, your committee deem it unnece*sary 
to refer at length to the natural rights which man, in the formation of 
society, uoluntarily surrendered to her laws—the enjoyments of which 
rights are calculated to disturb the peace, goed order and happiness of 
the community, and to diminfsh the security of the individual privileges 
retained. The absolute rights which he retained and the relative ones 
which he acquired have in all well regulated governments been so con- 
trolled that their possession and enjoyments should not operate to the 
violation or destruction of the rights of others; nor to the molestation 
of the good order and peace of society. Indeed such is the vigilant at- 
tention and watchful solieitude of Government over its citizens that in- 
many cases the enjoyment of their absolute and relative rights are not 
only restricted, but not unfrequently tolally interdicted when their use 
consists of their abuse and the personal injury of the citizen. Upon 
the condition that tha State will permit to the citizen the possession and 
enjoyment of his rights on the terms just named, the citizen in the cove- 
nant of union stipulates and agrees to submit to, and perform the obli- 
gations and duties which are enjoined upon him by the laws and exacted 
by the Government. Fer it must be remembered that the State has 
rights and powers as inviolable and essential as those of the citizen, 
upon the preservation and execution of which, not only depends the 
enjoyment of the individual citizen, but the existence of the State and 
the peace and happiness of the whole people. 

As the general prosperity is the concentration of individual prosperity 
and happiness, it is the duty of the State so to act as to promote that ; 
object without a violation of the absolute rights retained, and the rela- 
tive rights acquired ; and as the possession of these rights is by the 
protection and power of the State, it is also the duty of the State so to 
regulate and restrain their enjoyment as to preserve the general welfare. 
In every well ordered government, there are three grand requisites sup- 
posed to center and unite: wisdom to discern the real interest of the 
community, goodness to endeavor always to pursue that real interest, 
and power to carry that knowledge and intention into execution. In 
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the exercise of these attributes, it has always been deemed to the inter- 
est of the community to enact in substance the natural and revealed 
laws of God, and really so superior is the sanction of those laws, that 
all human legislation contrary to their mandates, are void and inopera- 
tive. Andin some countries, the violation of one of those laws by the 
commission of suicide, is punished by the forfeiture of goods and chat- 
tels, lands and tenements. By the exercise of these attributes, also, 
all acts against good morals have been and are prohibited and punished - 
—among which may be enumerated, incest, polygamy, baudy-houses, 
gaming-houses, gaming, open and notorious lewdness, the indecent 
exhibition of the person, public intoxication, the disturbance of wor- 
shiping congregations, and adultery and fornication. Also all acts im- 
pairing the public health, such as selling unwholesome food, retailing 
poison, erecting nuisances, impregnating the air with deliterious and 
sickening miasmas, corrupting the waters with poisonous mixtures, and 
other offences of the sorts that might be enumerated. And in the more 
absolute exercise of the same requisite, all acts contrary to the safety 
and security of the people, are prohibited and punished—such as mur- 
der, maiming, rape, assaults and batteries, riots, routs, unlawful assem- 
blies, challenges, and others. Also, all acts violating the possession 
and enjoyment of personal property, such as arson, burglary, robbery, 
larceny, perjury, counterfeiting, passing counterfeit money, false to- 
kens, &e. 

Now if the prohibition and punishment of any or all of the foregoing 
offencesis sustained and justified, because the commission of any or all 
of them might either corrupt the morals or endanger the life, liberty, 
health, or prosperity of the citizen or community, why, yaur committee 
would emphatically ask, has not the State the same power to prohibit 
and punish the vending of ardent spirits, if by direction or indirection, 
ihe effect be either to corrupt the morals, or endanger the life and 
security of the citizen, or to violate the enjoyment of his prosperity, 
or to disturb the good order and peace of society? If, for example, the 
powerful and almost prevalent disposition to game is prohibited, because 
of its immorality and tendency to loss of time and property, why shall 
not the vending of spirituous liquors, the excessive use of which not 
only tends to demoralize the community, but to the inevitable dissipa- 
tion of property, be also prohibited—more especially as into the game- 
ster’s vortex the honorable and respectable of every age and condition, 
being first seduced from the even tenor of life by its influence, are 
thoughtlessly and untimely precipitated ? 

Again: If the indulgence of personal revenge and self-satisfaction 
for honor insulted, for character calumniated, or for feelings contume- 
liously outraged, is in the wisdom of the law denied to the citizen, be- 
cause it endangers life, and violates the peace and good order of the 
community, why cannot the same wisdom prohibit the vending of 
ardent spirits, the improper use of which most freqüently leads to out- 
rage, and provokes retaliation ? 

Again: lf the power of the State can provide for the preservation of 
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the publie health by inhibiting the sale of poisons, and the erection of 
nuisances, why cannot the same power inhibit the excessive use of 
ardent spirits, a liquid poison in its nature, and the vending of which, 
under the 'lippling-IMlouse system, assuredly constitutes a public 
nuisance ? 

Again: Suppose the people of this country, instead of being addicted 
to the inordinate use of distilled spirits, were prone like the semi- 
barbarians of the Chinese Empire, to the excessive use of opium, or 
any other deliterious narcotic, producing mental and physical stupefac- 
tion, will it be denied that the State could not, under the acquired right 
of guarding the publie health, inhibit its use altogether, except as a 
medicinal agent ? 

ft is a settled principle in both law and politics, that whether a right 
be granted to the State by the constitution, or to the judiciary by the 
Legislature, that the eotemporaneous and subsequent exercise of the 
one, as weil as the adjudication of the other, determines the extent of 
power, especially in doubtful cases. The Federal Government is one 
of delegated powers—while the State governments can exercise all 
power not prohibited by the Federal constitution, or forbid in their own 
billof rights. In 1762, the colony of North Carolina, in her wisdom, 
prohibited to any one the right to keep an ordinary, without having first 
obtained a license therefor. In 1779, the State of North Carolina, by 
statute, prohibited any person, not being an ordinary keeper, to sell or 
retail liquors less than a quart, (and then not to be drank upon the 
premises,) under the penalty of one hundred and twenty-five dollars. 
These laws were imforce anduse in Tennessee whilst a territory of 
North Carolina, and in 1796, after being admitted into the Union as a 
separate and independent State, she re-enacted ann the laws then in 
foree in the mother State, not inconsistent with the constitution, At 
no intervening tine since the passage of the act of 779, up to the present 
period, has, he citizen had the rightto sell less than the quart, to be drank 
upeu the premises, without license from the State; and in the exercise 
ot this power by the State, not only have the people, but the judiciary, 
acquiesced. by the legal construction of the meaning end intent of 
the law of 1397—5, the State refused to extend to any person the right, 
by license, to sell less than a quart, and then not to be drank upon the 
premises, Now if the State, since 1796, had exercised the power to 
prohibit tae sale of ardent spirits without her consent, and for which she 
exacted a tribute, by what course of argument, or upon what principle 
of constitutional law can it he maintained thet in 1837-8, the State had 
not the power to withhold her consent to licensed tippling, if, in her 
wisdom, suc conceived the publie weal requited it? In withholding 
that conscat, your committee conceive that no right secured to the citi- 
zen was invaded, and no enjoyment consistent with the good order of 
seciety—for which all governments are constituted—withheld or inter- 
dieted. If, however, your committee are not sustained in this conclu- 
sion, by the principles here laiddowa, and the argument adduced there- 
from, they may safely appeal from their own limited investigation, 
(necessarily limited for the want of time and opportunity,) of the rights 
of go: ernment tothe deci-ionof the Supreme court on the act of 1837-8, 
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reported in Meigs’s Reports, in tlie case of Dyer vs. State. In that 
case the plaintiff in error was indicted and convicted of retailing spirits 
under a license issued by the Davidson county court after the passage 
of the act of 1837-8. ‘True, it does not appear from the report of the 
case, and the points raised by counsel and adjudged of by the court, 
that the power of the State to enact the law, was especially presented 
and considered of; yet if the power did not exist, or its existence was 
questionable, the learned counsel of the offender would surely have 
availed themselves of this point in his defence. And even if it shon’ 
have escaped the sagacity and legal acumen of counsel, it is reason. se 
to presume that the court, as a tribunal of last resort, would have inves- 
| tigated the power, and finding it not to exist, and if to exist of doubtful 
construction, would have discharged the offender. 
Your committee then feel assured that the decision referred to has 
settled indirectly, if not directly, two important principles in their mves- 
tigation. First, that thelaw of 1837-8 isconstitutional ; and secondly, 
that no tribunal has the right to license any individual to sell spirituous 
liquors ‘in quantities less than a quart, and then not to be drank upon 
, the premises.” 
| In the proposed order of investigation, your committee are called 

next to examine the utility and effect of the provisions of the law of 
| 1837-8, upon the interest, security, and happiness of the community ; 
| previous to which, however, it becomes necessary to answer the objec- 
tion that the use and consumption of ardent spirits has not been abolished 
by the action of the law. Should this objection obtain, and induce the 
repeal of the law, then indeed may every law of a penal nature forbidding 
the commission of crime, from murder in the first degree to the least 
conceivable misdemeanor, be repealed. For in the vast catalogue of 
crimes and misdemeanors, is there one which, in perpetration, has been 
wholly permitted, either from forgetfulness, from moral reformation, or 
from the terrors of avenging justice? Instead of forgetting or omit- 
ting to commit some or all the various grades of crime, the depravity of 
the human mind has not only indulged in their commission, but has 
been astute to find out and commit crimes not previously perpetrated. 
Instead of moral principle subduing the gratification of the evil propen- 
sities of our race, the march of the human mind in virtue and intelligence 
not unfrequently witnesses the progressive increase of dissipation, vice, 
and crime. Tustead of the fearful penalty of the law arresting, by its 
awaiting punishment, the murderer from shedding the blood of his 
fellow-man, or the felon from abducting or destroying his neighbors’ 
Property, the frequent occurrence of the latter, and the not unusual 
occurrence of the former, remind us that the suppression of crime is not 
vet effected. And though the vigilant and fostering hand of the law 
has thrown around the aged and the young every security.and protec- 
tion against the allurements of the gaming house, and the seductions of 
the baudy house, still in open day, in view of the halls of justice, and 
Within the purlieus of the temples of the living God, they stand with 
open doors, alike consuming the property and destroying the morals of 
their unhappy victims. But if these things do exist; if the wily 
cUming of the malefactor shall evade the pursuit of justice, or if the

virtue and patriotism of the people, for whom alone laws are enacted, 
in the absence of n healthy public sentiment, shall slumber and permit 
them to remain unexecuted, shall the representatives of the people remit 
their vigilance, and forego all legislative action upon the evils that daily 
beset society? Or, to come to the point in question, must it be conceded 
that because the entire beneficial effects of the law of 1837-8 have not 
been realized, the State shall abate in her exertions to establish those 
principles, the salutary influence of which isto elevate the moral senti- 
ment ef the people, to enlarge the enjoyment of public and social hap- 
piness, to insure the advancement of general and individual prosperity, 
and to restore to the true dignity of man, the unfortunate subjects of 
incbriation? Most assuredly not. 

Your committee assume and hope to demonstrate the position that 
the elfect and utility of the law under consideration, when carried out, 
has been to suppress erime, to advance the pecuniary interests of the 
State and people, and to promote public and domestic happiness. That 
erime would be committed if the use of ardent spirits was unknown to 
the country, no one will pretend to deny, but that its use has multiplied 
ihe commission of crime and that too by persons most frequently, whe, 
treo from this influence would shudder at the act, is as undeniably true 
For it is worthy of remark that while the hardened and obdurate male 
tactor with coolness and deliberation shall commence the work of bloot 
or felony or gross immorality, the newly initiated, stung by conscience, 
falter in the outset and seck the oblivion of reason in the stupefaction 
of liquid poison, to embolden them to the commission of the act. To 
the former character the benefits of the law o` 1837-8 can never reach, 
while it may chance to change the destinies of the latter. It is also 
equally worthy of remark that the thoughtless or idle or pleasure loving, 
though otherwise harmless men,may, without any other impediment than 
these short comings, pass through life and successfully vesist the temp- 
tation to criminal or grossly immoral acts. And yet in the pursuit dí 
their ruling passions, (generally as itinerant loafers,) they not unfit 
quently fall, by accident or design, upon the Tipphing-House, iscate’ 
as the ease may be at the street corner or cross roads where, tempted br 
the constant hangers on of such places—-whose frequently replete 
stomachs have depleted their pockets—to join in the cup of hilarity, and 
under iis inebriating excitement associate in the commission of crime o 
misdemeanor at which in their sober moments they would have revolted. 
Experience also teaches us, that even those who are advanced in life 

vith all the comforts which an early career of industry and success mar 
have thrown around them, and in the happy enjoyment of every soeia 
and domestic tie, may be caught in the meshes of thetippling shop, ot: 
led captive under the influence of inebriation, to the work of crime aul 
moral degradation, or plunged into infamy and ruin ere the sunshine o 
bliss that lights his home is clouded with suspicion. 

Asa forcible illustration of the truth of the principle that tippling 
contributes to crime, the positive testimony of the convicts now in ot 
State Penitentiary may here be mentioned. From their voluntary state 
ment accompanying the report of the Superintendent, it appears that ot! 
of 154 convicts, sixty-one alledge that they committed the offence which 
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| led totheir conviction and confinement, when in a state of intoxication; 
| sizty-six admit that yrevious to their imprisonment they were habitual 
| drunkards, and eighty-two admitthat they were occasionally drunk, 
| leaving only siz uniformly temperate men out of the? whole num- 
| ber. This testimony, coming from the unhappy victims of habitual and 
| occasional intoxication, furnishes to the mind of the public and the 
Legislature the best proof that the use of ardent spirits conduces to vice 
| and crime, and that the interest of the State demands the removal or 
| abatement of the evil. That three-fourths of inferior offences are con- 
| ceived in moments of inebriation and executed in similar mental and 
| physical condition, your committee believe cannot be disputed. 

If, then, the effect of tippling be to increase crime and its commission, 
and if the law under consideration has operated to diminish the evil, by 
| the removal of licensed tippling shops (its chief exciting cause,) it 
| ah of consequence that the effect has been to lessen the commission 
of crime, ' 

Your committee have also assumed that the effect of the law under 
notice, in the second place, is to advance the pecuniary interests of the 

people, which position they will now attempt to illustrate. By informa- 
tion communicated to your committee, the fact has been ascertained that 
in the year preceding the passage of the law of 1837-8, there was im- 
ported from abroad into the city of Nashville ardent spirits to the value 
of one hundred thousand dollars. This vast amount, it is to be fairly 
presumed, was disposed of by the importer at fifty per cent. and by the 
retailer in the tippling shop at one hundred per cent. If the sum of 
one hundred thousand dollars has been in one year expended in the pur- 
chase of foreign liquors by the city of Nashville alone, may not the in- 
ference be safely drawn that other interior towns, with the commercial 
towns of Clarksville, Randolph, and Memphis have annually expended 
in the purchase of the same article the sum of three hundred thousand 
dollars? Add to this the advance of the wholesale and retail dealer, say 
three hundred thousand dollars, and we have the enormous sum total of 
seven hundred thousand dollars annually paid by the consumer for ardent 
spirits—an immense premium on the corruption of morals, the genera- 
tion of crime, and the destruction of social and domestic happiness! 
This sum, divided among the constitutional voters of the State, would 
be $7 to each, and on the supposition that only one half indulge in the 
use of foreign liquors, it would be $14 to each consumer, and if only 
one fourth, $28 to each consumer. 

If the foregoing estimate be true, (and vour committee believe it less 
than an accurate examination of the facts would justify,) the State pre- 
vious to the passage of the existing law was annually depleted in her 
gold and silver means by the first purchase of the article: of foreign 
spirits, the amount of four hundred thousand dollars. It will not avail 
to say that this investment was made by way of barter in the exchange 
of the staple commodities of the State, because our resources if not 
expended in this way would have returned upon us through a corres- 
ponding increase of solid capital. As the annual product of the labor 
of the country, whether'in agriculture, manufactures, or commerce, is itg 
annual profits which increase its gold and silver equivalent to the value 
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of the proceeds of such profils, or operates to retain so much of the pre- 
cious metals in the State as is equivalent to the foreign debt contracted 
for the actual necessaries and comforts of life, by discharging that debt, 
it follows that the investment of four hundred ihousand dollars in ardent 
spirits, which serves neither as gold or silver or to discharge our foreign 
debt, it is, in effect, withdrawing that amount of gold and silver, with- 
out any sort of consideration. But we are asked'if the effect of the 
law of 1837-8 prevents this evil. Your committee answer, that from 
the same examination which enabled them to ascertain the foregoing 
facts, they also learn, that since the passage of the law the importation 
of ardent spirits into the city of Nashville has been comparatively aban- 
doned, and that in some of the most respectable wholesale houses, the 
amount on hand at the passage of the law remains, in part, still on hand 
forthe want of purchasers. It is reasonable to conclude that the same 
effects followed in the other river and interior towns in the State. And 
if so, the aggregate effect of the law on the pecuniary interest of the 
State has been to diminish the importation of foreign liquors, say at least 
two thirds the amount previously imported. 

But the estimate ef your committee of the loss to the State previous 
to the passage of the law, however appalling, becomes doubly so to the 
iriend of human happiness, when the individual sums exacted from each 
consumer of the article, (to constitute this aggregate loss,) is taken into 
the account. If the sum of $400,000 was annually paid to foreigners 
for ardent spirits, and estimating the voting population of the State at 
one hundred thousand souls, the question occurs how many of that num- 
ber, afler defraying their family or individual expenses, havea surplus 
remaining, and how many of that number at the close of the year fall 
helow in income their necessary annual expenditures? To that portion 
who can claim a surplus, the tax contributed for the use of ardent spirits 
is the loss in whole or part of the annual nett profit of their labor or 
capital. And to that portion whose income falls short of their expenses, - 
the tax is the consumption, to its extent, of the principal of their estate. 
Now that the common laborer or man of limited capital who is.in the 
habit of tippling, annually lessons his estate or means of support to an 
extent not perceived until demonstrated by actual ruin, your committee. 
believe can be demonstrated by a single example. Say, that upon an 
average he consumes, by tippling, a gallon per week, and for each dram 
pays twelve and a half cents, the gallon, (on the supposition that he 
drinks a gill at each time,) costs him four dollars, which multiplied by 
fifty-two runs up the annual cost to $208. If only a half a gill each 
time, the annual costis of course doubled and amounts to $416. Should 
he consume, however, but half a gallon per week, then on the first basis 
he pays $104 a year, and on the second, $208. And should he use but 
a quart per week, he pays, by the same calculation, on the first basis 
$52, and on the second $104 per year. Either of the above sums, but 
especially the first and second, well garnered, would in afew years en- 
able the common laborer in case of ill health or other accidental disa- 
bility, to secure a permament support for himself and family ; or if able 
to work, without loss of time, would by accumulation, if well invested, 
in the event of death leave his family above the cold charity of the 
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world, afford them solace in after life, and relieve them of the trials to 
which human poverty is so generally subject. The effect of the saving 
of either of the sums named to the man of small capital may be readily 
ascertained. Say that his annual income is six per cent. an the nomin- 
al worth of his estate, the saving of only $52 is equal to a permanent 
increase of $866 on his capital, while if his income falls short of his 
expenditures, the same saving serves to lessen to that amount the annual 


| inroad upon his estate. 


Your committee have further assumed, that the effect of thelaw has been 


| to promote public and domestic happiness. And to sustain their propo- 
| sition, they need only to refer to the history of the country previous to 


ihe passage of this law and the condition in which it was placed under 
the operation of the repealed statues authorizing licensed ordinaries and 
tippling shops. In reviewing this state of things, your committee are 


| forcibly reminded that in many cases the victims of the rum shop, as 
| well the affluent as the poor, have been seduced by their allurements to 
| abandon the daily vocations of life, to desert the soft but endearing en- 


ticements of home and family, and lingering with a spell-bound fixation, 


| around these graves of their usefulness, their characters, and their for- 


tunes, remain tributary to the coffers of their keepers, until rendered ab- 
solutely houseless and pennyless. Nor was this all. Located as the tip- 


| pling shops were at points the most apt to arrest and detain, not unfre- 


quently was the man of years and sobriety enticed from his accustomed 


| path of temperance and virtue through the solicitation of friends, be- 
| neath their contagious and withering influence, and yielding to momenta- 


vy enjoyment, became their constant, and, in time, ruined visiter. So, too, 


| the young, their country's sentinel in the hour of danger and her counsel 
| m future conflicts—the hope and pride of parental fondness—were, in 
| an unguarded hour, drawn into these whirlpools of ruin and misery, and 
| the bright hope which bounding over the transit to manhood, contempla- 
| ted them in the brilliant career of honor and usefulness, suddenly wither- 
| ed and blasted. The effect of the system was not limited to this brief 
| but awful catalogue of misfortunes. While it is an acknowledged truth 
| that the human mind seldom yields to the commission of erime or gross 
| immortality from first impressions, but by painful and repeated trials the 
| admonitions of conscience are subdued until its still small voice is heard 
| no more, it is alike true of the victim of ardent spirits. No man on the 
| first temptation relishes the deadly potion. On the contrary his system 
| loaths with indignation the first entrance of the enemy into the citadel of 


life, and it is not until the muniment secured by nature is broken down, that 
he can enjoy the poisonous draught. Nor can he, even after a fondness for 
drink is acquired,in the first instance,surrender himself a victim to intoxica- 
tion, while surrounded by family and friends. It is when out of the pale 


| of their endearing influence and beyond that guard against vice and dis- 
| pation which the presence and affection of a wife and the respect for 


his offspring mutually create, that he leaps the barrier separating vice 
from virtue ; intemperance from sobriety. Your committee, in proof of 
this, would respectfully inquire, what living subject of intoxication for 
the first time in the immediate circle and presence of his family ever sur- 


rendered for its senseless enjoyment, the confidence of his bosom com- 
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panion and the veneration and respect of his children? And yet how 
many, separated trom these fond but natural and powerful restrictions, 
in the walls of the tippling shop, have dishonored their own name and 
forfeited the confidence of their family, until goaded by an accusing con- 
science and unable to meet the serene but offended presence of a' degra- 
ded family, sought in the delirium of habitual intoxication the oblivious 
antidote ! 

In fine, tho effect of the system was to multiply crime, to dispose the 
mind to its commission, to abstract time and labor from honest industry, 
to involve the citizen in debt without consideration, to enervate the body 
and pollute the morals, to chill and by degrees annihilate the ties of do- 
mesiic love and attachment, to cast upon the world without hope or sup- 
port the innocent and helpless, and to reduce to infamy and punishment 
the ill-fated votanes of the tippling shops. 

The last proposition which ariscs in this investigation is the policy of 
repealing the act of 1837-8 in the bill proposed by the majority of the 
committee, 

If your committee, in the preceding remarks, have correctly set forth 
the consequences growing out of the excessive use of ardent spirits, and 
the tendency of lieensed tippling to aggravate and increase the evil, the 
policy of repealing the act of 1837-8, they humbly conceive can scarce- 
ly be entertained, much less sanctioned; certainly on only two cosidera- 
tions: first, that the repeal is demanded by public sentiment, and second- 
ly, thata salutary substitute for the act can be had by the revival of the 
repealed statutes as proposed, (substantially,) by the bill reported by the 
majority. 

Your committee have no evidence before them that the repeal of the 
act is called for by public sentiment. On the contrary a reference to 
the report of their colleagues of the majority, will show that the peti- 
tions of the people referred to the committee, number two signers to one 
against the repeal. And if we look abroad for demonstrations of the 
popular voice, your committee risk but little in saying that the difference 
in favor of the law 1s much greater than even this index would bespeak 
it, Add to this the sentiment of the press—unanimous in favor of the 
law so far as it has como to the knowledge of your committee—and the 
increased reputation of Tennessee, for public virtue, acquired in distant 
States by the passage of this act, and we have a sum of moral influence 
foo incontestible for the most specious opponent of the law to contro- 
vert. 

There is nothing, your committee conceive, m the proposition of the 
majority, to revive the ordinary system, to unsettle the confidence of the 
public mind in the general utility of the existing restriction. On the 
contrary, they have little doubt that its whole tendency will be to con- 
firm the opponents of licensed tippling in their well grounded predilec- 
tions for the act sought to be repealed. The effects of the ** Tavern” or 
* Ordinary Law” of 1823 and which are still fresh in the recollection of 
most of our fellow citizens, strengthen your committee in this belief. 
Without stopping to inquire into the Anti-Republican tendeney of be- 
stowing exclusive privileges on the taverner to the exclusion of all other 
classes, your committee will content themselves hy referring to the fact 
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that under a similar regulation, the Staté was called to witness not only 
the most alarming increase of dissipation and intemperance, but number- 
less (and alas, too successful) attempts at subornation and perjury re- 
sorted to by the applicants for tippling or tavern privileges from 1823 to 
31, as the most ready means of evading the provisions of the law. To 
such an extent had this evil grown, and so open had become the viola- 
tions of the Ordinary regulations, that the Legislature of 1831 felt call- 
ed upon to pass a general license law, which, while it removed the in- 
ducement to fraud and subornation, but added to the dreadful impetus 
of dissipation engendered by the old law and already hurrying thousands 
of our best population to a premature grave. It was finally to avert this 
state of things that the act of 1837-8 was passed; and believing that it 
has contributed, in a great measure, to effect the desired object, as well 
as to enhance the character of the State abroad, and to promote the gen- 
eral welfare: and believing also, that a revival of the repealed statutes 
(even under the severest penalties,) would be followed by the immediate 
recurrence of the abuses just referred to, your committee, in conclusion, 
recommend the continuance of the existing law and the rejection of the 
bill reported by the majority. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

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REPORT, 
Of the Joint Select Commitice on Common School Moneys. 


The Joint Sclect Committee who were appointed by a resolution of 
the General Assembly of the 16th November, to inquire iato the situa- 
tion of tlie Common School moneys of this State; whether the Superin- 
tendent of Puble Instruction had used due diligence in collecting the 
Common School moneys; whether he hs properly invested the said 
moneys as by law he is required; whether he has distributed the sums 
bv him roquired to be distributed tor the benefit of Common Schools; 
and whether there lias been any waste or loss of said moneys or any part 
thereof, since the appointment o? said superintendent, beg leave respect- 
fully to report: 

That immediately after their appointment they entered upon the dis- 
charge of their dutics. They found the matters submitted to their in- 
vestigation, much more ditieult and complicated than they at first ima- 
gined. They also found that it was most convenient for them to exa- 
mine the receipts and disbursements of tho Superintendent in connection, 
that they migut the better compare then. 

With regard to the diligence used by the Superintendent in the collec- 
tion of the scucol moneys. The four: scetion of the act creating the 
otlice requires “the monoys, notes, bonds, stocks, securities, and other 
pronecty belonging to the State or Gommon School lund, in the possession 
or under the control of the agents appointed to close the concerns of the 
Bank or the Sate, the County Common School Commissioners, and 
County Panl: Agents,” to be delivered, on demand, to the Superintendent 
or tie authorized agent of the * Board of Common School Commission- 
ers.” Ho is also authorized In tio fifth section of ihe act, to take pos- 
session of the moneys and securities in the hands of the ** late Treasurer 
of Eas: Tennessee,” which beloagec or were appropriated to the use ef 
Colleges, Academis, or Common Schools. For the purpose of collect- 
ing these moneys and efiests the act authorizes the appointment of an 
agent ia cach county. ‘These agents were to be furnished with a sched- 
ule of allaccounts as the deators to the school fund in their respec- 
tive counties, aud tüey were to be required to call in the tea per centum 
on the amount of each debt at the first renewal, and twenty-five per cen- 
tum atthe end of each succecding six mouths; so that the whole would 
be paidat the end of two years. The Superintendent went into office 
about the frst of Mareh, 1835. Low this duty of collecting these mo- 
neys has been performed, will be better secen by a table hereto annex- 
ed, mazied A, which the committee have prepared with much care, from 
the books end napors in the Superintendent’s ofice. The first column 
shows the amount of moneys duc from each county at the time the Su- 
perintendert went into ofice. It agrees with a report made to the Le- 
gisiature o£ the State oa the 17th October, 1828, except, that in that re- 
port Knox county is charged with 314,152 72, beiuz 51,987 28 more 
than is now eharged. This diserepaney was occasioned by the Bank 
agent at Knozviile, who, in making out the account against that county,

| charged interest upon the fund, which he ought not to have done, For, 
| the Commissioners had a right to consume the interest for purposes of 
| education, From this statement there seemed then to be due trom the 
county Common School Commissioners, and county agents, the sum of 
| four hundred and twenty-one thousand six hundred and fifty-two dollars 
and eighty cents. 
| The second column exhibits the moneys collected by the county 
| agents, appointed under the act of 1836, and includes not only the moneys 
| drawn from the hands of County Common School Commissioners, but also 
| the taxes collected from school funds, aud tippling houses, up to the pas- 
| sage of the act of 1838, requiring the sameto be paid into the Trsasury of 
the State ; also in some instances moneys due the old Bany. ‘The amount 
eollected from Shelby county, includes the bonus up to January 1838, 
and part of the dividends derived from the F'armers and Merchants? Bank 
at Memphis. That of Knox county includes a portion of the old Bank 
| moneys. "Phe third column exhibits an estimated balance due from the 
several counties, exclusive of old Dank judgments and claims. "The 
| fourth column is an estimate of the amount of these debts that are sup- 
| posed doubtful. Dy an addition of the sum yet due and owing, with *he 
amount collected the whole amounts to three hundred and eighty-nine 
i thousand three hundred and ninety-six dollars and thirty-nine cents: 
| which (supposing the whole amount collected to have belonged properly 
to the county School Fund) leaves a balance of thirty-two thousand two 
hundzed and fifty-six dollars and forty-one cents, of the amount originally 
charged against the counties. This balance is accounted for, by the in- 
vestment of the School Fund of Davidson, Rutherford, Bedford, and 
Sevier counties, in works of internal improvement. Your committee 
lave no positive testimony that any of the agents have Cellected moneys 
which they have not accounted for, yet from some circumstances they 
| are induced to believe thata few of them have not acted properly on this 
[point. The Superintendent has not obtained, from time to time such 
lists of claims, paid and unpaid from the different agents as would be en- 
tirely satisfactory to the committee. , 

The last columa in this table shows a very great inequality in the 
amount of monies paid for tippling liceuse in the different counties. Your 
committee are satisfied that moneys have been collected for these license 
which have never been paid over to the Superintendent, ‘The amount 
[collected on tippling license is included in the $299,154 94 collected 
iby the agents. 
| The commiitee, after obtaining this result, proceeded to ascertain 
the sums collected by the Superintendent from all other sources, and, after 
examining iis books and other documents, found that the same amounted 
tothe sum of five hundred and seventy-seven thousand two hundred 
and eighty-eigit dollars and thirty-nine cents: making in all of total re- 
Iceipts from the Ist day of March, 1836, tothe 18th day of November, 
11859, the sum of eight huadred and seventy-six thousand four hundred 
[and forty-three dollars and thirty-three cents. ‘The amount received since 
ithe Ist day of October last, is $8,492 28, which taken from the amount 
reported on the 18th November last, leaves a balance, which he had re 
[ceived up to the Ist day of October, of $867,951 05; that is, one 
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thousand one hundred and sixty-one dollars and eighty-six cents more 
than was stated in his last report to have been received up to the 8th of 
October, the date of his report. Of this difference, one thousand dollars 
is accounted for, by a mistake of the Superintendent in adding up the 
items in the account of Shelby county. 

Your committee proceeded to ascertain and make out a table of the 
monthivy reecipts and expenditures of the superintendent, from the first 
day of March, 18386, to the 18th November, 1839. This table, the first 
four columns of which were carefully condensed from the books of the 
office, and under the eye of the superintendent, is hereto annexed, 
marked B. The fourth column will show the moneys paid out by the 
superintendent during each month of his official action. By comparing 
these monthly disbursements with the monthly receipts in the third 
column, it will be seen that the amount which remained in his hands, 
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after making the investments and paying the expenses. incident to his 
office, was constantly inereasing from the first month of liis service up 
tothe 18th of November, 1839. ‘This increase was so constant and 
rapid as to induce the committce to make out the balances in the hands 
of the superintendent at the end of each month. This result will be 
found in the seventh column of the table. It will be scen that on the 
last day of March, 1837, only thirteen months after he went into office, 
he was indebted to the fund inthe sum of 872,414 35; at the end of 
the next twelve months the balance against him amounted to S145. 
218 83; and in four months more it had swelled up against him to the 
amount of $170,445 86; at the end of March, 1839, it was $112, 
715 45. Onthe 16th day of November, the day your committee com- 
menecd their ingestigations, the balance against the superintendent, as 
shown by his own books, wes one hundred and fifteen thousand four 
hundred and twenty-five dollars and eighty-three cents. The average 
amount in his hands during his term of service has been upwards of 
eighty-seven thousand dollars. It will be seen from an interest account 
which the committee have added te this table, that the amount which the 
superintendent retained in his hands, would, if the same had been de- 
posited at an interest of six per centum, which could have been done, 
have added to the grand total the sum of nineteen thousand four hun- 
dred and twenty-eight dollars and ninety-eight cents. ‘They have cal- 
culated this interest for the whole time upon the principal only. The 
question here arises whether the superintendent has pursued the law in 
the course he has taken upon this subject. 

The 11th section of the 23d chapter of the act of 1836, directs that 
as fast as the school moneys shall be collected by the county agents, or 
other persons, they shall be pail over to the superintendent of public 
instruction, ** who shall invest the same by subseribing for stock of the 
Planters Bank of Tennessee, in the name of the board of common schod 
commissioners; and who shell in like manner re-invest the profils a 
they arise on the capital stock, or deposit the same on the best terms and 
for the highest rate of interest he may be ableto obtain, or he may deem 
most advisable.” The course here laid down was obvious, The 
moneys colleeted he € shall invest” by subscribing for stock of the Plan- 
ters Bank. ‘There is no discretion or alternative left. So far as the 
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profits of the investments are concerned, “the shall, in like manner,” 
either re-invest or deposit them for the highest rate of interest he may 
be able to obtain. ‘There is no authority here to Zend the money collect- 
ed, or to use it in shaving notes or buying bills. When the law is 
plain, the rule is equally plain, that there is no diseretion but to pursue 
the law. i 

But, in the account of receipts exhibited to ‘us by the Superintendent, 
he has charged himself with interest re¢eived to the amount of seven 
thousand three hundred and fifty-six dollars and twenty-nine cents. If 
we compare the interest account which he has made out, with an account 
of the interest upon the moneys he collected and failed to invest, as is 
shown in the last column of table B, it will stand thus:

It is obvious, that if the Superintendent could by any effort of fancy 
so construe the law as to justify the use to which we will hereafter show 
that he made of the money, he should at least pay legal interest for the 
same. But from the foregoing staténtent it appears that up to the 8th of 
October last, there was a deficiency of eleven thousand seven hundred 
and twenty-eight dollars and sixty-one cents in this item, to which, if we 
add the interest up to the 18th November, that is, $334 28, we find a 
total balance of interest against the Superintendent, not accounted for, of 
twelve thousand and sixty-two dollars and sixty-nine cents. 

It is true that stock of the Planters’ Bank, for some time in 1837, was 
selling very low in the eastern markets. Yet no one doubted but the 
stock required to be taken would be safe. The Superintendent was him- 
self a director of the Bank. During the most critical period of the 
Bank’s existence, the Superintendent had confidence init. Between the 
last day of May and first day of November, 1837, he paid into that Bank 
$61,700 for stock. Why then did he not invest the whole of the large 
balance which the account shows to have been in his hands during these 
months? Ifa part was safe, the whole would have been safe. But, if 
the general want of confidence, inspired by the suspension of the Banks 
in May, 1837, had been sufficient excuse for not investing the moneys in 
the hands of the Superintendent during its existence, the case was differ- 
ent during the first three months of 1837; for then the Banks had not 
suspended—they were inthe full tide of prosperity. If during this 
period we examine the balances in his hands, we find that they range from 
forty-four thousand to seventy-two thousand dollars. The Banks resumed 
specie payments in January, 1838. And again we find that he has failed 
to invest the moneys in his hands, The balance in his hands had, by the 
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. end of January, 1323, increased to $12-4,910—an amount below which 
it seldom tell trom that time to the present. 

Your committee addressed a note to the president of the Planters’ 
Bank, inquiring ** what were the best terms on which the common school 
maneys could have been deposited in that Bank from the first of March, 
1856, fo first July, 18397” In answer, he says: “I beg to state that in 
my opinioa the Bark would have allowed interest at the rate of six per 
cent, per annum, for any period not less than six months.” So that, if the 
raouevs collected had ever beca deposited in the Bank at six per ceni., it 
would have been far better than to have formed a loan bank under the 
sole control of the Superintendent, who after using it, as we will hereaf- 
ter show, now offers to the State tor the use thereof, the poor compensa- 
tian ot two and a fowt "ntur per annum. 

Your committee have. — isl the items of expenditure as exhibited 
ia the fourth column. ‘The, ^^ s obtained information from the Banks 
gt the uioneys paid therein i. stoek under the acts of 1836 and 1838. 
They have also seen the ceriiiicates of stoei: taken by the Superinten- 
dent in the Planters? Dank; also eertilicates of stock taken by the county 
eammioa school commissioners in the Union and Planters’ Banks,under the 
ats ak 1832 and 1853, and transferred to the Superintendent; and also 
ecrtilicates of deposite in tho Bank of Tennessee. This information, 
obtained trom the Banks, is sot forth in a table hereto annexed, marked 
C. It sets fordh the investments ia the Banks, and the month and year 
of each iavestment, It also exhibits the moneys received by the Super- 
intendent trom the Danks, as dividends, and also the bonus from the Plan- 
ters Bank. 

2 tom tuis table it appears, that the Superintendent has paid into the 
Banus the sum of seven hundred and forty four thousand two hundred 
nud eighty-six dollars and twenty-seven cents. Of this sum, however, 
there aro tive hundred and forty-four dollars said by the Superintendent 
t» hive been paid by him into the Union Bank as in part payment of 
: lack before that time taken by the county common school commission- 
erso Henderson county. But of this he has no voucher, nor has he 
charge.t himself with having received it. The committee cannot there- 
core allow it as having been paid by him. Perhaps the truth of the 
matter is, that this amount, said to have been paid in, was only retained 
frora the dividends that had before then arisen on the amount paid in by 
the eammissioners from Hendersan county. 

Of the above amount paid in, $363,189 54 were of the proceeds of 
the sales of the Ocoee lands, 

‘The certificates of stock shown your eommittee by the Superintendent, 
are set forth in table G; which shows the shares taken by the county 
commissioners in the Union and Planters’ Banks, under the Acts above 
roferre.l to; alsa those taken by the Superintendent in the Planter’s Bank; 
also the moneys paid the Bank of Tennessee as capital stock, and as a- 
sinking fund. From which, by comparison with table C, it will appear 
that he has paid into the Bank of Tennessee, $4,067 46, for which he 
had not on the 13th November a certificate. 

It willbe further seen that the whole argount of the common school 
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fund of Tennessee invested in stocks, up to the 18th ult. is eight hun- 
dred and thirty-five thousad thirty-four dollars and fifty-nine cents. 
It will appear from what has been said, that the superin- 

tendent has certificates of stock purchased by himself,

| mentioned, the fund is able to pay it. — 

6. Alabama and Georgia money. As this is all the unbankable 
money the Superintendent has on hand, the committee are willing tc 
omit it. ‘Though, as a general rule, it should not be done. For, the 
| very moment we authorize either the Superintendent or his agents to 
receive depreciated notes, they will, after that time, receive no other 
kind, and the school fund, instead of increasing and fulfilling the great 
lends for which it was set apart, would become wholly worthless—the 
| mere scape-goat to bear the losses of projectors and swindlers. 

6. The balance of moneys deposited in Bank and not before credited, 
| are, of course, admitted. | 

| 8. The difference of interest has been already explained. 

| 9. And also the amount of $544 of Henderson county school 
| fund. 
| 10. The balance of $83 50, of expense account has been already ex: 
plained: and if, from the Superintendent's own showing, it has net been 
| expended, of course he should: not be credited by it. 

| 11. “Notes under discount" This item requires explanation. The 
| Superintendent says he had a right to lend out the sehool moneys: that 
| this right was given him by that part of the act of 1836, already quoted. 
| He also justifies the lending of this money to individuals, upon the 
| grounds that a large amount was received in uncurrent paper upon 
different Banks. But does not show, when asked, what amount, from 
whom, or when he received said uncurrent money, not having kept any 
record thereof. . 

He does not admit the correctness of the interest charge made by the 
committee over and above what he reports he has received as he states: 
he had to make frequent and repeated loans, on time, without interest. 
of this uncurrent money, mixed frequently with par funds, so as to pre 
| vent a sacrifice of the school fund, and that he was advised, and dic 
| keep some surplus fund constantly on hand to redeem the ‘old notes anc 
| liabilities of the StateBank. On being questioned as to the general in 
structions he had given the county agents, touching the kind of mone: 
they should receive, he stated that his. instructions were to receive no 
' other than bankable or current money. The committee cannot conceive 
| how the Superintendent could: have derived from the section quoted 

(Act 1836, chap. 23, sec. 11) the powers he has exercised. It give$ 
| him no power to,lend money, to discount notes, or buy and sell bills of 
exchange. But, if we could for a moment suppose this power were 

given by the act of 1836, the act passed January 19, 1838, makes a 
new disposition of the school moneys. It provides (chap. 107, sec. 3,). 
“That the money belonging to the common school fund, which may 
now be in possession of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, or 
which may hereafter come into his possession, shall be handed over to 
the President and Directors of the Bank of Tennessee, as capital in said 
Bank," for which the said President and Directors were to issue to the 
Superintendent ‘certificates of debt.” Yet it will be seen from the 
table E, hereto annexed, that after the passage of thisact, the Superin- 
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téndent according to his own showing lent out, or “discounted on,” be- 
tween eighty and ninety thousand dollars of what he calls the schoo 
fund. 

Your committee required the Superintendent to make them an exhibit 
of the “notes under discount." Although they consider that the State 
has no more claim to the notes referred to, than to the carriage or ser- 
vanis of the Superintendent, yet they believed it their duty to inquire, 
and know what use had been made of the large balance heretofore and 
at this time in his hands. It will appear from table E, that he has lent 
this money to, or with it purchased notes and bills on various persons 
and corporations in and out of Tennessee, confined principally however, 
to Nashville, Holly Springs, and Lincoln county; that of the nomina! 
amount of one hundred and thisteen thousand two hundred and ten dol 
lars and three cents, said to be on the Sth of October, due and to be^ 
come duo—-812.191 SO, were to come from Lincoln county, Tennessee 
the sum of 828,746 33, from about Holly Springs, Mississippi; and a 
large amount from the firm of M’Ewen, Whiteman & Co., who are car- 
rying on a paper-mill in the town of Nashville; the balance from various 
places. The Helly Springs debts are in some way connected with a 
bank, formerly im existence in that town; and are at best a doubtful 
investment. This investment at Holly Springs is represented by the 
Suporintencent to have beon made as a means to convert moneys under 
pcr to per fanas.

aml. Rosebroe as guarantors. The history of this debt is 
this: Wiliam D. Robinson and Robt. H. M'Ewen were in partnership 
in a mercantile establishment in Lincoln county. They took the money 
out of the sehoo! fund to enable them to carry on business, and gave 
thei: firm neteto R. FT. MDIOveen es Superintendent. The latter after- 
warcs soic out Lis interest io Gilliland and Roscbro, and they became 
beund for the payment of ihe note. 

The partners in tho firm of M’Ewen, Whiteman & Co., are Robert 
H. M'Iowen, Quiver B. Hays, Joha M. Hil, and Wiliam S. Whiteman. 
They are bound as principals and endorsers toa large amount, ss may 
be seen by reference to

ibat one debt of G6,827 76, bas been due from 
Lincoln county for nearly three years. Also due from A. C. M'Ewen 
and others, rciations of the superintendent. for the same length of time. 

The rate or interest or “ discount rates” of the superintendent will 
eio appear by reference to the table. On seeing this, the question ari- 
ses, if the superintendent hes been able to realize eight or nine per cen- 
tum on the moneys he has been using for now nearly four years, ought 
he not to anow tue State more than 25 per cent? Yet he has rot charg- 
ed himse't with more. 

The conduet cf the individual placed by the Legislature at the head 
or à system of education, just put in operation, needs xo rebuke at our 
hands—the facts will epeaiz. 

The committee could not therefore allow this item of “ notes under 
discount” to form any part of the school fund. Deducting then the items 
believed to be allowable, viz:

And we find that after making all fair and legal allowances, there is a 
total balance against the superintendent of public instruction ef one hun- 
dred and twenty-one thousand one hundred and sixty-nine dollars and 
five cents, of which, the sum of eleven thousand seven hundred and 
twenty-eight dollars and sixty-one cents is for interest not account- 
ed for. 

The committee, after ascertaining this extraordinary deficit, were anx- 
ious to see whether the provisions of the second section of the act of 
1836, chapter 23, requiring the superintendent to give ** bond with good 
and sufficient security,” to be approved of by the Governor, had been 
properly complied with. They have examined the bonds on the file in, 
the office of the Secretary of State, and find the first bond, dated 24th 
February, 1836, to be signed by O. B. Hays, Wm. Edmiston, John 
Scott, R. C. K. Martin, John Trimble, and S. E. Gilliland. The second. 
bond, dated the 19th February, 1838, has the same individuals as secu- 
rities, with the addition of John Lanier, Samuel Rosebro, and E. M’- 
Ewen. The first bond has on it this endorsement: “I approve of this 
bond and the securities herein given. N. Cannon.” The second bond 
seems not to have been approved of by the Governor; or, if it was, 
there was no recorded evidence of such approval. There is an endorse- 
mont on it however, purporting to have been made by Charles Boyles, 
clerk of the county court of Lincoln county, in which he informs us that 
* Samuel E. Gilliland, Samuel Rosebro, John Lanier, and Ebenezer 
M’Ewen, securities to the foregoieg bond, are jointly worth the penalty 
thereof and more.” By reference to table E, it will be seen to what ex- 
tent these securities are liable for accommodations given out of the pub- 
lie moneys. Your committee, however, would not wish to be under- 
stood as intimating that there was, on the part of these gentlemen, any 
thing of unfairness. So far as borrowers and endorsers are concerned, 
the committee have no proof that they were not ordinary business trans- 
actions. They submit the facts. 2 

The committee have also had under consideration the “ distribution of 
the school moneys that were to be distriduted ;” and they are of opinion 
that so far as the superintendent is concerned, the same has been proper- 
iy done. Any difficulty that may have been'occasioned in the distribu- 
tion, has happened through the neglect or' indifference of subordinate 
agents. 

Since the commencement of this investigation, the entry taker of 
Ocoee district has paid into the Bank of Tennessee the sum of $141,- 
969 21, which swells the amount already received from that source to 
ihe sum of five hundred and five thousand fifty-eight dollars and seventy- 
five cents. 

The committee have also had before them a correspondence between 
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the entry taker of Ococe district, the superintendent, and the President 
of the Bank of Tennessee. As it refers to some matters not within the 
the range of their inquiries, they will only lay it before the Legislature |. 
as they receive it. : 

kt has been a desirable object with the committee to ascertain as near- 
ly as practicable the whole amount and character of the Common School 
Fund of Tennessee. Including stocks, moneys, debts, (good and doubt- 
ful,} and real estate, it is estimated at one million three hundred and se- 
venty-nine thousand eight hundred dollars and. ninety-eight cents, viz :

From the above, it will be seen that the school fund of Tennessee is 
large, and if properly managed, will do more good, and confer more last- 
ing benefits upon our country than the same amount ef money used, in 
any other way. The Legislatures of our State have been long and per- 
severingly engaged in the difiicult business of accumulating a valuable 
fund for purposes of education. But in spite of all their efforts, it has 
been time atter time plundered by a thousand hands. If we desire to 
preserve and cultivate the ample fund we now have, we should place 
such restrictions upon those through whose hands it must pass, that they 
will not waste it with impunity. Eis a duty we owe ourselves, our chil- 
dren, and the constitution, to preserve it unimpaired. 
All which is respectfully submitted.

Jesse B. Clements appeared, ga'l gave the following, in writing, as 
his answers to the interrogatories propounded to him by the committee 
onthe Mst Pocanher. 


M'Ewen, of Nashville, Teanessee; which bill was drawn without au- 
thority from said M'Iiwen. ‘The bill thus drawn, was negotiated at the 
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branch of the Agricultural Bank of Mississippi, at “Pontotoc. - At or 
afew days’ before the maturity of said bill, I came to Nashville and 
made another bill of- exchange, drawn by myself, onthe house of Chaf- 
fin, Kirk, & Co., of the city of New Orleans, at twelve months, for 
about the sum of six thousand dollars, endorsed by J. M. Norris, Den- 
nis & McKinney, R. H. C. Bayley, and A. Van Wyck, dated sometime 
in the month of January, 1837; and is the same referred to in your inter- 
vogatory. I was advised by Col. M'Ewen that he was of opinion that 
I could have the bill discounted at the Bank of Yeaiman, Woods, & 
Co.; in effecting which, however, I failed. Col. M’Ewenthen inform- 
ed me either that he knew of a person, or that he had a friend (who 
did not wish his name to be known, and whose name I never learned, ) 
who had money which he would invest in the purchase of good paper ; 
but that person would not pay the bill unless I would allow a discount 
of fifteen per cent upon the amount of the same, which was about nine 
hundred dollars off the six thousand dollar bill. I allowed the discount 
required, and handed the bill of exchange to Col. M'Ewen, who nego- 
tiated the same, and settled with me for the proceeds thereof, being about 
live thousand one hundred dollars, which I applied, first to the payment 
of the bill drawn by myself and my father when in Pontotoc; thee 
balance of the proceeds of said last bill, being about six hundred doi- 
lars, was applied to the payment of a balance of a debt which I owed 
Col. M^ Ewen, and which was contracted before the first day of March, 
1936. 
Answer second: 

With regard to the consideration of a note drawn by Dennis & Mc- 
Kinney, for some twelve or fourteen thousand dollars, referred to in your 
second interrogatory, I know nothing of my own knowledge, nor do I 
now recollect that Col. ME wen ever told me how, in what manner, or 
‘for what purpose this debt was. contracted, or this note made; nor do I 
know how, norat what time, the debt for which said note was given, 
was originally contracted. I suppose from what I have learned, that 
my name appears on said note as an endorser thereof; but I will avail 
myself of this opportunity to say to the committee, and to the world, 
that I do not consider myself bound or liable for the same, or any part 
thereof, either legally or equitably, as I have heretofore informed Col. 
M'Ewen, and also George W. Dennis, one of the makers thereof. 

Answer third: 
I never did, to the best of my recollection.

I have no knowledg of Col. M’Ewen ever having purchased Treasury 

notes with the school fund. ? | 
Answer fifth. l 

With regard to the bill drawn by myself, and which is referred to in 
your fifth interrogatory,Col. M’Ewen never did tell me that the same or 
any part thereof belonged tô either of the McNairys; with regard to the 
, note drawn by Dennis & McKinney,and referred to in the same interrog- 
aiory, I will state that about the 20th day of February last, Col. M’Ewen 
in converation told me that McNairy wanted his: part of that note, or 
Fomething to the same purport, but did not say which of the McNairys 
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it was, nor did he say what partor interest McNairy owned ‘in said note. 
No part of the débt above referred to, and which is due and owing from 
myself on said bill of exchange has been paid ; and if any part of the debt 
due and owing from Dennis & Mckinney in the said note referred to in 
your interogatory has been paid, I have no knowledge of it. 

Answer sixth. 

The bill referred to. in this interogatory (bemg the same referred to in 
your first interogatory) was discounted at 15 per cent. as stated in my an-. 
swer to the first interogatory: Sometime during the past spring or sum- 
mer,and some fourteen moths or more after the maturity of said bill of 
exchange, Col. Robt. IT. MPEwen informed me the same belonged to, and 
constituted a part of the common school fund of this State, which was 
the first intimation 1 ever had of such being the case to the best of my 
recollection, and at the same time he, Col. XPEwen told me that I would: 
have to pay at the vate of nine per centum per annum on the amount of 
said debt, trom the maturity of said bill of exchange until paid, which I 
agreed to do, aud gave him a memorandum to that effect, (at which time 
he also intormed me that he bad. had to take up or pay the bill for me,) 
since which tinie he informed me that he did not intend to charge me but 
Y six per cent, instead of nine as agreed upon as interest upon said: debt, 
and that lie had destroyed the memorandum given to him by myself as 
above mentioned, l i 

Answer seventh. : 

This interrozatory I consider as fully answered in my answer to your 
first interrogatory. 

Witness was then directed to retire and remain in the adjoining room 
until called for.

Jesse B. Clements appeared and handed the following in writing, as 
his answers to the interrogatories propounded to him by the committee 
on the 23rd inst. 

Answer to Interrogatories 8, 9, & 10: . 

Sometime prior to the Orphan land sales at Pontotoc, in the State of 
Mississippi, in February, 1837, and subsequent to the 1st day of March, 
1830, myself, Clo. Robert H. M’Ewen, and two other persons formed 
or entered into a partnership for the purchase of lands in the State of 
Mississippi. Col. Robert IT. MEwen and one of the other partners 
above referred to, gaveme a letter of credit to draw upon them jointly to 
the amount of twenty thousand dollars. Shortly after the sales above 
referred to, Í purchased for said company one share, (being one eighth 
part) in the Pentotoeand Holly Springs land company—the whole 
amount of lands owned by said company being about eighty 
sections in the Chickasaw nation—the numbers of which are not now 
recollected by me. In part payment for the one share thus purchased, I 

' drew a bill or bills of exchange upon Col. M’Ewen and the other persoz 
of whom Ihad received the letter of credit above referred to, for about 
six thousand dollars—fifteen hundred of which was paid by Col. M* 
Ewen. Upon the purchase so made of the Pontotoc and Holly Springs 
land company, there has been paid ten thousand two hundred and te 
dollars. One of the partners having been bought out by the othe 
three—said sum bas been paid by myself, M’Ewen, and the other per 
son who with M'E wen gave the letter of credit, being about thirty-four 
hundred dollars paid by each of us. I have been informed by Col. M- 
Ewen that he has purchased and owns one other whole share in said 
land company; but what he gave or what part, if any, of the consider- 
ation he has paid for the same, I do not know. What kind of money, 
eurrency, or eoim, Col. M’Ewen paid for the above transactions I do 
not know. Sometime before the land sales at Pontotoc, in May, 1837, 
Col. Ewen and our other partner furnished me jointly with six thou- 
sand dollars, in the notes of the Bank of the State of Alabama, for 
about five thousand dollars of which I drew specie’ out of ihe Hunts- 
ville and Deeatur branches of said Bank—which I took to said land 
sales in May 1837, and there invested about five thousand three hundred 
dollars of the six thousand dollars, in Chickasaw lands—the number 
of the sections of land purchased not now recollected—the balance ot 
the six thousand dollars was returned to Col. MPEwen and the other 
person who furnished it. A part of said last mentioned lands, however, 
have been sold, but to what amount I am unable at this time to state, 
andthe preceeds refunded. The foregoing is all the land transactions 
in which to my knowledge Col. M’Ewen has been engaged or interest- 
ed in the State of Mississippi. In the purchase and for the sale of all 
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of which I have acted as the agent forthe company. Ihave been in-, 
formed by Col. M’Ewen that he was interested in lands in Arkansas, 
but to what extent, or how he became interested, or how he paid for the 
same, I have no knowledge; nor do I know of his owning or of his be- 
ing interested in any other lands or town lots in any State or territory in 
this Union, other than as above stated. I am a member of a Texas land 
company, in which I own one share—Col. M’Ewen is also a member 
and the president of said company, in which lie does or did own an in- 
terest, but to what extent I do not know. In the Texas transaction 
I have never acted as his agent, and more I do not know about his Texas 
transactions. 

Answer to Eleventh Interrogatory : ! 

On the evening of the 17th instant, I arrived in Nashville, since which 
time in conversation with Col. M’E wen, (the day not recollected) about 
the affairs of his office of Superintendent, and the debt which I owe 
him, he informed me that he had destroyed the memorandum which I 
had given him agreeing to pay 9 per cent. per.annum on said debt, and 
that he would only charge me 6 per cent. per annum thereon. 

Answer to twelfth Interrogatory: 

The firm of M’Ewen, King & Co., did not own any share. 

The committee having no further questions to ask of said witness, - 
he was discharged, having been in attendance on said committee four 
days.

Whereupon Samuel ‘Todd was called in and sworn, and a copy of the 
above interrogatories furnished him, with leave io retire and prepare his 
answers in writing. 7 

The chairman notified R. H. M’Ewen to appear and cross-examine 
George W. Dennis and Samuel Todd, if he saw proper to do so.

R. H. McEwen’s answers— 

First : 

I have no recollection of having ever employed any part of the school 
fund which came into my hands, in the purchase of United States 
Treasury notes, or notes or bills of the United States Bank of Pennsyl- 
vania, except as is explained in the answer to the tenth interrogatory. 

Second; f 

The committee, at its former examination, propounded to me substan- 
tially the same interrogatory, and I then prepared an answerto it, which 
contains all that I know upon the subject of the interrogatory, and which 
is herewith enclosed. 

l Third; 

The committee, in the former examination, propounded an interroga- 
tory, the same substantially as the third interrogatory, and I beg leave 
to refer the committee to the answer prepared thereto, as mentioned in 
my answer to the last preceding interrogatory, and which is contained 
inthe same paper. J am a partner, but not an acting one, in the paper- 
mill at Nashville, and the money loaned to that firm was employed by 
the acting partner in the conduct of the business of that firm. 

Fourth : 

I have not received, during my term of service, any moneys belong- 
ing or supposed to belong to theschool fund, which I have not included 
in the sum of $876,443 33, by me reported to have been received in all 
up ta the 18th November last, except the $3000 paid me by James H. 
Foster, and a sum which Carter county claims as accumulated interest ; 
also, the sums which Dickson, Hickman, and Stewart counties claim as 
internal improvement funds and accumulated interest, The question 
involved in which claims will be decided probably at the present session 
of the Supreme court, in the case of the fund claimed by Smith county. 
With these sums I have not credited the school fund, because of the 
pendency of the suits, and the existence of the dispute. There may be 
errors in calculation, but I am: not aware of their existence; possi- 
bly, also, there may be omissions. In some instances, previous to the 


18th November last, I had received notices of deposites of moneys to 


my credit, made by agents in other places than Nashville, but my checks 
for such deposites not having been honored at that time, or not being 
notified thereof, such sums were not then entered on my books, but have 
been since the receipt of the money. 
Fifth ; 
The paper marked A., herewith filed, contains the names of the 
agents, the dates of their respective appointments, and the compensation 


paid each. 
Sixth : 


_ The paper marked B., herewith filed, shows the amount paid for clerk 
hire, and to whom, and the names of the clerksemployed. Iam unable 
to state the time such clerks were employed. The business in which

they were employed was the business of the office, and embraced por- 
tons of all the duties confided to me. employed clerks to aid in 
making my reports, in apportioning ihe school fund, in settling with the 
Treasurer of the State, &c. l 
Seventh: 

“he papers herewith filed, marked C. and D., and the book herewith 
entitled “ Suspended Debts,” and the papers marked E. and F., con- 
tain a list of all the debts due to the Bank of the State of Tennessee, 
or alledged or supposed to be duc. Many of the debts, I believe, had 
been paid before these papers camie into my hands, or were made out 
by me or at my request, but I am unable to specify those that are paid, 
or those that are not; nor can I statehow many of them are not dis- 
puted. Ihave marked opposite the names respectively m the said pa- 
pers, such as I know not to be disputed, and also such as I believe to 
be good; said papers also show what debts are due by judgment or 
otherwise, what by notes, and what by open account; such as I know 
to be good I have already stated, and I consider ail the rest bad or 
doubtiul." In many instances, these debts had been pard before I came 
into ofice. Iam unable, therefore, to distinguish, further than as above 
stated, what are bad and what are doubtful. Ihave taken no coercive 
measures against the securities of Joel Parrish, but have endeavored, 
without suecess, to collect the demands against them otherwise, except 
ts already reported; a portion of these claims have been placed in the 
hands of agents for collection, and their receipts for the same are here- 
with filed, marked G. So great a number of the debts due the old 
State Bank were disputed or bad, that to have taken steps to collect all 
of them, would have involved the school fund in expenses which would 
have swallowed up much more than would have been collected from 
those that are good. ‘The debts specified on pages 2, 3, and 4, of the 
book entitled ** Suspended Debts,” were placed in the hands of an at- 
torney to collect, and after an investigation of the claims, reported almost 
all of them paid, disputed, or bad. 

Eighth. 

The sum of money mentioned in this interrogatory from the time ofits 
receipt, has been placed in loan to various individuals agreeable to my 
promise to Mr. Foster, that it should produce interest until the dispute 
which arose ia relation to its constituting a portion of the perpetual 
school fund, could be determined, 

Ninth. 

In addition to the amount reported at the time specified in the interro- 
gatory, I have since received from the Cashier of the Nashville Bank on 
aecount of the stock subscribed in that bank for the use of academies, 
in notes, the sum of $1,837 50, also from the late bank agent in Monroe 
county, a note due on account of academy fund, $116 00, but no por- 
tion of the above mentioned funds has been paid out by me, for the use 
of academies; of the notes then reported and those above specified, 
there remams yet uncollected the sum of $6,655 21. 

Tenth. 

On one occasion, I believe in the year 1838, I sent by an agent to Cal- 

houn, between 20 and $30,000 of the school fund, consisting of current 
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and uncurrent bank notes to be converted mto bankable money. The © 
object was not to purchase United States Treasury notes or other eastern 
funds in particulr, but to convert the whole amount into funds which 
could be deposited in bank. The mode of effecting this object, was by 
purchasing with current and uncurrent notes, a lot of good funds, which 
were again converted into funds, bankable at Nashville, but always in 
such a manner as to prevent any loss to the school fund. For example : 
If I received 4500 in Tennessee and Alabama bank notes, I converted 
the whole into Treasury notes or notes of the Bank of the United States 
or eastern funds, of course giving a premium for the good funds thus ob- 
tained ; these were again sold for Tennessee money, which was credited 
to the fund, so that on all occasion the money received by me whether 
good or bad, was charged to me and credited to the fund, as so many - 
dollars, and then converted in the manner above stated into moneys which 
were bankable, and whenever I could effect a transaction of this kind, I 
did it either here or elsewhere, the object being to prevent loss on the 
unbankable money paid me by agents, or collected by me from debtors 
tothe fund. The agents on the above occasion did not succeed well, and 
returned without having converted more than about $200 into bankable 
funds, In the manner here stated, I also sent in the winter of 1837-8, 
about $30,000 to New Orleans and Mobile, consisting of Alabama and 
Mississippi money to be converted into good money, but this attempt did 
not prove successful, a loss being sustained, which however, was borne 
by myself; in none of these transactions did I make or seek to make any 
profits for myself, but in every instance the benefit whatever it might be 
accrued to the fund. 
Eleventh. 

I was never concerned in any wise, in the removal of any detachment 
or detachments of Indians West of the Mississippi, nor did I advance ei- 
ther the school or academy funds to aid in such removal. i , 

The following are the answers referred to No. 2 and 3 of the above 


. answers: 


First. 

I am not now, nor was I at the creation of the indebtedness of the firm 
of M’Ewen, King & Co., of Holly Springs, Miss., a partner in that bank- 
ing company, nor is the creation of ihat debt, in any way to redound to 
my indiv.dual benefit. 

Second. 

The amount made payable to me as superintendent by M’Ewen, White- 
has been used by that firm in this business. There is no firm of “ Mce- 
Ewen, Whiteman & Co.,”-man & Co., except that which is engaged in 
the manufacture of paper in Nashville; all of which appears on the 
face of the note executed by said company for the money; said firm 
consists of O. B. Hays, John M. Hill, William S. Whiteman, and R. H. 
M’Ewen, and it may be added, that no private capitalist would want a 
better security for his money, than the first named gentlemen, to say 
nothinz of the last. i 

Third. 


In the month of May, 1834, I advanced to John Scott, in whose busi- 
ness habits and abilities I had confidence, several thousand dollars in cash, 
io be used without paying interest in trade in his own name, the profits 
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thence arising to be divided between us. But I have never been concern: 
ed in any way in the management of his business, nor do f know wheth- 
er it has been profitable or otherwise. 

The money advanced to him as superintendent consists of two sums, 
one of them including interest, amounts to $10,000. The principal of 
this sum was invested by him in the purchase and payment of the house 
in which his business is conducted, The title was made to him and he 
executed a mortgage thereof, dated July 1, 1859, to me as superinten- 
dent and my suecessors in oflice, which has been duly acknowledged and 
registered —Secott now pays me as superintendent, $900 a year for the 
house, equivalent to nine per cent. interest on the money invested therein, 
and with which rate I have charged myself in my account; besides this, 
Mr. Seott pays the taxes amounting to near $100, and keeps it constant- 
ly insured. ‘This investment is, I think at least, both as secure and as 
productive asthe stock of any existing bank. The remaming sum of 
seven thousand dollars was advanced to Mr. Stott, (a great part of it in 
uncurrent money reeeived by me, which was not bankable at Nashville, 
(rom county agents and others, previously having the custody of the 
school fund,) upon his own note endorsed hy me individually, and for 
Which Lam dedividuatly responsible. The money has been used, I pre- 
sume, in the payment of his current debts. His hote for this sum was 
not executed to me since I ceased to have an interest in his business; but 
before that period the sum of $7,000 was not advanced to Mr. Scott ina 
single sum, but in many small amounts, principally in uncurrent paper or | 
such as was not bankable in Nashville, and it was done with the double 
purpose of accommodating him and converting the money into sound and 
bankable funds. In effecting this purpose, he has been of great use to 
mo, and in fact, the object could not have been attained without the aid 
of some one engaged in business by whom the money could be exchang- 
ed and otherwise employed ; he has from time to time exchanged for me 
as superintendent of uncurrent into current funds a large amount, and so 
far from taking blame to myself for employing his agency in this business, 
I have always supposed that it was decidedly advantageous to the State. 
la making this exchange, I have several times employed agents, and on 
tivo occasions Mr. Scott was employed to go to New Orleans and Mo- 
bile, which in both instances, was done at my Own expense and without 
any charge to the public.

The committee met at the Nashville Inn, at 6 o'clock, P. M. 
Present: 

Messrs. Yoakum, Ancerson, Wheeler, Farquharson, Martin of Maury, 

johnsan of Greene, and Buchanan of Lawrence. 

The chairman preserted the following as the answers of George W. 
Jennis to the interrogatories propounded to him on the 28th and 30th 
ecember, 1839 :— 

Answer to first interrogatory : 
lam one of the firm of Dennis & McKinney, of Lincoln county, 
ennessee. George W. Dennis and Charles McKinney were the only 
nembers of said firm. The partnership of said firm commenced the 
st January, 1831, and continued to exist until lst January, 1885, at 
rhich time the partnership was dissolved, and I took upen myself the 
esponsibility of closing the business of said firm, with the privilege of 
ising the name of the firm. 
Second : 

Myself and the firm of MPEwen & Gilliland were in partnership in 
he freighting of cotton, I think from 1826 to 1829 or 730, but not in 
1e purchase of any cotton to a large amount; perhaps 100 bales, or 
otso much, would cover the purchase. I have not been the agent or 
vartner of any person or firm in the purchase of cotton on time or other- 
vise, nor has M'Ewen furnished me with any funds for the purchase of 
otton, to my knowledge, since 1829 or 1830, and then only to a small 
xtent, and the same as a loan, and no interest charged. 

Third : 

I have never purchased cotton or other property, nor contracted debts, 
or which I gave orders or drafts on Col. R. H. M’Ewen, nor have I at 
ay time had authority to draw on him, except in two instances, that 1 
vill explain hereafter. ; 
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: Fourth: 

Col. R. H. M’Ewen has acted as my friend and agent in thetransac-- 
ion of all my money matters in Nashville, and a great portion of my 
astern debts and liabilities have been remitted and paid through him. 
Ty custom has been to remit him sums of money to pay debts, and blank 
totes to raise money on, ever since he has been a citizen of Nashville ; 
and to the best of my recollection, on 2 seitlement with him in 1822, 
verhaps in December, there was a balance of 83,994 that the firm of 

ennis & McKinney were owing, for which I drew a bill or bills on 
tew Orleans at 6 months. I think this sum of money was owing in 

e office of discount and deposit of the Bank of the United States at 


vashville. 
. Fifth: 
I have stated above, in answer fourth, that it has been my practice to 
end to my agent, R. H. M'Ewen, in Nashville, blank notes for the 
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purpose of raising money to answer my purposes, in Bank or otherwise, 
and the note ebove alluded to ef $14,300, was a blank sent to him for 
the purpose of raising money to pay three notes, In all amounting, in 
round numbers, to 811,027, one of which was a balance of a draft of 
$5000 in favor of O. B. Hayes, and accepted hy M’ Ewen for my accom- 
modation, after paying $3000 on the same; the balance, say $2000, 
was raised at about one per cent a month until paid or renewed. This 
is one of the drafts alluded to in my third answer; the other was fora 
small sum a few days sinee, and was not honored in consequence of a 
mistake in settlement with Samuel Seay, of Nashville. I never knew 
how or from what source Col. M?Ewen raised this money, as I submitted 
the entire control of the matter to raise sueh sum or sums of money that 
I stood in necd of, on the best terms that it could be procured. The 
first of my learning the fact that it was a part of the school fund, was, 
to the best of ray recollection, in last spring or summer, perhaps the Ist 
or March, after it had been protested, and then was informed of the fact 
by my endorsers, or one of them—lI think J. B. Clements. 
Sixth: 

My answer to the fourth interrogatory explains the time and the 
original amount of moncy, and the manner in which that balance came 
against mc. IT am not able to state, from memory, the various changes 
er renewals it has undergone; nor can I say what interest per annum 
that I have paid; neither can I say the number of times I have had it 
renewed. I have drawn bills on New Orleans, and then had to make 
notes and get them discounted in Bank, to meet those bills, or get the 
money from any other source that I could, in order to keep up my credit, 
and have had to pay in those transactions, once or twice at least, fifteen 
perecni. On one occasion, I drew a billon N. & J. Dick & Co., of 
New Orleans, that I had to pay two and a half per cent for accepting,and 
Im consequence of the waters not rising in time, could not get what pro- 
duce I had in market, I had to pay on said bill two and a half per cent for 
advancing, and one per cent tor exchange, and many other such shifts 
have I made through my agent, Col. M’Ewen, in order to get along. 
The above bill was drawn at six or eight months, I am not certain 
which. 


Seventh : 

i have been in the habit of intimacy with Col. R. H. M’Ewen for 
many years, and sinee he moved to Nashville; I always see him either 
in town or at his residence (if at home,) whenever I come to the place; 
have staid for days at his house. On last Sunday evening, at his resi- 
dence, was the first time that I saw him since I was summoned to ap 
pear in Nashville, and after I received interrogatories from the commit- 
tee. Iam not able to state the conversation that took place, and there 
were other gentlemen presents the conversation was on various subjects, 
and something was said in relation to his investigation. I only recol- 
lect of one remark that M’Ewen made, and he repeated the word severa! 
times inthe course of conversation, (for we were not alone.) "That was, 
*' all he asked was a fair investigation of the matter.” 

The. following was submitted by Mr. Farquharson : 
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To George W. Dennis, Esq: 
Siz: In addition to your answer to the interrogatories propound- 
ed by the committee, please state to the best of your recollection 

1. What amount of money you have paid on the claim which R. H. 
M'Ewen holds on you, mentioned in your answertothe ^ interrogatory ? 

2. State also, to the best of your recollection, how often said claim 
has been renewed, and what rate of interest you suppose you have paid 
to bring said claim to its present amount? 

State also whether you have or have not stated to one or more of 
your securities for said debt, that you have paid more than the actual 
amount of the debt, and that you must have been charged an exorbitant 
sate of interest to bring the original debt to its present amount; and all 
about the matter ? 


In my sixth answer, I state that I am not able to say what interest I 
have paid; nor do I recollect the amount of money paid on the claim 
alluded to. I also state that I cannot say the number of times it has 
been renewed, This answer ‘referred to, is a plain statement, to the 
best of my memory, and the mode of the different changes and features 
this debt has taken. To the best of my recollection, the draft drawn 
on N. & J. Dicks & Co., of New Orleans, and in the extension of the 
same four months, I was shaved from between five hundred to one 
thousand dollars, by H. R. W. Hill & Co. I may have stated to others 
that I have been shaved to an extravagant rate of interest, and itis very 
evident that I have. I now do not recollect of making those statements. 
I never believed that Col. R. H. M’Ewen shaved me, nor do I now be- 
lieve it.

Sixecpt the note mentioned in the 7th interrogatory, I have had no 
moneyed transactions with Col. M’Ewen, other than to send. money by 
the mail or some private conveyance, to pay in Bank, or to have applied 
to the payment of some other debt, which I have done frequently. 

Sixth: 

I know nothing touching tle matters to be investigated by the com 

intttee, as set forth in the resolution of the General Assembly. 
Seventh : 

The consideration for which the note alluded to in the 7th interroga 
tory was given, was money advanced by Col, M’ Ewen on a note whid 
I had in Dank. à 


Eighth: 

I think the debt for which this note was given, was contracted some 
time in the spring of 1836, in the Planters Bank. ‘The rate of discount 
originally paid, was the usual Bank interest; hew often the note has been 
renewed, I am unable to say, nor can I tell the amount of each renewa: 
the note when first discounted in Dank, was for $5000. 

Nintà: 

I have no knowledge of any of the debts contained in the list allude 

to in your 9th interrogator’, only the one on myself, 
Tenth : 

To the last interrogatory I answer, that I have seen R. H. M’Ewe 
sinee Iwas before the committee, but have had no private converzatic 
with him, nor do I recollect to have heard him say any thing relative 
this investigation, more than that all he wanted “was a fair investigs 
tion,” which was said in presence of several other persons. 

The chairmen informed the committee that he had discharged Georg 
W. Dennis and Samuel Todi of Lincoln county, they having been m 
attendance on the committee five days, and travelled going and coming 
150 miles.

Col. M’Ewen since I have been here. I have neither seen a copy for

R. IT. M'Ewen answors— 

To first, second, third, and fourth interrogatories : 

The papcr marked No. 1, and herewith filed, is a complete account o! 
my oflicial expense account, and it is believed contains a full response 
to the interrogatories herewith enumerated. 

Fifth: i 

The paper herewith filed, marked No. 2, is a complete statement c 
the collection of the academy fund, es reported by me in the answer t 
the ninth interrogatory formerly propounded to me by the committee, 
On one side the notes are entered, and on the other the payments cx 
said notes, with the interest collected on them. The money received on 
said notes has not been loaned out, but has at all times been on hand. 

: Sixth: 

I received from Wm. M. Berryhill, agent of the Bank of the State o 
Tennessee, in March, 1828, the sum of $1,509 40 internal improve. 
ment fund, claimed by Hickman county, and 81,200 42 internal improve 
ment fund claimed by Stewart county ; neither of these funds has eve 
been loaned out on interest, but they have always been ready tobt 
placed te the credit of the lawful owner of them, and they are now de 
posiicdin Bank. These funds have been in dispute, as is well known 
from the period of their coming into my hauds, and some legislative ac 
tion has from time to time taken place onthe subject; but as it was no 
likely that a legislature could determine the right to them, I have ac 
vised those who were interested in them to sue for them, that the ques- 
tion might be determined. l 

Answer ta the interrogatory of Ist January : 

I repeat that I never have been, at any time from the beginning of the 
world to ihe present day, a partner cf the firm of M’Ewen, King, & 
Co., of Holly Springs, Mississippi; nor have I been at any time directly 
cr indirectly interested in the success ‘of said firm, otherwise than I will 
now proceed to explain, and as I formerly verbally explained to th 
committee. Having received, as I was obiiged by law to do, from thos 
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who had the custody of the common school fund before my appointment, 
alarge amount of uncurrent Bank notes of every kind, current in the 
particular district of country from which I received it, 1t beeame a very 
important part of my official duty, as must be obvious to every human 
being on earth, to convert that money into funds which could be em- 
ployed in the manner designed bythe Legislature. With that view, I 
made an arrangement with the firm of M’Ewen, King, & Co., whereby 
I engaged to redeem their circulation, on their agreeing to authorize me 
to draw upon their house ip New Orleans—a house, at thé time of the 
arrangement, in as good credit as any other in the country, for the 
amount which I might redeem. ` My drafts were to be paid in New Or- 
leans funds, which were then, as they have generally since continued 
to be, above the par of Tennessee money. The arrangement failed, as 
did many other arrangements of a similar nature made by Banks and 
private individuals at that period: but had it succeeded, as I had a right 
to expect it would, it would have proved advantageous io the school 
fund; for I have at no time made any individual profit out of any such 
uen as I am unjustly suspected of having done or intended 
to do.

The committee met at the Bank of Tennessee, at 2, P. M.

5. E. Benson called and sworn and gave the following answer: 
S. E. Benson’s answer. 

As the acting partner of the firm of Benson, Hunt, & Co., I have both 
loaned to and borrowed of R. H. M'Ewen sums of money since the Ist 
March, 1836, sometimes with interest at other times without intetest, as 
these loans were generally considered temporary, and to be returned 
when called for, there. were seldom more than memorandum evidences of 
debt, passed between us, except about the time of the dissolution of the 
late firm of Benson, Hunt, & Co., when the balance due to Mr. M’Ewen 
Was placed to his credit upon the books, and was afterwards paid with 

‘the interest in full, in cash; these books are in the hands of A. V. S, 
Lindley ; when these loans were obtained, I did not know that any por- 
tion of them belonged to the Common scliool fund, but have since been in- 
formed by Mr. M? Exven, that some portion of them did belong to that fund, 
but what part I am unable to state; as to the interest, or discount paid 
MPEwen for these loans, I can only state that for some portion I paid 
from six to nine per cent., and for other portions I paid no interest at all ; 
the average interest paid him,in my opinion, would scarcely reach six per 
cent. Upon my individual account, I borrowed of R. H. M’Ewen, be- 
tween 5 and $600, for which, with the interest included, he holds my 
nofe, as reported to the committee. The funds that I received from Mr. 
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M'Ewen were generally in Tennessee or Alabama money, but what 
amount of each, I am unable now to recollect. I recellect upon one oc- 
easion, I received from him 2 or $3000 in Alabama money, which was 
at the time under par, and for which, I think he charged no interest, or 
it he did charge interest, it did not commence until some time after the 
loan was made. "The money transactions between Mr. M’Ewen and my- 
self, before and since the 1st March, 1836, have been considerable. 
Samuel Hunt's answer. 

In answer to the interrogatory, I state that on the books of Bensen, 
Haunt, & Co. there appears the following entry without further explana- 
tion, except what Benson made to me verbally, viz: 

That he had borrowed the money from R. H. M’Ewen, and that it be- 
longed to the common school fund, for which I understood him to say he 
was to pay M^Esren nine per cent.; as it was a forced or irregular entry, 
and the date at which the money was borrowed not being stated, I am 
unable to say what amount of interest has been paid to Mr. M'Ewer. 
Mr. Benson can answer the question if called upon.

Please state to the committee the credit of the house of M’Ewen, 
King, & Co., of New Orleans and at Holly Springs, from the establish- 
ment of the same to the present time, according to the best of your infor- 
mation? | 

Mr. Hobson was sworn and gave the following answer: 

I am unacquainted with the standing or ability c£ the firm of M’Ewen, 
King, & Co. of Holly Springs, or any branch of the firm at New Or- 
leans, having had no transactions with them individually or officially. 
They are better known here as private bankers than commission mer- 
chants. I recollect to have had in my possession last spring, some of 
their notes payable at the counting house of Wm. M. Beal, of New Or 
leans—said notes were not paid on presentation. 

Mr. Nichol was sworn and gave the following answer: 

i am not personally acquainted with all the members of the firm of 
M Ewen, King, & Co., as commission merchants of New Orleans; they 
I believe, are not now in this country. Ihave heard of them as bankers 
at Holly Springs, Miss., and can form an opinion of them only, from the 
eredit or character of their paper in circulation, which has pased gener- 
ally at a large discount in this State. 

Sa the committee adjourned to meet again on Monday, 6th January 
inst, at 6 o'clock, P. M.

They beg Icave respectfully to Report :— f 

ist. With regard to the speculations of the Superintendent, by the 
xuzehase of Treasury notes, &e., with the school fund. He answers 
ie committee on this subject as follows: — ** On one occasion (T believe 
nthe year 1828,) I sent by an ageut to Calhoun between twenty and 
thirty thousand dollars of the school fund, consisting of current and un- 
current bank notes, to be converted into bankable money." He goes 
on in his answer to give his reasons for this proceeding. Hesays: «If 
I received five hunared dollars in Tennessee and Alabama notes, I con- 
verted the whcle into Treasury netes, or United States Dank notes, or 
eastern funds, of course giving a premium for the good funds thus ob- 
tained, these were again soid for Tennessee money, which was credited 
to the fund, so that on all occasions the money reeeived by me, whether 
good or bad, was charged to me, and credited to the fund, as so many 
dollars, and then eonverted, in the manner above stated, into money 
which were bankable.” He adds: ** Whenevcr [ could effect a transac- 
tien of this kind, [did M ether hero cr elsewhere.” The Calhoun expe- 
dition did not succeed well. Hesent to New Orleans in 1837 and 738, 
some thiriy thousand dollars in Alcbama end Mississippi money, to be 
converted into good money, but his attempt did not prove successful, 
and he informs us that he bore the loss himself. Your committee called 
before them Samuel E. Gilliland, who testifies touching the adventure at 
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Calhoun; he says: “Col. M’Ewen entrusted to my charge, (in the 
spring of 1838,) at my suggestion, 20 or $25,000, in notes of the 
Georgia, Alabama, and "Tennessee Banks;" thathe did not succeed in 
making an exchange, and returned the money to Col. M’Ewen. The 
Superintendent having stated that he made these exchanges merely to 
dispose of depreciated money, your committee were induced to ex- 
amine Mr. Van Wyck, an exchange broker of intelligence, as to the 
value of Georgia, Alabama, and ‘Tennessee bank notes in the spring of 
1838. He says, * Alabama money was at par for Tennessee money in 
ihe spring of 1838, and large notes at a premium of from one to two 
per ceni. over Tennessee until the middle of May." He further states 
that “Georgia money commanded as high as three per ceni, premium 
ovor Tennessee money in the spring of 1838, but only in a few instances. 
Small notes were generally bought at a discount; at any rate, no pre- 
mium was allowed forsuch.” He states further, **Ithink a considerabie 
lot of Georgia and Alabama money could have been passed at par, in the 
spring of 1838, for Planters Bank notes or other Tennessee money."— 
If the statement of Mr. Van Wyck be true, (and the committee have 
every confideüce -in it,) the conclusion is, that there was no necessity 
whatever, even if it had been lawful, for the Superintendent to send to 
Calhoun in the spring of 1838, some twenty or twenty-five thousand 
dollars of the school fund, to have the same exchanged for bankable 
funds. 

Your committee are at aloss, and have been, from ihe commencement 
of this and a preceding investigation, to know from whom the Superin- 
tendent obtained all the unbankable money of which he speaks. ‘There 
was and is no law authorizing him or his agents to receive it. ‘They 
have examined the agents of Campbell, Hickman, Robertson, and Jack- 
son counties, who happened to be here, to know what kind of money 
they received, and what kind they were in instructed to receive. They 
state, generally, that they were instructed to receive Tennessee money, 
or money at par with Tennessee money; that they did receive such, ex- 
veptin afew instances the change tickets payable about Nashville were 
taken and paid over. Your committee have not been able to ascertain 
from the Superintendent from whom he received this supposed bad 
money, when he received it, orin what quantity. ‘The only information 
he gives us upon this subject is as follows: ** Having received, as I was 
obliged to do, from those who had the custody of the common school 
moneys before my appointment, a large amount of uncurrent bank notes 
of every kind, current in the particular district of country from whieh I 
received it, it became a very important part of my official duty, as must 
be obvious to every human being on earth, to convert that money into 
funds which could be employed in the manner designed by the legisia- 
ture. With that view, I made an arrangement with the firm of M'Ewen, 
King, & Co., whereby I engaged to redeem their circulation, on their 

reeing to authorize me to dla upon their house in New Orleans, a 
house at the time of the arrangement in as good credit as any other in the 
country for the amount which I might redeem. My drafts were to be 
aid in New Orleans funds, which were then, as they have generally 
Since continued to be, above the par of Tennessee money. This ar-

rangement failed, as did many other arrangements made by banks and 
individuals at that period." 

In reply to this extraordinary statement of the Superintendent, the 
committee know of no law which obliges him to receive uneurrent money 
from any person whatever, nor do they know ef any law which even 
. justifies them in so doing; nor can they see how any money could be 
worse than ihe notes of M'Ewen, King, & Co., which he undertook tc 
redeem in Nashville. Your committee have reason to believe, that the 
Holy Springs Dank was insolvent when established, and has always 
been so. It never was in good credit in this country, and it was a gross 
dereliction of duty in the Superintendent, as such, to have any thing to 
do with the notes of that establishment. The committee have examined 
Messrs. Holston and Nichol relative to the credit of the house of MP- 
Ewen, King, & Co., and from their testimony, the credit of the house, if 
it ever had any, was exreme’y limited. 

The foregoing embraces the substance of the information obtained by 
your committee, touching this part of the inquiry. 

2d. The amount of the school fund used by the Superintendent in his 
mereantile speculations: the debt due from Wm. B. Robinson & Co., is 
ene item (as was explained in a former report.) 

The Superintendent holds too obligations on John Scott, which may 
be seen in a former report. The committee have examined Mr. M’Ewen 
concerning the interest in the stove carried on in the name of John Scott; 
to the inquiry, he makes the following answer, in which it is doubtful, 
which claims the greatest share in his affections, the welfare of the 
school fund or Mr. Scott :— 

«Tn the month of May, 1834, I advancedto John Scott, in whose busi- 
ness and abilities I had confidence, several thousand dollars in cash, to 
be used witheut paying interest in trade, in his own name, and the profits 
thence arising to be divided between us. But I have never been concern- 
ed in any way ia the management of his business, nor do I know wheth- 
er it has been profitable or not. 

The money advanced to him as superintendent consists of two sums, 
one of them including interest, amounts to $10,000. The principal of 
this sum was invested by him in the purchase of the house in 
which? his business is conducted. The title was made to him and he 
executed a mortgage thereof, dated 1st July, 1839, to me as superinten- 
Gent and my successors in office, which has been duly acknowledged and 
registered-—Scott now pays me as superintendent, $900 a year for the 
house, equivalent to nine per cent. interest on the money invested therein, 
and with which rate I have charged myself in my account; besides this, 
Mr. Scott pays the taxes amounting to near 8100, and keeps it constant- 
ly insured. This investment is, I think, at least as secure and 
productive as the stock of any existing bank. The remaining sum of 
seven thousand dollars was advanced to Mr. Stott, (a great part of it in 
uneurrent money received by me, whigh was not bankable at Nashville, 
from county agents and others, previously having the custody of the 
school fund,) upon his owa note endorsed by me individually, and for 
which Iam individually responsible. The money has been used, I sup- 
pose, in the payment of his current debts. His note for this sum was 
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‘not given to me since I ceased to have an interest in his business, but 
before that period. "The sum of $7,000 was not advanced to Mr, Scottin a 
‘Single sum, but in many small sums, principally in uncurrent money, or 
such as was not bankable at Nashville, and it was done with the double 
purpose of accommodating him.and converting the money into sound or 

ankable funds. In effecting this purpose, he has been of great use to 
me, and in fact, the object could not have been attained without the aid 
of some one engaged in business by whom the money could be exchang- 
ed or otherwise employed; he has from time to time exchanged for me 
as superintendent of uncurrent into current funds a large amount, and so 
far from taking blame to myself for employing his agency in this business, 
Y have always supposed that it was decidedly advantageous to the State. 
In making these exchanges, I have several times employed agents, and on 
two occasions Mr. Scott was employed to go to New Orleans and Mo- 
bile, which in both instances, was done at my own expense and without 
any charge to the public.” 

From the foregoing no one can doubt that the money advanced to Mr., 
Scott was directly or indirectly invested in a mercantile speculation. 
The school moneys lent to M"Ewen, Whiteman, & Co., were stated and 
referred to in a former report. Adding these several sums together, we 
find that the superintendent has directly and indirectly invested in mer- 
cantile speculations, including interest up to the 8th October last, the 
sum of forty-three thousand seven hundred and eighteen dollars, to wit:

If he has employed any more of the school fund, in mercantile specu- 
lations than above stated, your committee have rio evidence of that fact. 

From the testimony of Gen. Clements, it appears that since his ap- 
pointment to the office of superintendent, he was engaged in the purchase 
of lands in Mississippi, in Arkansas, and in Texas. R. H. M’Ewen, 
Jesse B. Clements, and two other persons were partners in the Mississip- 
pi speculation. Gen. Clements being the active partner, Col. M’Ewen 
and one of the other partners gave him a letter of credit to draw upon 
them jointly to the amount of $20,000. The amount of lands owned by 
said firm was one eighth of eighty sections, which belonged to ‘the Pon- 
totoc and Holly Springs land company. The extent of his interest in 
the Arkansas lands is unknown. R. H. M’Ewen is a member and the 
President of the T'exas land company ; the extent of his interest in that 
company is also unknown. Whether he employed the public money in 
the purchase of these lands or wliether he used his own private funds, 
your committee are not advised. 

3d. The monies which the superintendent has collected and received 
and for which he did not account to the Joint select committee, appoint- 
ed under a resolution of the 16th November last, are as follows:

are justly due those counties, and as they were placed in the nands of 
the superintendent by mistake or the neglect of those counties; a resolu- 
tion directing them to be paid over to the proper persons, will, in the es- 
timation of your committee, be sufficient. 

4th. The next inquiry is, whether he has not, without authority of law, 
expended the school moneys for various purposes? — - . 

The act of 1836, chap. 23, sec. 15, provides “ that all moneys reason- 
ably expended, incurred by the superintendent in the execution of his 
duties shall, upon due proof, be allowed to him by the comptroller and 
be paid out of the Treasury.” Your committee have inquired of the 
comptroller'whether he has ever made any allowance to the superinten- 
dent for his reasonable expenses, and he informs us “ that he has not.” 

The Superintendent has exhibited to us his expense account to 18th 
November last, amounting to $20,853 62, which is $137 93 more than 
the expense account exhibited by him to your committee on a former ex- 
amination. With regard to this expense account, the Superintendent has 
acted improperly in two respects: Ist, he has not had the same allow- 
ed by the Comptroller and paid out of the Treasury, which is a positive 
requirement of the law.—2d. He has expended the school moneys for 
purposes wholly unauthorised by the duties of his office. He hada 
right with the concurrence of the Board of Common School Commissioners 
to incur expenses mm settling up the accounts and redemption of the notes 
of the old Bank, in postage, in printing for distribution, a reasonable 
number of instructions to county school commissioners, and others, the 
purchase of books and stationery, salaries of agents, lawyers and clerks 
fees ; but for clerk hire and office rent, neither the Comptroller, or the 
Legislature should make him any allowance whatever. "The Superinten- 
dent has exhibited to us, among other items of his expense acccount, the 
following :

This money has been paid out of the school fund for the occasional use 
of the counting room of the store of Mr. Scott, which store the Superin- 
tendent says was purchased with the schoolmoney. If these items could 
be allowed, the Superintendent might with.the same propriety charge 
the school fund with bed and board. l

There is no law for this expenditure ; neither tle Comptroller or Trea- 
surer asks for eny such allowance. In his expense account there are 
these small but extraordinary items: ** Cash paid commissioners of Ruth- 
erford couaty, for settlement with clerk, five dollars; also, cash paid for 
copy of Caruthers and Nicholson’s reports (per oilice,) five dollars.” 
These and similar items ought not to be allowed. Your committee are 
ef opinion thatthe salary of agents provided for by the 23d chapter of 
the act ef 1850, and reasonable attorney's fees ought to be allowed and 
paid out of the school fund, but his other expenses are inadmissable un- 
til they are Gest allowed upon due proof by the comptroller, and then 
should be paid out of the Treasury. 

oth. As to the steps taken by the Superintendent to collect the debts 
due the fund from the securities of Joel Parrish, and the old Bank debts, 
he says, in answer to an inquiry upon that subject, “that he has taken 
no coercive measures against the securities of Joel Parrish, but has en- 
deavored, without success, to collect them otherwise; he further says, 
“so great a number of the debts due the old Dank were disputed or 
bad, that to have taken steps io have collected all of them, would have 
involved the fund in expenses whieh would have swallowed up much 
more than would have been collected from those that are gooc.?? 

Your committee are of opinion that the Superintendent is correct in 
the view he has taken of this matter. Ife has no excuse, however, for 
not eollceting the money duo from the securities of Joel Parrish, and it 
is probable that a portion of that money will be lost by his neglect. 
He has placed a large number of the claims in the hands of attorneys 
for collection—he has shown your committee a statement from the books 
of the old Bank, setting forth the names of the debtors thereto; bug 
your committee have very little confidence inthe correctness of the books 
of the old Bunk, and they believe it would be an unnecessary and use- 
less expense to publish the names of those who are supposed to be 
debtors. 

Gth. The committee, ina report heretofore made, exhibited ina table 
marked I. a statement of the notes and securities in the hands of the 
superintendent, and said by him to belong to the school fund. They 
have made some inquiries to know whether these debts originated in that 
way or not. “Fhe superintendent informed us * that he had no other 
notes and seenrities, by him before that time taken for and on account 
of the sehosl imd, and hy him before that time lent and which had been 
liquidated.” Dy reference to the table E., it will be seen that but two 
of these notes. amounting ta about $18,000, were dated anterior to the 
Ist of January, Loos, yet he had in his hands for more then twelve 
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| months previous to that time an average amount of $70,000. What 
| use he made of this money, your committee are wholly unable to deter- 
| mine; that he did use it, there can be no doubt. The speculation in ` 
| Mississippi lands in which he was engaged about that time afforded, 
| no doubt, a strong temptation for the investment of this balance. The 
| committee are informed by Gen. Clements, “that some $600 of the 
debt charged to him in table E., was due from him to Col. M’Ewen, 
prior to the date of his appointment to the office of superintendent, and, 
that the discount upon the bill was fifteen per cent.” He further states 
that with regard to the debt due from Dennis & McKinney, ** that about 
the 20th of February last, Col. M’Ewen in a conversation told me that 
M^ Nairy wanted his part of that note, or something to the same purport, 
but did not say which of the M’Nairys it was, nor did he say what part 
or interest M’Nairy owned in said note.” With regard to the bills 
drawn by Gen. Clements, he says: ‘I was advised by Col. M’Ewen 
that he was of opinion that I could have the bill discounted at the Bank 
of Yeatman, Woods, & Co. ; in which, however, Ifailed, Col. M’Ewen 
then informed me; either that he knew of a person or that he had a friend 
(who did not wish his nameto be known, and whose name I never 
learned,) who had money which he would invest in the purchase of 
| good paper, but that person would not buy the bill unless I would allow 
| a discount in the bill of fifteen per cent." The bill was negotiated for 
| him by Col. M'Ewen, and he informs us that ** some time during the past 
| spring or summer, and some fourteen months or more after the maturity 
| o£ said bill of exchange, Col. M’Ewen informed me the same belonged 
| to and constituted a^ part of the common school fünd of this State— 
| which was the first intimation I ever had of such being the case, to the 
best of my recollection.” Col. M’Ewen also stated to him “that he 
would have to pay him at the rate of nine percent on the amount of 
said bill from the time of its maturity until paid,” which he agreed to do, 
| and geve a memorandum to that effect, but since he had come to.Nash- 
B ville, Col. MP Ewen informed him that he had burnt said memorandum, 
g and that he would only charge him six per cent eii said bill. 
f Inrelation to the debt of $14,388 85 due from Dennis & M’Kinney, 
| the committee have examined Mr. Dennis, and if any thing can be made 
of his testimony in any way, it is, that the debt originated in 1832. 
| The amount then owing to Mz, M’Ewen from the firm was $3,994 ; that, 
| by repeated renewals, in the way of bills, cashed at a heavy discount; 
| and by borrowing additional sums, it has increased to its present amount. 
| If we add fifteen per cent per annum to the original sum, from. 1832 to 
| the present time—thus :

There is a debt, in table E., of the report above referred to, against

| Mr. Benson and Mr. Hunt about this debt. Mr. Benson says that ** it 
is correetly reported, and is his individual debt ;” there is, according 
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to the testimony of Mr. Hunt, upon the books of Benson, Hunt, & Co., 
the tcllowing entry: “ April 30, 1838; sundries to eash—bills payable 
—ooid eur due bill’ to R. H. MP Ewen, $5,841 31.” Mr. Hunt says 
that Mr. Benson informed hita ** that he had borrowed the money from 
R IL Miwon and that it belonged to the common school fund.” 
Mr. Benson says, “the has since been informed by Col. M’Ewen that 
sone portion of the moneys borrowed did belong to the school fund, 
but that bo did not know the fact at the time the same was borrow- 
ed”? 

From what hes been said, it will be perceived that it is utterly im- 
possible for your committee to ascertain with any certainty the points in 
this part of the inquiry- They subiait the above facts, together with 
all the evidence they have on this subject, which will be found in the 
journal of their proceedings. 

"4 Lhe internal improvement fund which the superintendent has 
received as school fund, has been stated above. 

Sth. The act of 1853, chapter 139, “ requires the superintendent to 
ascertain the amount of principal of academy fund which each county 
in the State has received under any distribution heretofore made, and 
thet he apply such academy funds as he now has or may hereafter re- 
ecive in the ellowing manner, that is, he shall distribute and pay over 
to, in equal sums, to such counties as have received no portion of the 
academy funds,” &e. 

With reward to the duties of tbe supsrintendent under this act, the 
eomiaittee inquired of him ** whether he had received any academy funds 
since his report on that subject to the Senate, on the 2d October, 1837 ? 
if so, how much? and how much and to what academies had he paid 
out moneys since?" By his report to the Senate, in 1837, he had re- 
ecived—

- The foregoing, it is believed, embraces all the inquiries submitted to 
the investigation of yeur committee, and from the facts here stated, to- 
cether with those heretofore submitted to the General Assembly, every 
one must be impressed with thenecessity of passing a law making the 
private use of publie moneys, placed in the hands of a public officer for 
sate keeping or disbursement, a penal offence. In the investigation 
whieh has been mado, your committee have found it necessary from the 
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powers given them, to send for witnesses and examine them; their tes- 
timony has all been reduced to writing, and is herewith reported; they 
also report herewith a full account of the suspended debts due the Bank 
of the State of Tennessee, which to them and to the superintendent is 
elmost unintelligible—many of the individuals there reported as debtors 


; will be found, on examination, to owe nothing; others to be insolvent 


or runaways; some of the debts are good, and no measures taken as 
yet to collect them; and to sum up the whole matter, it is utterly impos- 
sible, without a judicial investigation of each case, to state an account 
of the debts due and owing to said Bank. 
All of which is respectfully submitted. T

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REPORT mE 
Of the Minority of the Joint Select Commitiee on the Common School 
Moneys. 


The undersigned, a member of the joint select committee of both 
houses of the General Assembly, to whom the duty was assigned of in- 
vestigating the present condition, and past management, cz the common 
school fund of the State, did not join in the former report of said com- 
mittee, beeause he did not approve either its tone or manner, or the re- 
sults which it exhibited. 

The renewal of the investigation has afforded an opportunity of re- 
viewing the subject and laying befere our constituents the information 
it has enabled him to collect upon the important concern committed to 
the examination of the committee. Being by no means satisfied with 
the second report which the majority of the committee have thought 
proper to present to the General Assembly, and having on that account, 
declined joining in it, he is driven to the necessity of submitting a 
eouater report, and asigning in this public manner, the reasons why he 
eaunuot concur with the report of the majority. And on. account of this 
necessity, as well as on account of the manifest errors of argument and 
inference committed in the former report, he embraces with pleasure, the 
present opportunity of making snch an exposition of the subject as com: 
ports Wita his unpression of the facts, and more in accordance with the 
teue nature of the rights both of the publie and of the officer, whose 
odicial conduct it has been their duty to investigate. In making this 
examination, he has not permitted himself to be influenced by personal 
or political prejudice, either to conceal or extenuate, expose or magnify 
the errors of the individual to whom the collection and custody of the 
common school fuad has been twice committed by successive Lesisla- 
tures, but has been governed by a desire to exhibit to the publie the true 
features of the ease, and thereby, if possible, avert precipitate and er- 
rogeous action which will be necessarily attended with expense and fol- 
lowed by inevitable public loss, 

‘The rieats of the publie in reference to the common schocl fund, and 
ine rights and duties of the public agent who Las had its management, 
depend upon tue laws of the land, and therefore they can be made neither 
geeater nur less by groundless assertion, insinuation, declamation, or by 
pary vitupcration, or by any one or ail of them combined. By any one 
of tuese they raay be grossly misrepresented and misunderstood, ur- 
naturally distorted, unduly magnified or diminished ; but what is the true 
interest of the State in the investigation ordered by the General Assen- 
biy? Wil tre people be either better informed in the ense or better 
prepared to apply to the abuses which are alleged to exist, the proper 
corrective, by representing the matter in such a light as to serve no other 
than the selüsh ends of a political party, and tend to the brief elevation 
of some ephemeral politician, and enable lim to create a buz in the pub- 
lie ear, by an empty sound, and diveri its judgment from the real merits 
of the case. 

It is my purpose, as a portion of the inquest to whom the subject was 
committed, to make a true presentment of the facts, real and unvarnish- 
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ed, without envy, hatred, or malice, fear, favor or affection, gain, reward - 
or the hope thereof. In order to do this effectually, it is necessary to 
trace the school fund to its origin, to show the tenor of Legislative ac- | 
tion on the subject, to exhibit the condition of the fund when the office | 
of superintendent of public instruction was created, and consider the | 
duties which were required of him, and point out the powers with which 
he was clothed by express grant, or necessary implication, from the laws 
creating his duties, to see how he has executed those duties, how he has 
kept the Legislature informed of his progress, what the present condition | 
of the fund 15, whether it has been preserved or wasted, collected or lost, | 
managed and disposed of as required by law or otherwise. 

The first provision which was made by law for the creation of acom- | 
mon school fund in Tennessee, was by the 49th chapter of the Acts of | 
. 1823; pamphletlaws, page 58. That act established offices for receiy- 
_ ing entries of the vacant land north and east of the congressional reser- 
vation line, in which the lands were to be entered, at twelve and a half | 
cents per acre, payable in gold or silver or such bani notes as were eur- 
reni: section 20. 

The entry takers were directed (section 12,) to pay over the money 
received by them every three months to the agents of the Bank of the | 
State of ‘Tennessee in their respective counties, except Davidson and | 
Knox, in which counties the moneys were to be paid to the principal | 
Banks. All the moneys so paid in, were to be loaned out by the Banks | 
and bank agents according to the charter of the Bank, the principal | 
whereof was t5 ‘‘reniain and constitute a perpetual and exclusive fund 
for the establishment and promotion of common schools in each and every 
county in the State.” t 

Secondly, the taxes on those lands were also to constitute a part of 
said exclusive school fund, and the sheriffs and collectors were to keep 
them separate and pay them over to the Bank or bank agents. These 
latter officers were to make a semi-annual distribution of the interest 
upon the proceeds of said lands and the taxes, amongst the school com- 
missioners who were created by the same law. Theact of 1825, chap- 
ter 76, continued this disposition of the school fund, created by the act 
of 1823: pamphlet act, 123. 

Thirdly, by ihe act of 1827, chapter 64, pamphlet laws, 68, the fol- 
lowing funds were “ appropriated to the encouragement and support of 
eommon schools forever :? 

1. Allthe capital and interest of the new State Bank, except the one 
half of the principal sum already received. 

2. The proceeds of the sales of the Hiwassee lands, and all moneys * 
due and which should thereafter fall due, for lands sold in the Hiwassee 
district of country. , 

8. All lands which had theretofore been appropriated in this State to 
the use of schools. l g 

4. All the vacant and unappropriated land within the limits of the 
State, to which the State had or might thereafter obtain title. B 

5. All the rents and mesne profits of all the school lands in the State 
which had then accrued and had not already been appropriated, and 
which should thereafter accrue. 
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6. All the funds denominated school or common school funds which 
had accrued from the sale of lands at twelve and a half cents per aere, 
and at one cent peracre, together with the interest accrued upon said 
fund, and the taxes of those lands, which had not been already otherwise 
disposed of. 

T. The donation made by Mason Lee, of South Carolina, to this 
State, by devise, except such part of said donation as the State on re- 
covery thereof might give the illegitimate children of said Lee. 

8. The donation of John Rice of 5000 acres of land for the school- 
ing of the poor of Cumberland, now Tennessee. 

9. All other donations by devise or otherwise, which had been or 
which thereafter might be made to the State and not specifically made 
for some other purpose. 

10. All the stock owned by the State in the old Bank of the State at 
Knoxville, amounting to 400 shares of the stock of that Bank, together 
with the dividends due thereon. 

ll. All escheats which had already accrued and which had not been 
appropriated, and all escheats which might thereafter accrue. 

12. All the goods, chattles, rights, credits, and effects of all and 
every person who had departed, or might thereafter depart this life, with- 
in or without the State, having no person of kin to him or her, entitled 
by the laws of distribution to the same, or not legally disposing by de- 
vise or otherwise, of said estate. 

The whole of these funds, and all the moneys then in the Bank of the 
State of ‘Tennessee, with the exception already mentioned, were direct- 
ed to be deposited in said Banke and to become the capital stock thereof, 
and be invested tz 4f for the use, support, and encouragement of com- 
mon schools forever, except that the 400 shares of stock in the old Bank 
were to remain as then vested, to-wit: in that Dank. 

The question now presents itself—of what did the capital and interest 
of the new State Bank consist? The 6th section of the charter, act of 
1820, chapter 7: 2 Scott’s Revisals 6 19, answers; that the capital of 
«tho Bank of the State of ‘Tennessee, shall be one million of dollars, 
en bills payable to order or bearer; all of which shall be emittted on the 
eredit and security of the borrowers, and the whole warranted by the 
State,” ko. One million of dollars in bills emitted on the credit of the 
borrowers! 

What moneys wore received on the sales of the Hiwassee lands? 
Gold and silver, or the notes of such Banks as the commissioners who 
superintended the sales by advertisement, &e., should be declared to be 
receivable. in payment, (1819, chapter 59, section 5,) also ** the notes of 
the president, directors, and company, of the Dank of the State of Ten- 
uessee, and its branches, and the notes of such ether Banks as should he 
at par in said Banks with them, (1820: chapter 18, section 2: 1823, 
capter 26, section 13.) 

Thus we see that the Ist, 2d, and 6th divisions, or items of which 
the common school fund was to consist by the act of 1827, was, thero- 
retically, to be composed of gold and silver and bank paper mostly of 
our own banks. Practically, we know that it was almost exclusively 
composed of the latter. The 4th item is embraced partly in the 6th and 
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partly in the proceeds of otherland sales as those of the Ocoee dis- 
trict, &c. The 3d and 5th items embrace the proceeds of the school: 
lands of the State, | 

But the supreme court in the case of Lowry vs. Francis, (2 Yerger, 
534) decided that this land could not be thrown into the school fund. | 
The other items need no remark. 

These funds having become, by virtue of the act of 1827, the capital’ 
stock of the Bank of the State of Tennessee, were loaned by that insti- 
tution at its offices at Nashville and Knoxville, and at its agencies in the 
different counties. The Legislature, by the act of 1829-30, chapter, 
107, attempted to administer said funds for the purpose of creating a; 
system of common schools. To that end a method was prescribed of 
appointing in each county school commissioners, who were to have con- 
trol of all the moneys, books, specialities, and papers then in the Bank. 
The president and directors of the Bank were to certify to those com- 
missioners the aiiount with which their county agent was chargeable, and 
were to orderthe agent to deliver and pay over to them all books, papers, 
notes, and moneys in his hands as agent, whether principal or interest. | 
The commissioners were to perform all the functions of the bank agents, 
that is, collect the interest and calls, renew the notes, renew the calls, | 
&c. ‘They were to receive the taxes on the twelve and a half cent lands 
and,ail other moneys which should be appropriated to common schools, | 
and distribute such moneys and the interest on the moneys paid them by. 
the bank agents amongst the school districts in their counties, in the man- 
ner pointed outby said act. The 26th section ofthat act supended until, 
the next Gen. Assembly that provision of it which required the bank agents : 
to hand over the moneys and notes of theDankofthe State of Tennessee. 
The Ist section of the act of 1831, chapter 16, repealed this 26th sec- | 
tion of that act of 1829-30, and virtually re-enacted most of the provis- 
ions of the latter law. Under the provisions of this law of 1831, the, 
county school commissioners took upon themselves the duties of the | 
former bank agents, and in the discarge of the duties thus assumed, 
superintended the collection of the interest and calls due on the notes 
which had been executed to the Bank in the renewal of those notes, as 
well as the bonds and powers of attorney authorizing the president of. 
the Bank to confess judgment in the name of the debtor, the reclaiming 
of the money, &c. &c, In short the county school commissioners were | 
invested with corporate existence and powers, and became so many little 
banks in every county of the State. | 

The charter of the Union Bank, section 9, the charter of the'Planter's 
Bank, section 7, and the charter of the Farmers and Merchants’ Bank 
of Memphis, section 16, authorize the county school commissioners to 
invest the common school funds in their hands, in the stock of those in- 
stitutions respectively. i | 

By the act of 1833, chapter 67, two agents were appointed to wind | 
up and close the concerns of the Bank of the State of Tennessee—one | 
for the principal Bank at Nashville, and the other for the branch at Knox- 
ville, and were of course to perform, in reference to the common schools, 
the duties that had been previously performed by the officers ef the prin- 
cipal Bank and the officers of the branch. 


r 
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The convention of 1834, by article 11, section 10, of the amended 
constitution, ordained that ** the fund called the common school fund, 
and all the lands and proceeds thereof, dividends, stocks, and other 
property of every description whatever, heretofore by law appropriated 
by the General Assembly of this State for the use of common schools, 
and all such as shall hereafter be appropriated, and the interest thereof, 
shall be inviolably appropriated to the support and encouragement of 
common schools throughout the State, and for the equal benefit of all 
the people thereof; and no law shall be made authorizing said fund, or 
any part thereof, to be diverted to any other use than the support and 
encouragement of common schools; and it shall be the duty of the 
General Assembly to appoint a board of commissioners for such term 
ef time as they may think proper, who shell have the general superin- 
tendence of said fund, and who shall make a report of the condition of 
the same, from time to time, under such rules, regulations, and restric- 
tions es may be required by law.” 

It was in obedience to this constitutional provision that the General 
Assembly of 1835 passed the 23d chapter of the acts of that year, to 
appoint a beard of common school commissioners, and to secure the 
common school fund. 

Of this board, an executive officer, to be called the Superintendent 
of Publie Instruction, was to be one. He was to collect the moneys, 
notes, bonds, stocks, securities, and other property belonging to the 
State or common sehool fund, in the possession or under the control of 
the agents appointed to close the concerns of the Bank of the State, the 
county school commissioners, and county bank agents. In conjunction 
with the other members of the board, he was to appoint an agent in 
each county in the State, and these agents were to perform the duties of 
the former bank agents and county school commissioners ; they were to 
renew the securities for the debts‘ due to the school fund, every six 
months, calling in ten per cent on the amount of each debt at the time of 
the first renewal, &c. &e., until the whole debt should be collected. 
The superintendent was to collect the debts due the Bank of the State 
at Nashville, or at the branch at Knoxville. 

He was, in short, to succeed to that Bank, redeem its circulation, and 
perform the functions which had been performed by it in reference to the 
school fund. 

I have gone into this minute detail of the progress of legislation on 
the subject of the common school fund, with a view of enabling our 
constituents to judge of the nature of the duties imposed upon the super- 
intendent of public instruction, and to determine whether it was or was 
not to collect the school fund in any particular species of funds. From 
this detail we learn that in its origin, the school fund consisted of 
the bills of the Bank of the State of Tennessee, which were a repre- 
sentative without a constituent, of the moneys received by the Treasurer 
of East Tennessee, and entry-taker of the Hiwassee district on the sales 
of Hiwassee lands, namely, of gold and silver, if he received any, and 
every variety of current bank notes; of the moneys received by the 
county entry-takers for inferior lands, which were to be by law gold and 
silver, and current bank notes, &c. &c. We learn further that these 
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moneys were deposited in the Bank of the State of Tennessee as its 


| capital, and were distributed amongst the counties, first in the hands of 
| the county bank agents, and then in those of the county school commis- 


sioners ; that they were loaned in the counties by way of relief and ac- 


| commodation to the indebted portidn of the community; that the notes 
| given for these loans were renewable at short periods, on which occa- 
| sions the borrower paid the interest in advance, and a portion of the 


principal of the loan, denominated a ** call; that these calls and the 
interest paid in advance formed a fund in the hands of the agents who 
conducted the business for re-loans eitherto the same orother persons; 
and that this was the condition and state of the fund when the office of 
superintendent of public instruction was created and the present incum- 
bent was appointed. l 

Our constituents know fall as well as any of us what species of funds 


| were received by those who successively did the business of the county 
| loan banks; they know full as well as we can tell them, that the officer 
| designated with the sounding title of Superintendent of public instruc- 
| tion, was not thereby invested with the power of transmitting bank notes 
| into gold; they need not be told thatevery bank whcih ever existed in the 
| State of Tennessee, including those now existing, gladly receive the notes 


of banks which are not at par with our own, in payment of suspended 


| debts; they know that bank notes which are not at par and are not re- 


ceived on deposit in our banks, are nevertheless for most purposes as 


| good as our own, and that crossing a line, they are better; they know 
| that it would have occasioned great distress at any time, and defeated the 


object of its creation, for the late Bank of the State of Tennessee, which 


| was created for relief, to insist rigorously in collecting its debts in one 
| species of money in exclusion of all other kinds; they know that no of- 
| ficer, from the first to the last, to whom the businesss of that bank in any 
| of its various forms have been committed, would have been borne, had he 


| insisted on collecting its debts, for example, in gold and silver, or in the 


| notes of any bank or banks which were above par, or were esteemed the 


| best in circulation. Knowing all these facts, it would be extraordinary 


indeed if the natural inclination of the mind to truth and justice should 
not lead the disinterested people of the State to the opinion, almost with- 
out exception, that the Superintendent of public instruction is not guilty 
of the grave charge, again and again repeated by the majority in their 
reports, that he acted wholly without authority, in receiving from those 
who had had thé custody of the Common school fund such bank notes as 
circulated in the respective neighborhoods of the State. 

The superibtendent gives testimony on oath that very large amounts 
of the Common school fund were paid him in depreciated paper. The 
intrinsic probability of the fact is strongly confirmatory of his statement. 
No evidence has been heard by the committee to contradict itand; believg 
ing as I do, that he was not only authdrised but bound to receive from 
those who had the fund in keeping, such public money as they had on 
hand; believing that he did receive from them depreciated funds, I am 
entirely unable to concur with the majority in the condemnation of him 
which they have on this ground seen fit to pronounce. His conduct in 
this particular is neither worthy of praise or blame. He merely acted 
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a3 all men having the management of large pecuniary concerns, have 
been constantly constrained to do, and as they are now daily forced to 
act in similar circumstances. 

Jut the majority of the committee aver that he had no legal authority 
to receive depreciated funds; and from this assumption, they draw the 
conclusion that he had no excuse for keeping on hand the large amounts 
of the school moneys which his accounts constantly show to be debted 
against him, and consequently that he is liable for interest on those large 
sams aforesaid. They contend that those large sums of money, thus ap- 
pearing to be in hand, should have been laid out in the purchase of Bank 
stock. ‘This brings us to investigate the manner iu which he has dis- 
charged this part of his duty. 

The 11th section of the act of 1855, chapter23; pamphlet laws, page 
113, provides that “as fast as the curtailments and interest shall be paid, 
ov any of the school fund shall be otherwise collected, it shal! be paid by 
the county agent or the persons collecting or having possession of the 
same, into the hands of the superintendent of public instruction, who 
shall invest the same by, subscribing for stock of the Planter’s Dank of 
‘Tennessee, in the name of the board of common school commissioners, 
and who shall in like manner re-invest the profits as they arise on the 
capital stock, or deposite tle same upon the best terms, and for the high- | 
est rate of interest he may be able to obtain, as he may deem most advis- 
able.” - In the construction of this provision, there is no possibility of 
adiversity of opinion, Theschool fund when paid to the superintendent, 
was to be invested with all practicable despatch in Planter’s Bank stock. 
If he received depreciated paper from the “ county agénts, or persons 
collecting, or having possession of the same,” there were two modes in 
which he might, using a legal discretion, invest this money in Planter’s 
Bank stock. He might buy the stock with the depreciated money, of 
course sustaining a heavy loss by such an operation; or he might convert 
the money by one or more exchanges, as for instance, by going to the 
State whose bank notes he had on hand, and purchasing our own notes or 
some other species of paper in circulation,which could be sold for our own 
notes, or still another species of Tuuds that could be converted into good 
funds. The school moneys were to be invested in Planter's Dank stock. 

If the suporintendent had a right to receive and did reecive deprecia- 
ted paper, that is, the paper of the banks of the adjacent States, which 
in brokerage transactions, from which our banks have never been wholly 
free, were at a discount, the two modes fabove indicated, are the only 
ones, es it seems to me, whereby the investment could be made. 

Upon the supposition that I now make, and which I repeat, that Imay - 
not be nusunderstood, namely, that if he had the right to receive and did 
receive depreciated paper, l presume it cannot be successfully contended 
that he had not the legal power, authority, and discretion to make any 
number of mutations of the depreciated money so received, which might 
be necessary to bring it to that state in which it could be invested in the 
manner required by the section of the act above quoted. 

There is only one other disposition which could have been made of 
this depreciated money, namely, to deposit it specially in bank, where it 
would have remained of course until now; consequently this course was 
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i wholly out of the question, Now, as he was bound to invest the mogey 
| in the stock specified, and the only possible modes of doing it, were,- 
| first, to go into the stock market with his depreciated fnnds and buy them 
jata large discount, to be dictated by brokers, or, secondly, to convert 

his unsound 1nto sound funds, by several operations, and then invest the 
|proceeds in the stock, the question is, which of these two modes was 
| preferable ? 
| The first would manifestly have been atlended with the least ftrou- 
| ble and personal responsibility. But would it have been sanctioned by 
ithe majority of a committee, who deny that he had the right to receive 
the uncurrent money? By no means: they would have been clearly for 
charging him with the loss sustained by the operation. And we who be- 
lieve he had the right to receive the uncurrent money, or more accurate- 
ly speaking, was bound to receive it, would have considered that course, 
had it been pursued, as marked by imbecility and the want of those finan- 
cial talents and expedients, the exercise of which the public had a just 
| right to expect. 
It is obvious, that if the superintendent had the right, and it was his 
| duty, to convert the uncurrent into current money, his right to the custo- 
idy of the money while these operations were in progress, was plainly 
incidental to the other right. And then it is a gross absurdity to charge 
him with interest upon the balances in his hands, which only came to be 
in his hands by circumstances over which he had no manner of control. 
Nay, it is worse than a gross absurdity, since the effect of the charge is 
to inflict a penalty on a public officer for attempting to protect the pub- 
lic against losses from those uncontrollable circumstances. 
| In his answer to ah interrogatory propounded by the committee, the 
| superintendent explained in the following terms, the nature of the opera- 
| tions whereby he attempted to save the school fund from the loss incident 
| to the kinds of money in which it had been paid : 
| Qn one occasion, I believe in the year 1838, I sent by an agent to. 
Calhoun, between twenty and thirty thousand dollars of the school fund, 
consisting of current and uncurrent bank notes, to be converted into bank- 
ahle money. The object was not to purchase United States Treasury 
notes, or other eastern funds in particular; but to convert the whole into 
| funds which could be deposited in bank. The mode of effecting this ob- 
| ject, was by purchasing with current aud uncurrent notes a lot of good 
| funds, which were again converted into fünds bankable at Nashville, but 
always ia such manner as to prevent any loss to the school fund. For ex- 
ample, if I received five hundred dollars in Tennessee and Alabama bank 
| notes, I converted the whole into Treasury notes, or notes of the Bank of 
the United States, or eastern funds, of course giving a premium. The 
| good funds thus obtained were again sold for ‘Tennessee money, whica 
was credited to the fund, so that on all occasions the money received by 
me, whetlie good or bad, was charged to me, and credited to the fund, aa. 
somany dollars, and then converted in the manner ahove stated, into 
moneys which were bankable; and whenever I could effect a transaction 
of this kind, I did it either hére or esewhere, the object being to prevent 
loss on the bankable money paid me by agents, or collected by me from 
debtors to the fund.” l : 
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We may suspect, to be sure, that these transactions were designed for 
the profit of the superintendent. But of what avail are suspicions in the 
face of testimony? Of whatavale are uncharitable thoughts, when op- | 
posed by intrinsic facts? The intrinsic evidence to which I allude here | 
is, that the superintendent appears to have charged himself with the. 
whole amount of the school fund in dollars. If he recerved uncurrent 
money, either legally or illegally, does he defraud the public by so charg- 
mg himself? If illegally, he thereby makes as far as possible reparation 
for ihe wrong; and then his only error consists in trying to right himself 
by his operations in exchanges, at the risk of loosing the public funds. 
IE he rightly received uncurrent money, and yet charged himself with it 
as though good, and operated in exchanges to avoid loss to the fund, i 
am at a loss to perceive the culpability of his conduct. If, indeed as is- 
sugsesicd, he received no uncurrent money, but operated in exchanges | 
for private gaia,his conduct is wholly indefensible. {t was in proof before 
the committee, by the testimony of Mr. Gilleland of Fayetteville, that the 
superintendent had in his hands, at one time, from twenty-five to thirty 
thousand dollars, mostly in uncurrent money. Now there were three 
Ways in which he might have been possessed of these funds. First, he 
might have received them from the former keepers of the school ‘fund: 
Secondly, he might have received good funds in behalf of the school 
fand, and bought these uncurrent funds oy speculation for his own behoof: 
Tüirdly, he might have got them in one of a series of exchanges to which 
he resorted to save the fund from loss. The first and the last I aver to 
be wholly innocent, or praiseworthy ; the second only is culpable, and it 


remains as yet to be proved. It is denied by him on oath, and with every | 


disposition to produce evidence of the faci, after two sifting investiga- 
tions, it is still to be proved. 

Now, as these transaction were large in amount, it is scarcely credible 
that, if the fact be as it is suggested, it could be at all difficult to estab- 
lish it. i es 
_ The means usually adopted of converting one species of bank paper 
into another, is to loan the paper intended to be converted, to be repaid 
in the kind of paper necded by the party making theloan. This meth- 
od, as well as others already mentioned, might have been well resorted 
to by the superintendent; for although he is not, by any express provis- 
ion of law, authorized to make loans of the school funds, nor authorized, 
by such express provision, to exchange the fund received for any other 
epeeies of fund, yet, as he was required to invest thefund in Bank stock, 
It was incidental to that duty, to make the investment on the best possi- 
ble terms, and at’ the smallest possible loss to the fund; and as a con- 
Sequence of this duty, he was entrusted with a large discretion as to the 
manner in which it was to be discharged. Iam therefore, of opinion, 
that loans of the sehool fund for the purpose here indicated, were 
within the ineidental powers of the superintendent. Loans without this 
end in view, made merely to accommodate the persons to whom made, 
were unauthorized. Loans made entirely of funds which might have 
been without loss invested in Bank stock, would also be unauthorized. 


But loans consisting in part of such funds and partly in depreciated ` 


funds, and made with the view of having the whole repaid in good 
money, would be legitimate. 
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is brings us to consider the action of the last General Assembly 
the superintendent's report of his proceedings in this matter of 
ng the school fund.

That enlightened body well kuet, as all men now know, except!

of persons, must, like every other fund similarly situated, be liable t 
lost fram insulvencics, and the innumerable accidents to which the a 
of men are exposed. They knew that upon every fait constructio 
the act of 1835, the superintendent was invested with precisely thes 
means to collect and secure the school fund, as are usually employ 
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ent creditors in collecting and securing their private debts. The 
duc to the school fnnd were, to all intents and purposes, precisely 
e same condition as the mass of debts due to individuals and to cor- 
tions. When has a prudent individual, when has a corporation hesi- 
to receive a doubtful debt in depreciated bank paper? Was the 
intendent to refuse it? If he had, and had failed in collection, as 
ust have done to a much greater extent than he has, would not Ine 
uct have been every way worthy of reprobation? 
iave only further to remark upon this part of the subject, that after 
ct had been passed directing the superintendent to hand over the 
ys then in his possession, and afterwards to come into his posses- 
to the Bank, he was, in reference to his powerg of collecting and 
ing the school fund, precisely in the same situation as before. He 
still, in his discretion, collect the debts when necessary, in uneur- 
Bank notes. He could still convert those notes into such money as 
uld hand over to the Bank. Not only could he do these things after 
aw, but much greater if possible were his obligations to do them. 
the moneys which could bedeposited in the Bank were of course 
unds, since the deposits so made were to constitute a portion of its 
al. In short, the superintendent was the agent of the State, charged 
the duty of collecting and securing the school fund, and was invest- 
ith that general purpose with the powers which belong to an indi- 
lin performing similar services for himself, including a discretion 
ut limits prescribed by the Legislature, and consequently to be 
lated only by his own judgment and the end had in view. 
hether it was the duty of the superintendent to keep an account of 
ncurrent money reccived by him, is a question which 1 am unprepared 
ide.

hat I have hitherto said, relates to the principles upon which the - 
report of the majority is founded. As these are diametrically op- 
dto those which I have here attempted to state and enforce, it could 
e expected that I should concur in the results deduced by the major- 
which I deem to be not only erroneous, but deceptive, and only cal- 
ed, however intended, to mislead the public mind. 
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Ås it relates to the second report, a few remarks only will be nece 
from me. [ entirely disapprove of the spirit and manner in. which 
investigation was conducted. It was assumed by the majority, in 
outset, that the superintendent had been guilty of the following spe 
abuses: l 

1, That lie had speculated in the school fung for his individual p 
by dealing in exchanges as a broker, and appropriating the proceed 
his adventures to his own use. i « 

2. That he had made loans of the school fund to his own debtor 
long standing, and had taken the fund to his own private use; and ins 
of the sums thus abstracted, had deposited the notes of his debtors, 
der the pretence of lonas to them. 

3. That he had loaned the school fund on usury, and appropriate 
his own use the excessive interest taken. 

To establish these points, the committee employed their extraordin 
powers. Witnesses were called from remote parts of the State, 
chiefly, if not entirely from Fayetteville, the place of the superin 
dent's former residence, where he began life as a merchant, and w 
there remained unsettled mercantile affairs of his own with various 
sons, his former partners and others. Those persons were the witne 
summoned, Interrogatories were propounded to them, demanding st 
ments of pecuniary transactions which originated several years be 
the creation of the office of superintendent. The result has been 
many facts have been brought to light, showing the ardor and zeal 
which the superintendent has with singular disinterestedness dev 
himself and his credit as a merchant, to establish, maintain, and savef 
pecuniary embarrassment, those whom he looked upon as his friend 

But nothing, absolutely nothing, has been shown, tending in the’ 
motost.degreo, to establish the secand of the above enumerated abw 
that being the pointto which the testimony of those witnesses prit 
pally relates. ‘True, the majority say that *^in relation to the debt 
$14,588 85, due from Dennis & M'Kinney, the committee have ex: 
ined Mr. Dennis, and if any thing can be made of his testimony in 
way, it is, that the debt origmated in 1832. The amount then ow. 
to Mr. Mi’Ewen from the firm was $3,994; that, by repeated renew: 
in the way of bills, cashed ata heavy discount, and by borrowing: 
ditional sums, it has increased to its present amount, If (say tha 
we add fifteen per cent per annum to the original sum, from 182

We will fnd that about $8,187 %0 
of this debt did not grow out of the school find.” 

In this extraet, the majority pretty broadly insinuate that the sup 
intendent was the partner of the firm of Dennis & M’Kinnev. Butt 
is necatived by the positive testimony of Mr, Dennis. Next, the m 
iority plainly say that the sum of 83,994, wasa debt due in 1832, fro 
the firm of Dennis & M'Kinney to the superintendent. But Mr. Denn 
whose testimony, from some obliquity, the majority seemed to have hi 


& 
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a difficulty in understanding, plainly states that this was nor a debt due 
from his firm to the superintendent, but was a debt due to their creditors 
in their mercantile transactions, for which at most, the superintendent 
was their accommodation endorser or acceptor. 

In the third place, the majority do not state in so many words, bot 
disengenuously leave the public to infer, that the superintendent had, 
by exerting the usualfinancial measures of usurers, and by leaning Den- 
nis & M’Kinney, increased the original $3,994 to $14,388 85.. But 
Mr. Dennis distinctly states the mode in which this debt grew to its 
present amount, Being in the first place a balance due to persons with 
whom he had mercantile transactions, which had been conducted by 
him through M'Ewen, as his agent and friend, which balance in 1832 
was owing in the Bank of the United States at Nashville, he, Dennis, 
then drew a bill or bills on New Orleans, at six months, to meet it. 
This he states in his answer to the fourth interrogatory put to him by 
the committee. In his answer to the sixth interrogatory, he continues 
his account of itas follows: “I am not able to state from memory the 
various modes (changes,) that it has undergone; what interest per an- 
num I have pail; neither can I say the number of times I have had it 
renewed. Ihave drawn bills on New Orleans, and then had to make 
notes and get them discounted in Bank to meet those bills, or get money 
rom any other source that I could, in order to keep up my credit; and 
have had to pay, in these transactions, once or twice at least, fifteen 
percent. Inoae case, I drew a bill on N. & J. Dick & Co., of New 
Orleans, that I had to pay two and à half per cent for accepting, and in 
consequence of the water not rising in time, could not get what produce 
I had in market, I had to pay on said bill two and a half per cent for 
advancing, aad one per cent for exchange; and many other such shifts 

have made through my agent, Col, M'Ewen, in order to get along.?? 
In answer to an additional interrogatory put by the committee, and 

ramed with the express view of ascertaining whether Col. M’Ewen had 
charged Dennis & M’Kinney with these exorbitant rates for discounts, 
renewals, &c. Mr. Dennis distinctly states that a certain house in New: 
Orleans, which he names, on the extension of one of his bills four 
months longer, had ** shaved him from between five hundred and one 
thousand dolars;? but, says he, “I never believed that Col. M’Ewen 
shaved me, nor do I now believe it." This is the testimony which : 
seems to the majority so difficult to be understood. 

Our constituents can understand it, and I will leaveit to them, with a 
remark, as to what it does not prove, and as to what tbe commentary of 
the majority does prove. The testimony proves that the superintendent 
Was not the creditor of Dennis & M’Kinney for the sum of money in 
question, in any of iis various changes, and consequently that he is not 
guilty of the oppressive usury covertly laid to his charge in the second 
report. ‘The majority’s commentary does prove that whoever had the 
duty ass'vned him of drafting the report, has mede out a clear title toa 
want of study end research into the laws in relationto the common school 
fund, an ! the duties and rights of the superintendent, which I feel con- 
fident wi l neither be coveted nor contested. i 

The o her two notions which were attempted to be established in the 
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second investigation, namely, that the superintendent had dealt in broker. 
age, and also in usury, with the school fund, for his own profit, remain 
as yet, at least, where they were conceived, in the abortive womb of 
suspicion. 

‘That the superintendent has committed errors, as for example, in vainly 
trusting that the well-intended measures of a publie officer would be 
gure to meet with approval or even charitable construction from politi- 
cal opponents; and in loaning the school fund in cases where loans were 
not resorted to, to convert uncurrent into current money, I by no means 
deny. But I most solemnly declare that after the most attentive review 
of all that has heen disclosed on the most diligent inquiry, there is not, 
to my mind, any just reason to believe that he has ever, at any time, 
harbored the most distant idea of defrauding the public of a single cei 
of that fund, to have done which, as it has been dedicated to the most! 
holy purpose of enlightening the mind and purifying the morals of gen- 
erations yet unborn, aud of delivering them from the fatal delusions that 
prejudice and party spirit, as this investigation has but too clearly proved, 
easily impose on their votaries; and to divert which from its exalted dis- 
tinction, and pollute it by sordidly employing it in brokerage and usury, 
whereby to amass dishonest private gain, would be indeed the lowest 
degree of depravity to which the boldest peculator of these disjointed 
times, has ever yet descended. 

The superintendent is charged by the majority of the committee with 
being a public defalter for upwards of $120,000. This default they at- 
tempt to prove by showing that there remains in his hands that amount of 
the school fund, which has not as yet been either invested in Planters 
Bank stock, or deposited inthe Bank of Tennessee. 

To this, it is answered, that there was in his hands at the meeting of 
the last General Assembly, not invested in stock, upwards of $86,000, 
part of which was on loan to private individuals at that period ; both of 
which facts, namely, the amount on hand, and that a portion of it had 
been loaned, were reported to that body; that the reason was also re- 
ported, why so large a sum was on hand, to wit: that a considerable 
amount of consisted of uncurrent moneys, which had been received from 
the former keepers of the fund, which was ina state of being converted 
into good money ; that the same reasons which had thus prevented him 
from investing $86,000 in bank stock, and which justified its being in 
his hands, and required its conversion, had operated on the larger amount, 
now in his hands, and prevented its being deposited in the Bank of Ten- 
nossee ; that this langer however, has not been wasted and lost, ör con- 
cealed and converted to his own use, but has been loaned to private 
citizens of the State, and here are their obligations for the repayment of 
the sums'respectively loaned them, evidencing the fact that the money has 
been purloined from tne public; that the amount which he had invested in 
bank stock'previously to the session of the last General Assembly, and since 
then deposited in the Bank of Tennessee, added to the sum of these obliga- 
tions which he now presents, make the whole amount of the school fund, 
which has ever come to his hands; that if there is any danger of the 
solvency of these borrowers, it is amply guarded against by the private 
responsibility of himself and his sureties; that he has kept regular ao- 
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counts of every dollar which he has received, which accounts he has ex- 
hibited in all their ramifications ; that he has sought to conceal nothing, 
for he had nothing to conceal; and im fine that he has nothing to fear but 
private malice and political prejudice, spurred into activity by the 
goodness of hangry expectants and party hangers-on. 

In the report of the majority of the committee, there are many state- 
ments, deductions, and calculations which necessarily partake of the er- 
roneous premises upon which the whole of their reports are founded. 

But itis not my purpose to review in a more extended manner, what 
they have said and written. Ihave attempted to exhibit the true fea- 
tures of this numbue styled a default of the superintendent of public 
instruction. I have tried to strip it naked, and show it in its exact pro- 
portions, to the inspection of our constituents. 

The committee called for.and obtained from the superintendent a list 
of the names, bath of the securities of Joel Parrish, and of the debtors 
to the old State Bank. The names of the securities of Parrish were 
published in the majority’s first report; the names of the debtors to the 
Bank are not published in either the first or second report. ‘The reason 
assigned by the majority is, that “it would be an unnecessary and useless 
expense,” to publish their names! I cannot appreciate that kind of econ- 
omy which induced the majority of the committee to call witnesses be- 
fore them from remote parts of the State, at the public expense, and 
examine them touching the private affairs of the superintendent and 
other individuals, in no way connected with, or calculated to promote 
the public interest, and exclude from their report the names of the 
debtors to the old State Dank, tbe publication of whose names would not 
have cost oue dollar. ‘The names excluded, and the amounts due from 
each, are the following: —

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In conclusion, I beg leave to state, that in my opinion the superinten- 
dent, in discharging the delicate and responsible trust committed to hi: 
care, has been constantly governed by honest motives, and that the pur. 
pose of defrauding the public of a particle of the school fund, wa 
never so much as. conceived of in all his thoughts, and that this investi 
mation has contirmed me in the belief that Robert H. M’Ewen is “a 
honest man—the noblest work of God.”

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REPORT 
Of the Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
October 8, 1839. 


TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TEN- 
` NESSEE. 


The superintendent of public instruction, pursuant to an act of the | 


General Assembly, entitled ** An act to appoint a board of common 
scool commissioners and to secure the common school fund,” begs leave 
to report :— 

That he has received of the common school fund, at different times, 
mostly in paper currency, the sum-of $866,789 19 ; of this sum, $363,- 
189 D4 were received from the sales of the Ocoee lands, and the residue 
from other sources. Of this residue, however, $7,950 29, is interest 
with which he has charged himself in his books, though in point of 
inct it was never aetually received, but is included in notes which 
have been renewed, and which, as yet, have not been collected. 


He has paid into the Dank of Tennessee, as eapital stock, $472,515 05

and on account of the sinking fund, $35,229 76; and has paid in the | 
redemption of Dank notes of the old Bank of the State—to former bank | 


agents, in costs of suit by and against said Bank—to agents of the board 
of commissioners in the different counties—and for expenses in putting 
the common school system into operation, and in other disbursements, 
he sum of $19,385 80. Hehas also on hand in counterfeit change 


tickets and in uncurrent Bank paper taken by agents, $83 50—which - 


suows a balance against him including the aforesaid interest, of $197,- 
101 OS. With regard to this balance and the interest which may have 
acerned thereon, amountiag to this date to abont $6,000 besides, —that 
neither his motives, nor his acts, may be misunderstood, he begs leave 
to state, that by the 11th section of the aforesaid act, passed the 19th 
day of February, 1836, it is provided that “as fast as the curtailments 
and interest shall be paid, or any of the school fund shall be otherwise 
collected, it shall be paid by the county agent, or the persons collecting 
or having possession of the same, into the hands of the superintendent of 
punic instruction, who shall invest the same by subscribing for stock of 
the Planters’ Bank of Tennessee, in the name of the board of common 
scnool commissioners ; and who shall in like manner re-invest the profits 
as they arise on the capital stock, or deposite the same upon the best 
terms, and for the highest rate of interest he may be able to obtain, or be 
may deem most advisable.” 

‘That in the summer of 1837,as is well known, the Banks in this 
State, and elsewhere, generally suspended specie payments. ‘The evils 
resulting from this suspension were of too serious a character not to be 
known and felt by the whole community. One of the many conse- 
quences resulting from it, was the immediate fall in price of the stock 
of the Planters’? Bank, which could have been purchased in the eastern 
market at from $70 to $80 per share. Under such circumstances, 'o 
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have subscribed for more of it than he did, would have been deemed 
impolitie and unwise. Where he had a discretion to investin the stock 
of the Planters’ Bank, or loan out the money upon the best terms he was 
able to obtain, he exereised it by loaning to individuals, where it could 
be done in safety. From the time of the suspension of the Banks until 
their resumption of specie payments, there was no other than a paper 
currency in ordinary eireuiation, anfl the value of this was constantly 
fluctuating. The agents of the board in the different counties, were 
necessarily authorized to receive current Bank paper—but in reference 
to this, there was no standard of curreney. What was currrent at one 
time and in one place was not so in another, or in the same place at an- 
other time. 

Our own Banks would sometimes receive the paper of the southern 
Banks in deposit, and at other times refuse—-sometimes, they would re- 
ceive it in payment of debts, and at ctber times, some of it was so de- 
preciated, that it could not be made available even for that purpose. In 
many instanees, paper that was considered current when it was received 
hy the agents in different paris of the State, ceased to be so when it was 
paid over to the superintendent; and in some instances, paper that was 
known to be depreciated when it was received, where no other could be 
obtained, was taken in payment of doubtful debts. In consequence of 
whieh, a large amount of depreciaied paper, or paper which was ata 
considerable diseount in Nashville, was, from time to time, thrown into. 
the hands of the superintendent 

It was received by the agents, either when it was considered eurrent, 
ar under such circumstances that he could not reasonably avoid taking 
itfrom them. In this state of things, but one alternative seemed to pre- 
—either to keep the paper in kind, until perehance it should 


sent itself 
get better, and the Banks here be willing to receive it, or get it off by a 
negoiiation or loan on the best terms he could effect. The former was 
thought very hazardous, because no one could foresee what might be 
ihe condition of the Banks, nor how far their paper might depreciate. 
Under these eireumstances, the latter was deemed most advisable, as welt 
for the security, as the increase of that portion of the general fund, and 
was accordingly adopted. 

He therefore loaned out, from time to time, such of the southern 
money 2s he had which was not bankable here; and to effect this, on the 
best terms, he was sometimes under the necessity of leaning therewith 
a portion of current paper. In making these loans, he expected that 
most of (rem would have been paid before the Bank of Tennessee went 
into operation ; bu£in consequence of the revulsion intrade, and the con- 
tinued moneyed pressure, which hasbeen increased rather than diminished 
by the resumption of specie;payments, he has not been able to make col- 
leetions to any extent, but was under the necessity of instituting suits 
or of permitting the notes to be renewed, and many of them have been 
renewed accordingly. He however hopes that considerable collections 
will be made in the course of this foll and winter-—and has the satisfac- 
tion of believing that all the money thus loaned, as well under the afore- 
said section as otherwise, is safe and weil secured, and will produce an 
average rate of interest of at least six per centum per annum. Having 
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pursued this poliey previous to the session of thelast General Assembly, 
and distinctly stated'itin his report to that body, of the 21st of No- 
vember, 1837, as will be seen on referenceto the journals of the Senate, 
page 520, and considering from their silence that it met their approba- 
tion, he continued to pursue it, believing it best calculated to advance the 
objects for which this fund was created. 

The superintendent has also received from county cómmon school 
commissioners, Bank stock, on which was paid $49,220, for which the 
board have certificates of transfer, except for 140 shares, on which was 
paid $14,000— which is vested in the board of commissioners by a de- 
erce of the court of chancery. 

The amount of Bank stock belonging to the common school fund, 
consists now of 393 shares in the Union Bank of Tennessee, on which 
has been paid $36,494—4445 shares in the Planters’? Bank of Tennes- 
see, on waich has been paid $244,500—7 shares in the Farmers and 
Merchants’ Bank of Memphis, on which has been paid $700—and 
there has been paid, as before stated, into the Bank of Tennessee $472,- 
515 05, constituting so much of the capital of said Bank: and $35,- 
229 76 on account of the sinking fund. The account of turnpike 
stock in the Nashville, Murfreesborough, and Shelbyville turnpike 
company, is $42,193 42, and in the Smokey mountain turnpike 
32956 35. 

He would further state that in the collection of the common school 
fund, from county common school commissioners, Bank agents, and 
others, he has experienced much difficulty, not only from the confused 
and scattered condition of that fund, but from the pecuniary embarrass- 
ments of the country. Many of the debts were of a doubtful charac- 
ter; in such cases, where additional security could be obtained, he au- 
thorized an extension of the time of payment. In other instances, he 
has also granted indulgence, rather than sacrifice the property of the 
debtor. A different course would have- jeoparded many debts 
which ‘are now secure, and in times so adverse, have occasioned, in many 
instances, distress and ruin. The amount of outstanding debts is still 
considerable. In about forty counties, the greater portion of them, it is 
believed, willin time be collected—in the remaining counties, except 
those which have settled up, they are mostly bad or doubtful. 

But few of the agents of this board are now receiving a standing sal- 
ary. Some of them have proffered to elose the remaining collections in 
ikeir counties, so far as they can be made, gratuitously—and others are 
to receive a reasonable compensation from the collections they may make. 
By this arrangement the expenses atteading these collections have been 
greatly reduced, and will hereafter be comparatively small. 

The internal improvement fund of some of the counties, which had | 
been appropriated by the General Assembly to the use of common 
schools, he was advised, under the new constitution, became a part of 
the perpetual fund, and demanded it accordingly. Some of the coun- 
ties voluntarily paid it over, others did not. In one county, after paying 
it over, suit was instituted to recover it back, which is now.pending in 
the E Court, where it is presumed the question will be finally 
settled. 
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ile has obtained possession of some escLeated property, worth per 
haps $1500, but he believed the interest ef the Common School Fund 
would net be promoted bya sale of it at present. There is other 
eseheated property, respecting which suits have been ordered. 

The Comen School Act, passed the 24th of January, 18388, also 
makes it the duty of the Superintendent of Public Instruction to pre- 
pare and submit to the Legislature, at each regular session, a Report 
containing information relative to the condition ofthe Common Schools, 
the cperation of the School act, and to suggest such modifications and 
allerations as may be deemed expedient for the better organization of 
the system. 

From the incipient and consequently imperfect organization of the 
school system in Tennessee, the first annual report cannot contain the 
amount end varicly of information, that may be expected in subsequent 
reports, when the system shall have been tested by time and by the 
wisdom and experience of an intelligent community. Indeed little 
more can be communicated to the present Legislature than mere pre- 
liminary measures. l 

By the provisions of the 26th section of the school act, it was made 
the duty of the constables in each civil district, to hold an election on 
the urst Saturday in June, 1838, for the purpose of electing five school 
commissioners for said district, and to certify the result of said election 
to ihe county court clerk. These elections were the first step in the 
immediate organization of the common school system in Tennessee. 

section 27th directed that the commissioners so elected, after talking 
anaath for tle faithful discharge of their duties, should proceed to enu- 
merate the white children over six and under sixteen years of age in 
their respective districts on the last day of June, 1888, and forthwith re- 
port the same to the clerk of the county court; and that said clerk should 
transmit a certified copy thereof to the seperintendent on or before the 
first of November, 1888. 

The superintendent was required to apportion the school moneys 
among the entire school or civil distriets in the State, according to the 
ratio of their scholastic population, on er before the first Monday of 
February, in 1899; and if from any district no report or a defective re- 
port should be received, he was directed “to ascertain by the best evi- 
tence in his power, the facts upon which the apportionment should de- 
pend” If is evident, then, that in the first apportionment, no distribution 
could be made to any district, until the entire scholastic population of the 
Stale should be ascertained, as the portion to which each pupil is enti-. 
tlet was ta be determined by dividing the whole distributable fund by 
this population. 

On the first Monday of February, 1839, no returns or only defective 
returns had been received from a considerable number of distriets and 
irom some entire counties, although the superintendent had written to the 
county court clerks (in some cases repeatedly) for the reports, of in case 
no reports had been made, for such estimates as would enable him to 
comply with the law. Thus situated, the only alternative was, cither to 
supply the deficiences by conjectural and uncertain estimates of the scho- 
lastie population, and thus make an apportionment equally conjectural 
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and uncertain, giving perhaps to the reported districts too little and to 
the delinquent too much; or to consider the 21st section of the school 
act as directory, and that it might be departed from, should the interest of 
ihe school system require. Having advised with the Attorney General 
of the State, and received from him an opinion in favor of such a course, 
ithe superintendent was induced to defer the appointment and take addi- 
tional measures to procure returns and estimates from the delinquent dis- 
tricts. He succeeded, by this means, in getting the requisite informa- 
tion from every district in the State, derived from a census (sometimes 
informally taken) or from estimates made by persons residing in and ac- 
quainted with their respective districts ; and was thus enabled to make a 
Har more equitable apportionment of the school fund than would have 
been practicable without this delay. This consideration, in connection 
with the difficulties consequent upon the incipient organization of the 
school system, will, itis believed, justify to the Legislature the course that 
has been pursued. es 

The superintendent considers it his duty to make an additional expla- 
mation, relative the apportionment that has been made, of the school fund. 
‘The 10th section of the school act makes it the duty of the comptroller 
to report to the superintendent immediately after the first Monday in 
January in cach year, the exact amount of school money in the treasury 
subject to distribution. From the report of the comptroller made in ac~- 
cordance with this section, it appeared that the fund in the treasury on the 
first Monday of January, amounted to but $15,551 46, the annual ap- 
propriation of $100,000 from the Bank of Tennessee, not being payable 
according to the construction of the charter by the board of directors, 
ll the filth day of July-—that being the end of the bank year. 
| To have distributed this small sum amongst nearly one thousand school 
districts, containing a scholastic population of one hundred and eighty- 
five thousand four hundred and thirty-two, affording fo the smallest dis- 
trict less than four dollars, and to few more than twenty-five dollars, (to | 
each pupil eight cents and a fraction) would certainly not have met the 
public expectation which the school act had raised; and so far from ope- 
rating as was intended as a lure to the people to contribute to the estab- 
lishment of schools, would most probably have induced them to suspend - 
their incipient proceedings, if not abandoned the system altogether. 
| The superintendent believed therefore, that-he would fulfil the design of 
the last, and meet the approbation of the present Legislature, if he con- 
sidered the appropriation from the Bank of Tennessee as part of the,fund 
subject to apportionment in 1839, and the more especially as it would 
otherwise have remained unproductive in the bank for nearly six months, 
thus occasioning to the people; to whom it belonged, a loss of about 
three thousand dollars. It has accordingly been so considered, but it was 
Judged expedient: to make two -distinct apportionments for this year, one 
of which should be payable on demand, the other not till after the fifth 
|day of July. Assurances have been received from various paris of the 
| State, that the course pursued has given general satisfaction, and was in- 
deed the only course that would have met publie expectation. 

_ To obviate the inconvenience and embarrassment arising from the con- 
flicting provisions of the school act and the bank charter, it is respect- 
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uüy suggested that the time of paying the appropriation from the bank 
of Tennessee be accommodated to the time specitied in the 10th section 
of the school act for making the compiroller’s report, in order that the 
anpropriation may be included in his report, and thus become subject to 
distribution simultaneously with the other school moneys; in other words, 
that the appropriation from the Bank of Tennessee be mdde payable on 
or before the first Monday of January instead of the fifth of July in each 
voar. "lo accommodate the school act to the bank charter would make 
if necessary to amend several sections of the former, which should be 
avoided as far as practicable, in order that the people may the sooner be- 
come acquainted with its provisions and know their duties and their pri- 
vilezes, 

The first scholastic year in the common school system of Tennessee, 
extends from the first of July, 1838, to the first of July, 1839, and the 
commissioners are required to make their school reports for this year, to 
the elerks of the county eourts between the first of July and the first of 
October; but the clerks of the county courts are allowed from the first 
of Octoher to the first of December to report to the superintendent. The 
present annual report cannot therefore exhibit, as the law requires, par- 
ticular information with respect to the common schools, the number that 
have been taught, the subjects tanght, the amount of money paid to teach- 
ers, &c., all which will of course be included in subsequent reports. 
The superintendent is, however, happy to assure the Legislature that he 
has learned unofficially that a very considerable number of schools have 
been established and under highly flattering auspices; and that in’ his 
correspondence with common school officers in different parts. of the 
State, he has discovered a deep and increasing interest inthe cause of 
education, and a confidence that the present system will lead to great and 
lasting results, 

There are in Tennessee seventy-one counties, containing nine hundred 
and eighty-sever civil districts, which are also recognized ia the school 
act as school districts. In nine hundred and eleven ef these districts, 
commissioners were elected at the time specified by law, and having. 
qualified, proceeded to take the required census in their respective dis- 
tricts, and reported the same to the county court clerks, who transmitted 
certified copies of these reports to the superintendent. In seventy-six 
districts, either no commissioners were elected or those elected-refused 
to serve, or owing to some informality or defect in the proceedings, the 
eleetiqus were deemed invalid. As nearly as could be ascertained from 
the reports, and from estimates made by persons residing in the delinquent 
distriets, there were inthe State, on the last day of June, 1838, one 
hundred and eighty-five thousand four hundred and thirty-two children 
over six and under sixteen years of age. Ta Gibson, Perry, Tipton, 
Weakley, Cannon, Coflec, Hickman, Jackson, Overton, Smith, Bledsoe, 
Bradley, Carter, Jefferson, Johnson, Marion, Meigs, Monroe, Rhea, 
White, Warren, and Franklin counties, every district was reported in 
due form, and within the time specified by law. In Sevier, Roane, Mc- 
Minn, Knox, Grainger, Cocke, Blount, Rutherford, Montgomery, Law- 
rence, Dickson, Bedford, Henderson, Carroll, and Benton counties, every 
district was in like manner reported, but one in each county. | 
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The counties iu the State of Tennessee are sub-divided into sections, 
called civil districts, the maximum number being twenty-five, and mini- 
mum eight. It was deemed expedient by: the last Legislature to adopt 
these existing and known divisions as school districts, and accommodate 
the school system to them. This, it was thought, would render the or- 
ganization easier and more expeditious, and would thus compensate for 
ihe inconveniences that might be expected to arise from the size and 
figure of the civil districts. No reports having been received from the 
commissioners respecting the condition of common schools, for the 
reasons before stated, the superintendent is not prepared to say what 
difficulties the school system may have encountered from this source, or 
what may be the wishes of the people in reference thereto. Some, 
perhaps most, of the. districts will be found inconveniently large ; but 
there is nothing in the school act prohibiting the establishment of a 
plurality of schools in the same district; and in the last clause of the 
20th section, it is expressly provided that a teacher may be directed by 
the commissioners to appropriate his time at two or more places in a 
district, as the convenience and interest of the citizens thereof may re- 
quire. By this arrangement, the services of a good teacher may be ob- 
tained for more than turee months, in a year-in each of three schools in 
the same district; and three months? good instruction, it will readily be 
conceded, is worth twelve months’ indifferent, and than any amount of 
bad teaching. 

In connexion with this subject, a suggestion, which has been made in 
another State, is deemed worthy of consideration. Itis by no means 
uncommon, and is attended with but little inconvenience, for larger pupils 
to go two, three, or even more miles, to school. In most cases, there-, 
fore, a good school, at or near the centre of a district, would be an ade- 
quate provision for this description of our scholastic population. “The 
smaller children could be provided for by schools established at points. 


, remote from the centre, which might be taught by females, or by male 


teachers, whose services could be procured at a comparatively small 
compensation, An additional advantage resulting from this arrangement, 
would be a gradation of schools; at least schools of two grades—one 
where the elements and first branches of education could be taught, and 
another where wstruetion could be carried on to any extent the citizens — 
of the district might require—thus affording the facilities and advantages . 
resulting from a division of Jabor, and from a separation of pupils whose 
ages and siudies are incompatible. - . 

Should there be any districts that are inconveniently. small, which it is 
believed will seldom be the case, or should there be some in which the 
thinness of the population would render it impracticable or onerous to 
support separate schools, the 20th section provides that two or more dis- 
tricts may unite their funds and employ a teacher, who shail divide his 
time between the districts in such manner as the commissioners of the 
districts entering into the co-partaership, may agree upon, provided a 
echoal be kept in each district three mouths in a year. l 

if there be districts of very irregular shapes, as where the population 
chiefly follows the water courses and the districts have been made to 
conform thereto, thé school act does not prohibit the commissioners of 
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any two adjoining districts from making an arrangement for their mutual 
accommodation, by receiving the children of onc district into the schools 
of another, should convenience require, provided they be always reported 
from the district in which they reside. 

If these considerations and suggestions are just, it would seem to be 
inexpedient to make any change for the present, zm the existing school 
districts, A small sacrifice of convenience may be eompensated by the 
advantages arising from permanent geographical limits. No change in- 
dead, it i3 eonecived, should he made in any pert of the system that will 
be of doubtful utility. - 

Lhe subject of school houses is intimately connected with that of 
school districts, So important did it appear to the superintendent that 
the ateention of the public, and especially of tho commissioners, should 
be early ealled to this matter, that he published in January last, in con- 
nexion with the school act and instructions, a report on the construction 
of school houses, taken‘from the Ohio Common School. Director, and 
sent a eopy thereof to every commissioner in the State. 

The law provides for the cducation of children over sixand under six- 
teen years; the scholastic age of our population, therefore, extends 
through nine years, and these, too, doubtless the mast impressible of any 


equal period of timo in a man’s life, and constituting indeed no incoasid- . 


crable portion of the sum total of ordinary humaa existence. It is highly 
imporient, then, for the individuaal happiness of tho pupils, that these 
vears should be spent as pleasantly and profitably as possible; but this 
importance is greatly evheneed, when itis considered that it is within 
this period the clements of good or bad citizenship are to be acquired ; 
that the bias thea given to the boy will, ina great degree, guide and con- 
trol the man through all his subsequent life. ‘The infiuence of external 
causes upoa the minds and hearts of grown persons, is a fact that needs 
no demonstrations how much more susceptible of such influence are the 
young, who act, in a great degree, from impulse, and who, from the im- 
maturity of their reason, are less capable of discriminating between 
right aad wrong, and thus become emphatically the creatures of circum- 
stances. 

itis evident that tho more comfortable and attractive a school house 
s wade, the more willingly will children resort to if and be inclined to 
avail themselves of the advantages that may be proffered them. The 
following very judicious remarks are froma report of an association of 
teaci:ors in Essex county, Massachusetts: 

** The pain and uneasiness, which a child experiences from an uncom- 
fortable situation in school, he will very likely associate with his books 
and studies, or with the instructor and’reeulations of school; he may 
connect it with those who sit near him, and who may be just as uneasy 
as himself, and be ready to hate the whole and quarrel with all, because 
he ivels pain, and cannot er does not rightly understand the occasion of 
it. The lecal situation of children in school has a most obvious bear- 
ing on the conduct and temper, Place them alittle out of the observa: 
tion of the instructor, and they will play; put them where they ate 
crowded, or sit with inconvenience, and they will quarrel. Suppose 
from one of the causes above named, the child acquires a habit of loose 
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oolish playfulness, or of restless discontent—suppose he acquire 
relish for schools, his books, or unkind feelings towards his instruc- 
t his fellows—will there not be much personal loss, and is there no 
er of future consequences—is there no danger that these feelings 
go into future life, and the individual prove less comfortable to 
elf, and less comfortable to others? Youth is the season when the 
cter is formed, and direction given to the feelings and conduct.

No- provision is made in the act for the filling of vacancies in the boards 
of school commissioners. ‘Che number being but five in each district, 
and their duties various and important, one or two vacancies, as the dis- 
tricts are large, might be attended with much inconvenience and detri- 
ment. Would it not be advisable, then, so to amend the 13th article of 
the 28th section as to give to the commissioners power to fill all vacan- 
cies in their boards? 

There being no post offices in many of the school districts, the super- 
intendent has been under the necessity of sendiag the copies of the school 
act, designed for the commissioners, to the county court clerks and of 
requesting them to distribute them. This request has been promptly 
complied with, in most cases; but in others, has been neglected. It is re- 
commended, therefore, that it be made the duty of the clerks of the county 
courts, to distribute all documents and communications, forwarded to 
their care, for the districts in their respective counties. 

It it also suggested that the 30th section be so amended as to require 
the males and females to be distinguished in the commissioner’s reports. . 

The greatest impediments to the common school system in other States, 
have been found to arise from apathy and a want of mformation as to the 
best ways and means of organizing and sustaining schools. | 'To obviate 
these, it is respectfully suggested: s 

First—' Phat one or more agents be appointed to travel through the 
State once or oftener a year, and deliver lectures; to visit the schools 
that are already established, and to counsel and.advise the commissioners 
in the establishment of others. 'Phe great advantages that would result 
from this measure, it is conceived, would more than justify the expense 
of such an agent for each of the three grand divisions of the State, as 
has been proved by experiment in Massachusetts. and elsewhere; tho. ~ 
agent or agents to be appointed by the Governor and Superintendent or 
such other persons as the Legislature may deem most advisable. This 
measure has been suggested and strongly recommended by Commission- 
ers and others residing in different parts of the State. 

Secondly—That the Superintendent be authorized to publish, during 
the two ensuing years, a periodical, say every six months, for the pur- 
pose of communicating to the Commissioners and: others, information 
relative to Common Schools ‘in other States and countries, with such sug- 
gestions and instructions as may be calculated to promote the great cause 
of education in Tennessee. Any expense necessary to secure to the 
great body of the people, the blessings of moral and intellectual culture, 
it is confidently believed, the Legislature will consider a matter of se- 
condary consideration. This expedient, it may be stated, has been 
adopted in the State of Ohio, with very happy results. 

The Superintendent of Public Instruction does not consider himself 
called upon to determine, whether Common Schools are more or less 
important than Academies or Colleges, to the development of the moral 
and intellectual faculties of the community. Nor. does he consider it 
incumbent on him to inquire which of these institutions should be first 
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established and which second. Ql are believed to be requisite for the 
proper education of a community; and in the present intellectual condi- 
tion of "l'ennessce, if not heretotore, their existence and operation should 
be simultaneous. ‘That cach will contribute, moreover, to foster and sustain 
the others, is evident; as the common school will furnish pupils for the 
academy, aud the academy for the college ; while in reverse order, the 
college will send out teachers for the academy and the common school. 
If these views be just, the principle of the bill, enacted at the the last 
Legislature of Tennessee for the promotion of education, 1s the correct 
one, Whether it bas proverly apportioned iis munificence; whether it 
has given too much to ouo doseription of instrnetions of learning and too 
little to another, he will not presume to determine; but will merely af- 
firm, without fear of rational contradiction, that no sum, be at millions, 
that may bo necessary to seeure asound and thorough education of tho 
entire mass of the people, in the several degrees that are practicable, 
should be withheld, though it were necessary to create a great stats 
debt to raise this sum. 

The superintendent would take the liberty to express his firm convic- 
tion, that the education demanded by the genius of our republican insti- 
tuitous, and which alone ean prove conservative of them, must consist 
of moral and religious instruction, superadded to intellectual culture. 
The startling and monitory discovery has been mace in France, that 
most crimes are committed in the departments where there is most in- 
telligence. Thatthe reverse of this is true in ovz country, IS to be 
aseribed partly to impressions made within the walls of the school house, 
but chiefly, it is presumed, to the restraming and corrective influences 
of religion, which happily fer us, so generally pervade the great mass 
of the people. There can, however, be but little doubt that there „is 
great necd of daily moral and religious instruction in most of our 
schools, which, it is hoped, the wisdom of the commissioners and the 
imperative voice of a virtuous and intelligent community, will gradually 
supply. 

In closing his roport, the superintendent would congratulate the Leg- 
isiature on the faverable beginning that has been made in the organiza- 
tion of the common sehoel system in Tennessee. Under the festering 
gare of the present and future Legislatures, and the patient and persever- 
ing co-operation of their icilow-citizens, with the blessing of an over- 
ruling Provideuce on their efforts, he confidently believes that the great 
enterprise will ultimately be crowned with success.

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SYNOPSIS | 


OF PART OF THE SCHOOL ACT, &c. AND ATTORNEY GEN- 
ERAL'S OPINION. 


The agency requisite to put and keep the common school system of 
Tennessee in operation, is judiciously distributed amongst existing well 
known civil officers, with the exception of five commissioners for each 
district. ‘The superintendent of instruction, comptroller of the Trea- 
sury, county trustee, county court clerk, county courts and constables, 
all have certain duties assigned them, none of which can be dispensed 
with, wrthout injury and embarrassment to the system. Itis evident, 
however, from the provisions of the act, that.the success of the 
common school cause in Tennessee depends mamly upon the district 
commissioners. Their attention, therefore, is respectfully solicited 
to the following enumeration of the duties required by the school 
act. 


DUTIES OF CONSTABLES. 


It is the dnty of the constables on the first Saturday in March, 1840, 
and every two years thereafter, at the time and place of electing sher- 
iffs and other county officers, to hold an election for five school com- 
missioners in each district, after giving ten days notice at four public 
plates in each district, and to certify the result of said election to the 
county court clerk. (See Sec. 26.) 


DUTIES OF COMMISSIONERS. 


To take an oath before a justice of the peace for the faithful discharge 
of their duties, and to continue in office till the first Saturday in March, 
one thousand eight hundred and forty, and till their successors are 
elected; and thereafter, till the first Saturday in March every two years. 
To take the census of the scholastic population in their respective dis- 
tricts on the last day of June in each and every year, and report the 
same forthwith to the clerk of the county court. To procure or lecate 
and build school houses, and have the custody of the same. To em- 
ploy, pay, advise, direct, and, if necessary, dismiss the teachers. To 
visit and inspect the schools at least once a month. To inspect the

teachers’ registers, and from them make out a rate bill. To choose a 
clerk, who shall keep a record of all their proceedings. ‘ 

It is the duty of the commissioners also, between the first of July and 
first of October in every year, to make to the county court clerk a report 
dated July first, showing the length of time the school or schools have 
heen taught—the number of seholars—the entire scholastic population 
of the district, with the names of parents, &c., with whom the children 
reside, and the number with each—the entire school fund of the district, 
whence received and how expended. For failure to make such report, 
each commissioner to be fined ten dollars, and upon notice from th 
county court clerk of such failure, the district clerk shall still assem. 
ble them to make the report, that their district may not forfeit its shar 
of the next apportionment. Should their neglect cause a forfeitun 
aC the school money allotted to the district, they shall be liable ft: 
the sum thus forfeited withinterest. For signinga falsereport, with in 
tent to procure for his district an undue proportion of the public fund, 
a commissioner shall be fined twenty dollars, and be deemed guilty of : 
misccmeanor. 

Qn default of the county trustee, to pay the money allotted to theif 
district, the commussioners shall sue him and his securities in the circu! 
court. 

l'or the convenience of a district, the commissioners may procure c 
creet two or more school houses therein, and provide a teacher or teach; 
ers for each; the latter clause of section 20, of the school act, also au 
+) seizes them to direct the same teacher to divide his time between tw 
er mere schools in the district. | 

Commissioners of two or more adjoining districts may unite the 
funds and employ a teacher or teachers, who shall divide his time be 
tween said districts; but a school shall be kept in each district an aggre 
wate time of three months in cach scholastic year, in order to entitle? 
tu iis share of the public fund. This requirement, however, does ne 
apply to the seholastie year, ending the last day of June, one thousan 
eight hundred and thirty-nine. The scholastic year is from the first da 
of July to the last day of June. [Sve sections 26, 27, 28, 80, 32, 3:

CLERK OF COUNTY COURT. 


It is the duty of the county courtclerk to receive and record the cer 
tifeates from the constables of the election of commissioners in th 
several districts in his county. To file in his office the notice of ever 
apportionment received from the superintendent, and register the sam 
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in a book to be kept fòr that purpose. To give immediate notice to the 
clerk of any district in which the commissioners may have failed to make 
the required report on or before the ist day of October, in any year.— 
To make to the superintendent between the Ist day of October and the 
1st day of December in every year, a report showing the number of dis- 
tricts in his county, distinguishing those from which the commissioners 
have reported.* To filethe commissioners’ reports and to embody a 
certified copy thereof in his report to the superintendent. For failure 
thus to report within the specified time, he shall forfeit one hundred dol- 
lars, for the use of the school fund, for which forfeiture the superinten- 
dent is directed, in section 41, to prosecute without delay. It is his 
duty also, to give to the county trustee a certified copy of the bond he 
may be have entered into, and a certified copy of the same to the com- 
missioners of any district who may be obliged to prosecute the county 
trustee for moneys belonging to said district. 

Section 42, of the school act, authorizes the county court to 
make to their clerk a reasonable compensation for his services, to be 
paid out of the county treasury. [Sve sections 19, 27, 31, 39, 40, 41, 
42, and 43. ] . 


COUNTY TRUSTEE. 


At every apportionment of school money, the county trustee will 
receive from the superintendent immediate notice of the portion assigned 
to his county and its districts. Before receiving said portion of school 
money, he will enter into bond with two securities, before the county 
court, and obtain a copy of the bond, certified by the clerk of the court 
to beatrue copy. This copy, so certified, he will transmit to the comp- 
troller of the treasury and receive from him in return, a warrant on the 
treasury for his county’s share of the school fund, which warrant will 
be paid to him, or order, at the Dank of Tennessee and its branches, or 
may be sold, as may be most convenient. He will then give notice in 
writing to one or more of the commissioners in each district in the 
county, of the apportionment made by the superintendent, and hold the 
money belonging to each district subject tothe order of the commissioners 
of said district—retaining one per cent. thereof for his services. After 
the scholastic year, however, ending the last day of June, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-nine,f no money shall be paid to any district, 
from which the necessary report for the preceding year has not been 
made, and in which a school has not been kept three months during 
that year; and at no fine, of course, to a district in which commis- 
sioners have not been duly elected according to the provisions of section 
twenty-six of the school act. (See Attorney General's opinion append- 
ed hereto.) If the money apportioned to any district be not applied for, 
the trustee shall retain such money and add it to the district’s share of 
the next apportionment. On notice from the superintendent, the trustee

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shall prosecute commissioners that have become liable to the penalties 
specified in. sections thirty-two and thirty-three of the school act. On 
failure of trustee to pay the money belonging to a district, the commis- 
sioners thereof shall prosecute him and his securities for the same in the 
circuit court. [See sections 5, 11, 12, 13, 34, and 43.1

j II. The law seems to have omitted any provision for supplying va- 
fancies in the office of commissioner. The only remedy for this is to 
jy the subject before the Legislature.

n. Horace Mann, Secretary of the Board of Education : 

Dear Sir:—Your note and queries, respecting the construction of 
ool-houses, came to hand yesterday ; I improve the earliest oppor- 
ity to reply. l 
First, as to the ill effects of high and narrow benches, and seats with- 
t backs. 

High and narrow seats are not only extremely uncomfortable for the 
ung scholar, tending constantly to make him restless and noisy, dis- 
bing his temper and preventing his attention to his books, but they 
v have a direct tendency to produce deformity of the limbs. 

If the seat is too narrow, half the the thigh only rests upon it; if too 
h, the feet cannot reach the floor; the consequence is that the limbs 
suspended on the centre of the thigh. Now, as the limbs of children 
pliable or flexible, they are easily made to grow out of shape and be- 
me crooked by such an awkward and unnatural. position. 

Seats without backs, have an equally unfavorable influence upon the 
inal column. If no restis afforded the backs of children while seated, 
ey almost necessarily assume a bent and crooked position; such a 
sition often assumed, or long continued, tends to that deformity, which 
s become extremely common with children in modern times—and 
ds to disease of the spine in innumerable instances, especially with 
licate female children. m 

The seats in school-rooms should be so constructed that the whole 
igh ean rest upon them, and at the same.time the foot stands firmly 
on the floor; all seats’ should have backs high enough to reach the 
oulder blades; low backs, although better than none, are far less easy 
an high ones, and will not prevent pain and uneasiness after sitting a 
nsiderable time. Young children should be permitted to change their 
sition often, to stand on their feet, to march and to visit the play 
ond. Qae hour is as long as any child, under ten years of age, 
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should ee confined at once ; and four hours as long as he should be 
fined to his in one seat day. 

Second Query— What general effects will be produced upon 
health of children by stinting their supply of fresh air, through def 
in ventilation?” 

An answer to this query, will invole some chemical principle: 
connextion with the animal economy, not extensively and fally un 
stood. 

The blood, as it eireulates through the vessels in our bodies, accu 
lates a deleterious principle called carbon, which is a poison itself, 
must be discharged frequently, or it becomes dangerous to life. In 
process of respizatica or breathing, this poisonous principle unites in 


lungs with a proportion of the oxygen of the air, and forms carbonic a 
which is expelled from the lungs ateach respiration. The proportio 
cxygen in the air received into the lungs, is about twenty-one in 
hundred; in the air expelled, avout eighteen in the hundred ;—the | 
portion of carbonie acid in the inhaled cir is one part in the hundred 
the exhaled air about four parts in the hundred. By respiration, 
edult person spoils, or readers unfit for this process, about one gallo 
airin a mizute. Dy this great eonsunipiion of pure cir in a school-ro: 
made tight and Aed with scholars, it will be easily seen that the wl 
afr will secu be rendered impure, and unit for the purpose for whic 
ig designed. If we continue to inhale this contaminated air, rende 
constantly worse the longer we are confined in it, this process im 
lungs will not be performed in a perfect manner; the carbon will not 
escape froia the blood, but wii! be circulated to the brain, and prod 
its deleteri:us efee:s upon that organ, to which it is a poison. If 
'sporiuatty be afforded for its regular escape, death will take placei 
utes, as in strangulation by a cord, drowning, and immersion 
respicabie air. ‘The cause of death, is the retention and circulation 
principle, in ail these cases. 
f a smaller portion is allowed to circulate through the vessels 
will prove fatal, 1t produces stupor, syncope, and other dangerous ei 
upon the brain and nerves. In stil loss quantity, it produces dullne 
sleepiness, and incapacitates us for all mental efforts and physical actis. 
The dullness of ascnool, after having been long in session in a ci 
room, and of a congregation, during a protracted religious service, 
often attributable to this cause creindy, if not solely. Both teacher: 
scholar, preacher and hearer, are often greatly affected in this way, vi 
oxt being atailsensible of the cause. Fifty scholars will very soon & 
*aminate the air of a school-room at the rate of a gallon a minute. 
Suppose a school-room to be thirty feet square and nine feet hig), 
will eontasin 13,996,000 cubic inches of atmospheric air. Accord! 
ca Davy and Thompson, two aecurate and scientific chemists, one in 
vidual respires and contaminates 6500 cubic inches of air in a minu 
Fifty scholars will respire 325,000 cubic inches in the same time. 
about forty minutes, all the air of such a room will have become ct 
*aminated, if fresh supplies are not provided. The quantity of carbo 
acid produced by the respiration of fifty scholars, will be about 
cubic inches in an hour. 
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From these calculations, we must see how soon the air of a school- 
om becomes unfit to sustain the animal powers, and how unfavorable 
vigorous mental efforts such a contaminated atmosphere must prove 
be. To avoid this most serious evil, is a desideratum, which has not 
tbeen reached in the construction of school houses. 
In my opinion, every house and room which is closed for any consid- 
ble time upon a concourse of people, should be warmed by pure air 
m out-of-doors, heated by. furnaces placed in a cellar, (and every 
hool house should have a cellar,) or In some contiguous apartment, 
that the supply of air for the fire should not be from the school-room. 
rnaces for warming external air may be constructed cheaply, so as 
ectually to answer the purposes of warmth and ventilation. 
When a quantity of warm fresh air is forced. into a school-rcom by 
eans of a furnance, the foul air is forced out at every crevice, and at 
e ventilating passages—the currents are all warm quite to these pas- 
es. 
But if the room is warmed by a stove or fireplace, the cold air from 
ithout rushes in at every passage and every crevice, and while the parts 
the body nearest the fire are too warm, the current of cold air rush- 
g to the fire to sustain the combustion, keep all the other parts cold 
duncomfortable. This is a most direct way to produce disease; 
othing can effect the system more unfavorably than currents of cold aiz 
ming upon us when quite warm. : 
I haye said that school houses should have cellars under them. ‘The 
oor of a building withouta cellar is always cold, and often damp; this 
nds to keep the feet of scholars cold, while the head, in a region of 
ir much warmer, wil be kept hot. This is both unnatural and un- 
ealthful. The feet should always be kept warm and the head cool. : 
Yo person can enjoy good health whose feet are habitually cold. In 
chool-rooms heated by stoves, the feet are very liable to be cold, while 
ie upper stratum of air kept hot and dry by a long reach of pipe, pro- 
uces a very unpleasant and unfavorable state of the head—headach, 
ertigo and syncope often take place in such a room. 

The human body is so constituted, that it can bear almost any degree 
f heat or cold, if the change be not too sudden, and all parts of it be 
ubjected to it alike. We find no particular inconvenience from respir- 
ng air at the temperature of 90 degrees on’ the one hand, or at zero on 
he other; but inequalities of temperature, at the same time, affect us very 
liferently, and can never be suffered for a long time without dan- 
er. | 
There is one consideration in the preparation of furnaces for warm- . 
ng rooms, that should not be overlooked. ‘The object should be to force 
nto the room a large quantity of air heated a few degrees above the 
emperature. The air chamber should be capacious, and the passages 
tee. The air should always be taken from out of doors, and never 
irom a cellar. The air of a cellar is often impure itself, and, if pure, a 
cellar that is at all tight cannot furnish an adequate supply. The whole 
air of a school-room should be changed at least every hour; if oftener, 
t would be better. If a cellar is not much larger than the room above 
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it, this supply will soon be exhausted also. The air of the cellar r 
be sufficient to supply the combustion of the fuel; this is all it she 
do—and for this purpose it is better than air from out of doors, as 
coldness checks the heat, and diminishes the temperature of the fire, : 
its power of heating the furnace. . 

In giving my views on this subject, I have been so desultory as toe 
brace nearly all that I can say on the other queries proposed to me. 
any rate, my letter is already of an unreasonable length, and I must co 
to a close. Wishing you every success in the arduous duties of y

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Extract of lelter from Bunsamin SipLrMAN, Professor of Chemistry in 
Yale college, tn reply to an inquiry similar to the second proposed to 
Dr. Woodward. 

*€ Of our atmosphere, only one fifth part, by volume, is fitted to sus- 
tain life. That portion is oxygen gas; the remaining four fifths being 
azote or nitrogen gas, which, when breatked alone, kills by suffocation. 
The withdrawing of the oxygen gas, by respiration or otherwise, destroys 
the power of the atmosphere to, sustain life, and this alone furnishes a 
| decisive reason, why fresh air must be constantly supplied, in order to 
| support animal life. But this is not all. Every contact of the air with 
| the lungs, generates in the human subject from 6 to 8 per cent. of car- 
bonic acid gas—the same gas that often destroys the lives of people who 
| descend, incautiously, into wells, or who remain in close rooms, with a 
| charcoal fire not undera flue. This gas—the carbonic acid—kills, it is 
| true, by suffocation, as azote does, and as water actsin drowning. But 
| thisis not all. It acts positively, with a peculiar and malignant 
| energy, upon the vital powers, which, even’ when life is not instantly 
| destroyed, it prostrates or paralyzes, probably through the nervous sys- 
| tem. ' 
|  Ifind by numerous trials, made with my own lungs, that a confined. 
| portion of air,—sufficient, however, to fill the lungs perfectly with a full 
inspiration,—is so contaminated by a single contact, that a candle will , 
| scarcely burn in it at all; and, after three contacts, the candle will then 
| go out, and an animal would diein itas quickly as if immersed in azote, 
or even in water. 

Itis evident, therefore, that a constant renewal of the air is indispens- 
| able to safety as regards life, and no person can be compelled to breathe, 
| again and again, the same portions of air, without manifest injury to 
| health, and, it may be danger to life. 
| — It follows, then, that the air apartments, and especially of those occu- 
| pied by many persons at once, ought to be thrown off by a free ventila- 
| tion, and, when blown from the lungs, the same air ought not to be again 
| inhaled, until it has been purified from the earbonic acid gas, and its due 
| proportion of oxygen gas restored. This is effected by the upper sur- 
| faceof the green leaves of trees and plants, when acted upon by the di- 
| rectsolar rays. The carbonic acid gas is then decomposed, the carbon 
is absorbed to sustain, in part, the life of the plant, by affording it one 
element of its food, while the oxygen gas is liberated and restored to the 
atmosphere.” 
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Extract of a letter from Dr. Samuet G. Hows, Director of the institu 
Hon for the education of the blind, in Pearl street, Boston. 

I take it for granted, that the existence of blindness, in the human 
race, like every other physical infirmity, is the consequence of departure 
from the laws of God; that the proportion of blind persons in every 
eommunity is dependent upon the comparative degree of violation of the 
natural laws; and that scientific observation ean in almost every case 
point to the kind and degree of violation. 

Imperfect vision, partial and total blindess, are more eommon among 
men end entmals, in civilized than in savage or barbarous nations. It 
scems to be well ascertained, that blindness is more common as we ap- 
proach the equator; and that on the same parallel it is more frequent in 
dry sandy soils, than in humid ones. i 

It is supposed by some, that in very high latitudes blindness is more 
frequent than in the temperate zones, on account of the strong reflection 
of the sun’s rays by the snow; but besides that we have no statistical 
veturos to contirm this opinion, there are other causes which make it 
doubtful; the solar rays are rauch less powerful, the days are short, and 
the tendency to local or general inflammations and congestions of blood, 
is much less in cold then in warm climates. Without, however, dwell- 
ing upon general rules, I will come at once-to causes operating in our 
own climate. i 

Any ono, who has reflected thet man was ercated with a perfect 
physical or mizatton—thet his eve, the noblest organ of sense, was fit- 
ied to rench co a distant star, or to examine the texture of the gossamer’s 
web, will be struck by the fect, thet every tenth man he meets is either 
nearsighted, or tar-sighted, or wocl-eyod, or has some affectation or 
other of the vision. Now, the frequeney of this departure from the 
natural state of the vision, is not a fortuitous circumstance; if there 
were buta single ease, it must be referrible to a particular cause; and, a 
Jortior?, when it prevails in every section of the country, and in every 
generation, Let us consider the greatest derangement of vision—blind- 
ness; there are very few eases, where the eye is totally insensible to 
lights let us call every person blind, whose organ of vision isso perma- 
nently deranged, that he eannot distinguish the nails upon his fingers; 
ior many persons ean soo how many fingers are held up between the eye 
and a strong light, who cannot see the nails. Of persons blind to this 
degree, and of those totally blind, there are about one in 2000 in the 
United States. This calculation is warranted by statistical returns, which 
is liable to error, only in putting down too few. 

Of these 6500 persons, but very few lose their vision by wounds, 
injuries; or acute inflammation ; the great majority are blind in conse- 
quence of violation of the natural laws, either by themselves or their 
parents; for I hold it to be indisputable, that almost every case of con- 
genital blindness, is the penalty paid by the sufferer for the fault of the 
parent or progenitor. The number of cases of hereditary blindness, 
and of hereditary tendency to diseases of the eye, which have.come 
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wg my observation, have established this beyond all doubt in my 
mind. ' 

I have known many cases, where a parent, with defective vision, 
has had half his children blind; and one case, where both parents 
A E vision, and all their children, seven in number, were 

ind. 

There are, then, causes at work in our own community, which destroy 
the vision of 1-2000th part of our population, and impair the vision of 
a much greater part; and although each individual thinks himself secure, 
| and attributes the blindness, or defective vision of his neighbor, to some 
| aceidental or peculiar circumstance, from which he himself enjoys im- 
| munity, yet the cause will certainly have its effect; the violation of the 
| natural laws must have their penalty and their victim—as a ball, shot 
| intoa dense crowd, must hit somebody. It is incumbent, then, upon 
| cach one, in his individual capacity, to avoid the remote and predispos- 
| ing, as well as the immediate causes of impaired vision ; and it is in- 
cumbent on those, who have an influence upon the condition and regula- 
| tions of society, to use that influence for the same end. 

It would lead to tedious details, to consider the various modes in 
which each individual or each parent should guard against the im- 
pairment of vision; but there are some obvious dangers to which 
n” are exposed in schools, which may be pointed out in a few 
words. : 

You will often see a class of children reading or writing with the 
sun shining on their books, or writing in a dark afternoon with their 
backs to the window, and their bodies obstructing its little light; and if 
you tell the master he is perilling the eyesight of his scholars, he thinks 
he gives you a complete discomfiture, by saying, that he has kept school 
so for ten years, and never knew a boy to become blind; nevertheless, 
7 is a cause of evil, and so surely as it exists it will be followed by its 
eitect. 

A boy reading by twilight, or by the blaze of a fire, or by moonlight 
even, will tell you he does not feel the effects; nevertheless, they follow 
as closely as the shadow upon the substance; and, if ten years after- 
wards, you see the boy selecting glasses at the optician’s, and ask him 
what caused his imperfect vision, he will tell you that there was no par- 
ticular cause; that is, the amount of evil done at any particular time, 
was mot perciptible—as a toper, whose system is tottering to ruin, can- 
E believe that any particular glass of brandy ever did him ‘any 

arm. 

We should never redd but in the erect posture, we should never read 
| "when the arterial system is in a state of high action; we should never 
read with too much or too little light; we should never read with a daz- 
zling light of the sun, or fire, striking on our face. - 

School-rooms should be'arranged in such a manner, that the light of 
the sun can be admitted in the right direction—not dazzling the eyes, ` 
but striking upon the books; there should be facilities for admitting the 
light fully in dark weather, and for excluding it partly when the sun 
shines brilliantly. .

I believe an attention to the physiology and laws of vision, by par- 
ents and instructors, would be of great benefit to children, and diminish 
the number of opticians for as surely as a stone thrown up will come 
down, so surely does exposure to causes of evil, bring the evil, at some 
time, in some way, upon somebody.

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REPORT 
Of the Bank of Tennessee to the General Assembly. 
October 9th, 1839, 
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Bang or Tennessee, Nashville, Oct. 7, 1839. 

To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee : 
_ In accordance with the provisions of the charter, I herewith enclose 
 astatement exhibiting the present condition of the Bank of Tennessee and ` 
its branches, (marked A.,) and indulge a hope that on examination it will 
be found satisfactory. 
It cannot be expected that an institution combining so many interests, 
while in its infancy or when first established, will be found perfect or 

free from objections. I may therefore reasonably suppose that you will 
discover amendments necessary to secure the favorable results anticipa- 
ted, nor can I expect that all the acts and doings of the managers of such 


‘an institution would be fully approved of even by themselves, much less 
by others, as we have not unfrequently discovered, when too late, our 
own errors—errors which have always existed, and will continue to exist 
in the most perfect human institutions. Nevertheless, duty?and inclinaticn 
prompt me to give you a faithful sketch of the business and operations of 
the Bank from the commencement to the present time. i 

Pursuant to the notice published by the Governor, the directors met 
in this city on the 8th February, 1838, and after being qualified, I had 
the honor of being elected president of the institution, and Henry Ewing, 
Esq., cashier, Mr. Ewing resigning his seat as director, Dr. John Wa- 
ters was elected te fill the vacancy. . 

Two important subjects presented themselves for the consideration of 
the board. The location of the branches, and the sale of the State bonds 
constituting a part of the capital of the Bank. 

The-location of the branches presented more difficulty and greater 
responsibility at the moment perhaps than any other; There were seven 
branches to locate, and applications presented from thirty-five places, 
each supported by strong petitions from their own and adjoining counties, 
and the public mind under high excitement. The law creating the Bank 
presented difficulties which left it almost impossible for the directors to 
determine upon what principle the Legislature intended the locations 
should be made. On the one hand it seemed the Bank was intended as a 
relief measure, and especially designed for the accommodation of the 
citizens at large, its loans to be distributed as equally as practicable, and 
its branches of course to be located at points most convenient for the 
purpose. On the other hand, it appeared equally their design, that it 
should create and sustain a sound currency—aid in the export and sale of 
the produce of ‘the country-—furnish the necessary exchanges, and more 
particularly encourage and promote education and internal improve- 
ments by making large dividends, which could only be effected by 
selecting the most commercial points. If governed exclusively by the 
latter principle, there would have been comparatively but little difficulty 
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in making the locations, and they would no doubt have varied mate- 
rially from the existing selections. To the difficulty alluded to, must be 
added the variety of opinion naturally prevailing among twelve individ- 
uals selected from different sections of the country, and operated upon 
by local or other ordinary influences of society. After mature delibera- 
tion, with the hope of giving as much satisfaction as possible to the pub- 
Ne, consistent with the interest and success of the institution, and in order 
to obtain all the information possible on the subject, the board deferred 
making the locations until the 15th May, at which time, after a. careful 
examination of all the petitions, representations, statistics, and other in- 
formation which had been obtained, Rogersville, Athens, Shelbyville, 
Columbia, Clarksville, Trenton, and Sommerville were selected, the 
directors appointed, and the branches put into operation with as much 
despatch as possible. I deem it almost useless to add, thatthe locations 
of the branches (when made,) were not perfectly satisfactory to the 

irectors or the publie; nor was this to be expected under any circum- 
stances. The iwo-fold object was attempted to be effected or carried 
out by the directors (in the selections made,) that is centrality on the 
one part, and favorable positions for the accumulation of profits on the 
other; and although after the experiment, if the selections were now 
to be made under similar cireumstances, I do not know that any material 
ehange for the better could be made. Dissatisfaction does and will con- 
tinue to exist, unless a change is made by increasing the number of 
branches or agencies, the propriety of which necessarily and properly 
rests with your honorable body. ‘That portion of the capital of the 
Bank designated as a floating fund, is at command, and if deemed expe- 
dient, could be appropriated to an additional branch, without inconyeni- 
ence to the principal Bank, by withdrawing it from the branches that 
now have the use oF it. : 

In regard to the location of the branches in Middle Tennessee, I would 
remark, that the Planters’ Bank was required by a former act of the 
Legislature to locate a branch of that institution in the Mountain district, 
and we were informed previous to the locations being made by us, that 
they had determined to do sọ in some short time, but did not establish it 
until recently. ‘The delay, I presume, was occasioned by the many dif- 
ficulties that have and still continue to exist in the monetary affairs of the 
country. { mention this as ors reason. for the locations as made in Mid- 
dle Tennessee. 

O. B. Hayes, Esq, and myself were appointed by the board commis- 
sioners with instructions to proceed immediately to the eastern cities, 
with authority ta dispose of all orany portion of the State bonds (author- 
ized to be issued for the purpose of raising part of the capital of the . 
Bank; and also three hundred thousand dollars of bonds appropriated 
by the Legislature for the improvement of rivers, &c.,) on the most favor- 

. able terms not inconsistent with the law. We proceeded to the cities of 
Washington, Philadelphia, and New York, and there opened a corres- 
pondence with the capitalists and others engaged in the purchasing or 
negotiating such securities. In consequence, however, of the derange- 
ment of the monetary affairs of the country, andthe large amount of 
State aud corporation securities then in market, constantly and pressingly 
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urged, we were unable for some time to make any negotiation, The 
principal and interest of such securities are most generally made paya- 
ble in Europe, which are preferred for mvestment, and command the 
cash at a less rate of interest. This we could not avail ourselves of, in 
consequence of the restrictions contained in the law, confiding the pay- 
ment of both principal and interest within the limits of the United States.. 
But natwithstanding these objections we succeeded in effecting asale of a 
portion of the bank bonds to the American Life Insurance and Trust 
Company of New York, amounting to one million of dollars, dated 7th 
May, 1838, at par, bearing interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum, 
payable semi-anuually in the city of New York for specie or funds con- 
vertable into specie without loss, and to be delivered as paid for at the 
Merchants’ Bank in that city, in instalments of one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, each on the first Monday of June, July, August, — 
September, October, November, and one hundred thousand dollars 
on the first Monday of December. The interest accruing on the 
bonds before delivered to inure to the benefit of the bank. We 
endeavored at the same time to negotiate a sale of the three hundred 
thousand dollars of bonds, issued by the State, appropriated to the im- 
provement of rivers &c., bearing an interest of five per cent. per annum 
at par, principal and interest payable in the United States, but without 
success, Perhaps atthat time eighty-five or ninety per cent. might 
have been obtained. The directors being anxious to afford all possible 
relief to the conntry by increasing the capital of the bank, have kept up 
a correspondence with those engaged in the purchase and sale of State 
securities, but have obtained no information calculated to induce a rea- 
sonable hope that a sale could be effected of either the bank or improve- 
mentbonds. So great was their anxiety on this subject and wishing to 
obtain such information in relation to the five per cent. improvment bonds 
(which the Governor was then issuing) as might be useful to the bank 
and the companies ‘interested—and anticipating a favorable change in the 

| monetary affairs of the country—also having other business requiring an 

| agent in New York—they on the 26th October last appointed O. B. Hays 

 Esq., commissioner to visit the eastern cities charged with the sale of 
every description of bonds then in possession of the bank. He remain- 
ed in the cities of New York and Philadelphia until the first of January, 
when being perfectly satisfied that no sale could possibly be effected on 
the terms fixed by law, he returned without making any further negotia- 
tions, and so unfavorable have been the advices from the American and 
European markets in relation to the sale of such securities that no further 
effort has since been made. 

The principle bank, shortly after it commenced business, finding a dis- _ 
position existing in some of the branches to erect bankiug houses, adopt- 
ed the following resolution: E. 

* Resolved, That in the opinion of this board, it is inexpedient to in- 
vest at this time any portion of the capital or profits of the bank in the 
purchase of ground, or the erection of a banking house, either for the 
principle bank or any of 1ts branches.” A copy of which was forward- 
ed to the several branches, with a request that they would adopt a simi» 
lar course. ‘The reasons operating at the time on this board were: first, 
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to prevent the expenditure of the profits of the institution so long asthey 
could be more advantageously employed in loans to the people ; and se- 
condly, being aware of dissatisfaction existing in the minds of the com- 
munity in relation to the location of some of the branches, they were de- 
sirous that the Legislature, if it should be found that the interest of the 
State would be promoted by the removal of either or all of the branches 
might accomplish the object without material or unnecessary loss to the 
State. Some expenditures have however been made, and it is perhaps 
justto remark that in some instance, if not all, houses occupied by the 
branches at present are of wood, and not entirely safe; they use iron 
chests, but being without vaults, the books and other valuables are very 
unsafe while thus exposed. 

The Bank has provided for the payment of all theinterest due on the 
bonds issued since the passage of the law creating a Bank, also for those 
previously issued under the one-third system, except those o? the Mur- 
freesborough, turnpike, and LaGrange railroad companies, who prefer, 
as I am imformed, adhering to their original charters, which provide for 
the interest out of the State’s portion of the dividend received on the 
stock in said roads, I will here take the liberty of calling your atten- 
tion to the provisions made in the charter for the payment of the interest 
onallthe State bonds issued under the present as well as previous acts, 
which provide generally for the payment of the interest out of the profits 
of the Bank or sinking and contingent fund, after the apportionment of 
one hundred and eighteen thousand dollars to schools and academies; 
then, if there shouid be an insufficiency te pay the interest out of said 
profits or contingent and sinking fund, it shall be the duty of the Bank 
to notify the Governor, and he shall give notice to the several companies 
to whom State bonds have been issued, and they shall pay in proportion 
a sufficient sum to meet the interest then due or becoming due. Agree- 
able to the opinion of the Attorney General all bond holders, by the law, 
are alike entitled to an equal portion of the sinking or surplus fund, 
after appropriating one hundred and eighteen thousand dollars to schools 
and academies. ‘Thus you will discover if the residue of this fund 
should be inadequate as any time to pay all the interest due on internal 
improvement bonds, as well as those issued for the Bank, that the latter 
bonds would not be fully provided for, unless the capital of the Bank was 
appropriated in part, which is not authorized by the charter. I presume 
that the interest on the Bank bonds might be properly chargeable to the 
expense account of the institution, thereby making that an obligation 
first to be discharged. Some difficulty was experienced in executing 
that part of our duty requiring an annual payment of $100,000 for the 
use of common schools, and $18,000 to county academies; and had it 
been thought obligatory on us to set apart these appropriations in Janu- 
ary, only six months from the commencement of our operations, the 
profits then realized would not have been sufficient, But after avising 
with the Attorney General, it was determined that the dividend should 
be made at theend of the Bank year, and accordingly, on the 5th July 
last the payment was made into the Treasury on the warrant of the 
comptroller. 

In relation to the paper for circulation, the charter provides that tbe 
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ank may issue notes not less than five dollars, which may be signed by 
ne officers of the principal Bank, or if necessary, may be signed by the 
Mficers of each: branch. For the sake of uniformity and economy, the 
flicers of the principal Bank have prepared and signed all the paper 
ssued by the Bank and branches. Although it increased their labor, it 
aved the institution the useless expenditure of about $20,000 (cost of 
plates, &c., necessary for the branches) which would have added ma- 
erially to the already heavy expenditures of the institution at its com- 
hencement. Checks, certificates, post notes, and other engraving. 
nave been executed, the cost of which will be found charged to expense 


| The salaries of the officers of the principal Bank are about the same 
ts allowed to other bankine institutions in Nashville. The directors of 
he branches have fixed the salaries of their several officers, and I am in- 
ormed they vary materially, owing doubtless to the unequal estimate of 
labor in different parts of the State, or personal services performed. 

| Previous to effecting a sale of the State bonds, exchange had advanced 
[o 15 or 20 per cent. About that time, or soon after the sale had been 
made, the old Banks in this city issued their post notes payable in Phil- 
idelphia at twelve moths, for their own paper, (without mterest,) which 
was equal to from ten to twelve per cent. exchange. In April of the 
kame year, there was a convention of the presidents of all the Banks in 
lie United States invited to meet in the city of New York, which was 
benerally attended, except from our State. On this occasion, much 
olicitute was felt by all classes of society, and more particularly the 
Pommercial New York being the seat of capital, and large negotia- 
hons having been made for specie in anticipation by her citizens, and 
hose materially interested in the immediate resumption of specie pay- 
iments, who were found to be in the ascendancy, and determined on re- 
uming on the first May, in opposition to the views and opinions of a 
respectable minority in the convention. This convention, in order to se- 
Pure success to the enterprize, recommended to all the Banks in the south 
bnd southwest (or all that could not then or did not choose) to resume 
pn the first January following, and some of the Philadelphia Banks pro- 
posed inducements, such as large loans of money to the Banks in the 
Pouth to enable them to resume at that time. ‘This question remaining 
hnsettled, naturally produced much discussion, and of course, great in- 
erest was felt throughout the United States, and much doubt existed in 
the minds of the best informed, as to the propriety or ability of the 
pouthern Banks resuming the payment of specie at the time suggested, 
believing the experiment (to say the least of it) of doubtful policy, be- 
ore the receipt of the proceeds of the then growing crop. In this situ- 
ation we found the currency of the country, and the public mind unset- 
Aled, at the time the Bank was prepared to commence business. 

| The first question that suggested itself for the consideration of the 
board was, what character shall be given to the issues of this Bank? 
Shall. we issue a paper redeemable on demand in specie? The question 
here presented was one of vital importance to the community, for if 
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payable on demand, necessarily the amount to be issued must be very 
small, and that relief anticipated from the establishment of the Bank 
would not be realized, for unless the capital of the Bank had been suffi- 
eient to have authorized the issue ef paper to an extent sufficient to have 
controlled the entire currency of the State, it would have availed nothing, 
for still the old Banks would have been unable to resume, and their is- 
sues have continued to pass and represent value, and. answer the general 
purpose of eurrency, while that of this Bank would have been superior, 
and when issued, would have returned immediately for specie or its 
equivalent. And such was the indebtedness of the country at that time, 
that we would have had our specie hauled off in a short time to pay 
foreigners, our citizens deprived of the accommodations anticipated, 
end the Bank itself would have failed to realize the profits that were 
expeeted, and which are now so essential m carrying out the views of 
the Legislature relative to education and internal improvements, objects 
so much to be cherished and fostered by all. 

‘The next point to be considered was, shall the Bank issue a circula- 
ion payable on demand, and refuse to redeem 1t until the old Banks re- 
sume payment? It was deemed impolitic and indeed disreputable ina 
new institution to issue a paper purporting to be payable on demand 
without the least intention of complying. The eourse finally adopted 

vas believed to be the most desirable for the Bank, and equally accepta- 
ble to the community, viz: the issuing for circulation post notes, paya 
ble twelve months after date at the principal Bank and branches, with the 
published pledge of the Bank to redeem them in specie, whenever other 
Banks of the State should resume specie payments, whether at maturity 
or not, with the determination at all times, and under all eircumstances, 
to make them equally available and valuable as a circulation to any paper 
in the State. And I am pleased to assure your honorable body that no 
inconvenience resulted from the experiment. 

The directors also determined to appropriate to each branch its respec- 
tive portion of the one million of dollars contracted to be received. for 
State bonds sold, being eighty thousand dollars, payable in instalments, 
as per agreement, and furthermore, authorize them to check for their 
easterh funds at the usuel rate of exchange, and to receive in payment 
‘Tennessee Bank paper generally. They were induced to adopt this 
course for the following reasons :— 

First. Dy placing the paper of this Dank on a par with that of other 
Banks of the State, it obtained considerable advantage of cireulation, 
and the Dank was thus enabled to extend the greatest possible relief to 
the community which its slender means afforded. 

Secondly, ‘The Bank and branches could not supply the demand fn 
exchange ateven ten per cont. premium, ond if the rate had been les- 
sened, the demand would have increased in proportion, and indeed the 
entire burthen of furnishing exchange would have been on this Bank, as 
the other Banks could give no other description of exchange than that 
before mentioned, which could not have been cashed at a less rate than 
from ten to twelve per cent. discount. It might be said that we could 
have declined the receipt ef other Bank paper for our checks, and there- 
by have had more means to protect the character of our paper, and at a 
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less rate of exchange. This may be true, but our object in receiving it, 
was, that the old Banks would necessarily receive by collections and de- 
posits, large amounts of ‘our paper, which they no doubt would have 
tendered in payment of the State debt due first January in specie. And 
this Bank extending her discounts throughout the country, and antici- 
pating no collections, the only practicable plan that suggested itself, to 
counteract the liquidation of that debt with our paper, was to receive 
their paper, and with it redeem our circulation from them. 

And thirdly. A large portion of the Tennessee fund then held up for 
investment in exchange belonged to non-residents, who had received a 
rate of premium from our citizens in liquidation of their claims, and the 
goods sold and for sale by our merchants had also been taxed with ex- 
change, and no deductions would have been made in such eases to the 
consumer, if the remittances could have been effected even at par. So 
in fact citizens had paid or were bound to pay the exchange so charged 
without deduction, whether the Bank received it or not. : 

This Bank not being instrumental in producing thé necessity for the 
suspension, or chargeable with ary of the results, or profiting by the 
excessive banking or extension to which the suspension was attributable, 
it was thought just and right that the State (which was not bound 
to provide the means of paying orremitting the debt) should receive, bv 
way of exchange, some compensation for the heavy expenses incurred 
in the sale of its bonds, to which may be attributed the ability of all the 
Banks in the State to resume the payment of -specie at the time. 

'l'he idea of issuing post notes for ordinary circulation, as a permanent 
policy, was not entertainec for a moment, the board being aware of 
strong objections existing, and considering themselves justified in tem- 
porarily adopting the measure, from the particular situation of the mone- 
tary affairs of the State, at the date of the commencement of the Bank. 

‘The subject of the resumption of specie payments by the Banks gen- 
erally continued to be agitated throughout the United States, many of 
the Banks in the eastern cities having already resumed, and all others 
having determined at no distant day to follow their example. (It was 
important and indeed essential to them that the Banks south and south- 
west should all unite at the same time.) Such was their anxiety on the 
subject, that post notes to a large amount were cashed on the pledge of 
the Banks receiving the money to resume in January, evidently admitting 
at the time their inability with their own means to resume, The conse- 
quenee of this premature movement has in some instances resulted in a 
second suspension, and I might say to all those accepting of such terms, 
great embarrassment, and an inability to extend accommodations to the 
citizens on their usual terms followed and continues to exist. 

The directors of this Bank, after much discussion, and a careful ex- 
_amination of the subject, were satisfied that the credit and character of 
the State and its securities required that we should commence specie 

paymenis atas early a period as that measure could be well sustained Ly 
other institutions in the State, and it was their duty to keep its business 
in a situation to do so at a moment’s warning. This determination was 
adhered to from the commencement. They were aware of the disastrous 
resnits attending a premature move upon this subject, as well on the 
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Bank as on ail classes of society having a common interest in the cure 
rency of the country. And we therefore, adopted no measure calculated 
to precipitate the resumption, being, as before remarked, at all times 
and under all cireumstances prepared for it. And if the Banks had not 
resumed on the first January, we had determined to reduce the exchange 
at that time to the point considered equivalent to a resumption. For 
more particular information relative to the position assumed on this sub- 
ject, I would refer you to a copy of my letter addressed to the Presidents 
of the Union and Planters’ Banks, marked D, dated 28th August, which 
accompanies this communieation. 

‘The palicy pursued by this Bank was founded upon these conclusions. 
In the meantime, the rate of exchange was gradually reduced as the 
supply increased (and an early resumption seemed probable) so that the 

foreign demand against the Bank might be reduced and the measure 
take effect with as much safety and as little excitement as possible. 

‘This Bank and branches, in connexion with all the Banks in the State, 
commeneed the payment of specie for all their issues on the first Mon- 
day in January last. 

We have imported specie amounting to twenty.five thousand dollars 
since the resumption, which, added to the original amount, makes 
$182,000, exhibiting a loss of metal at the principal Bank of $54,000. 
Some of the branches without imports have increased the amount, while 
athers have materially reduced, which can oaly be accounted for perhaps 
from their exposed positions bordering on other States, where the balance 
of trade is against them. 

The instalment of surplus revenue due to the State from the Union, 
Planters’ and Memphis Banks, on the first January last, and which was 
tobe paid to this Bank as part of Hs capital, became a subject of nego- 
tiation with the two former Banks from the very commencement of our 
operations. It was finally agreed, with the consent of the compiroller, 
that these Banks should pay one hundred and fifty thousand dollars of 
the debt in silver, aud the balance in their post notes, payable in Phila- 
delphia, at sixty, ninety, and one hundred and twenty days, adding in- 
terest, at the same time the usual Bank balances were settled by exchange 
of paper, which resulted in the increase of the debt due this instituticn 
onthatday. ‘This arrangement was considered beneficial to those Banks, 
and to the community connected with them; at the same time equally con-_ 
venient and profitable to this, as if paid in specie, and rendered the re- 
sumption on their part less embarrassing, all of which has been strictly 
complied with. And it affords me much pleasure here to remark that the 
utmost harmony from the commencement has existed, and continues to 
exist, between the State Bank and other banking institutions in the 

State, which I deem essential to the prosperity of all. And to this may 
be attributed mainly the promptness, ease and satisfaction with which the 
demands of others have been met. 

Such has been the indebtedness of our citizens to foreigners, that it 
has been impossible to keep in circulation as large an amount of the 
paper of this bank and branches, as its capital and means would seem to 
justify. "Phe misfortunes experienced by the mercantile community in 
1837, left a large balance against them due to eastern merchants on the 
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| first January, 1838. The failure of the crops that year, and the appli 

| cation of a large portion of the labor of the State to objects of internal 
| improvement, which has produced nothing to supply the demand for ex- 

| change, or to liquidate any portion of the foreign debt, has tended to in- 
| crease that balance. And the suspension of specie payments by many of 
| the banks south of us has increased this difficulty. As to the stock and: 
| produce of our citizens, sold in southern markets, instead of being re- 
| turned in specie or its equivalent, has been received in a depreciated 
| currency. At the same time, the large amount due from our citizens to: 
| the old banks under active curtailment, and the praiseworthy anxiety of 
| our merchants and others to sustain their credit abroad and at home, has 
| occasioned almost every discount to return immediately for specie, for- 
| eign exchange, or from other banks. The balance of trade in the State 
| being in favor of Nashville, has caused this operation to be more severe 
upon the principal bank than the branches, by the continued fiow of 
branch paper to this point, all of which has been redeemed by this bank 
on the same terms as her own issues, except by the payment of specie 
for it. This state of affairs rendered it necessary for the board to act 
with the utmost circumspection, and to keep the business of the bank 
within limits that were certainly safe. The board have at all times con- 
sidered it their duty to discount as liberally as possible, having the ob- 
ject in view of relieving the country and securing the corresponding 
profits of the institution. But they have esteemed the maintainance of 
the credit and character of the State,—its security, and a sound curren- 
| cy, objects of paramount consideration. 

The amount of circulation necessary for the convenience of the coun- 
| try depends on its floating or saleable products, and this amount will re-. 
| main out, without returning on the banks so long as it has such a repre- 
| sentative. The produce obtained for it will be remitted in payment of 
| the foreign debts, and the currency will be given for the produce. When 
| this exists there can he no difficulty ; but with us for the last few years 
| the reverse has existed.’ The banks furnish the circulation as well as the 
] means of redeeming it to a very considerable extent, while they receive 
| too large a portion of their calls in the renewal of obligations due, in- 
| stead of the cash or its equivalent. 

P The capital of this bank has been received, with the exception of that 
[ portion for the bonds aud surplus revenue, in general currency of the 
State, and in some instances other depreciated paper, which rendered it 
| unavailable as capital at the moment; hence at times our line of dis- 
| counts will not appear so much extended as perhaps it might otherwise 
have been. And further, of the amount which appears as capital at the 
| principal bank, a portion at present say: from one hundred and fifty to 
| two hundred thousand dollars is considered as floating, subject to be ap- 
propriated at any time, when any one of the branches may require it, 
| either for relief or for the purpose of enabling it to extend its line of 
| discounts when approved of. 

| The poliey of this bank has been to permit the branches to be indebt- 
| ed to it, the extent of the floating capital, not being aware of any more 
| convenient or proper mode of using it safely for the convenience of all. 
Vhen in this situation it can be changed. with convenience, and. more 
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certainly from one branch to another, where it can be more profitably 
employed, or for the immediate relicf of another. Thus answering all 
the ends contemplated from such a fand by the Legislature, and in ease 
of ditheulty we have at all times been prepared to extend relief even be- 
youd the point required by the charter. By reference to the situation of 
tie monetary affairs of the world, too much caution cannot, be exercised 
ia the management of banking institutions, for every day brings forth fresh 
evidences of the tendency in all corporations and banking institutions to 
extend their business beyond their means. 

The beard have been governed in the discount of notes and bills as far 
as practicable, by the provisions of the 17th section of the law creating 
the bank. In doing so,many difficulties have occurred, and it bas not been 
passible to carry out fully what seemed to be the intention of the Legis- 
lature in distributing the discounts, for the want of a personal acquaintance 

vith the applicants, or such information as could with certainty be relied 
ou. This dificulty has been removed to some extent by the resignation 
ot oue of the directors, who resided out of this bank district, and the 
appointment of Harvey Hogg, Esq., of Smith county in his stead, through 
whom many discounts have becn granted, much to the advantage of in- 
dividuals receiving it, and particularly gratifying to the managers of the 
instiintion, Discounts have been refused no doubt in many instances 
where they should have been made, and Ifear, made in some instances 
when they should have been refused. 

The inierest of the bank seemed to require, that a portion of the notes 
discounted should be of the discription known as business paper, 
or paper predicated on real transactions, which is understood as pay- 
able at maturity. The discounted notes first alluded to are generally 
what is understood as accommodation paper, renewable by the payment 
of a certain portion, which are chiefly confined to the farmers, laborers 
and meehanies. ‘That designated as real transaction chiefly to thé com- 
mercial or trading portion of the community, the discounting of which 
has tended to increase the apparent inequality between the counties. 

The bani: on the 98th of June published in the city newspapers, as 
required by law, the amount then intended to be discounted within fifteen 
days, specifying the sum each county was entitled to agreeable to its pop- 
ulation, and on the 2d July lest, made a similar publication. An opinion 
prevailed to some extent that the charter required all discounts made by 
the bank should be repaid at least annually, and then to be reloaned on 
the principal as contained in the 17th section. "Plus was found not only 
impracticable, but if urged would have proved ruinous to the citizens; 
indeed such is and has been the situation of the country, that it was im- 
possible, Notwithstanding the general embarrassment in the country, 
caused by the failure of two suceessive crops, the payment due and re- 
cuived to be made, has generally been promptly complied with. 

The Tine of discounted notes is not at present so much extended as has 
heen heretofore considered safe. But the reason given in a former part 
of this report, it is presumed, will satisfactorily account for the course 
pursued. For fuil and particular information on this subject, referenec 
is here made to documents marked C., prepared for the examination of 
your committee, 
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| The embarrassed situatión of many of the commission merchants or 
factors in New Orleans, and the want of commercial punctuality gener- 
ally, produced by the operations in 1837, has not yet been recovered 
from; and has rendered the investment in bills of exchange more hazar- 
Idous than usual, and particularly so during. the past year, in consequence 
of the failure of the agricultural department to produce the usual abun- 
dance of valuable staples, cotton, tobacco, &c. for shipment. Indeed it 
has been attained’ with some difficulty to invest in bills on New Orleans 
the payment of which could with certainty be relied on) a sufficient 
lamount to enable the bank to procure eastern exchange for the protection 
lof its circulation. We have therefore purchased bills without regard to 
he residence of the drawers. Ali the bills purchased by the bank (with 
but Mo D have been either immediately paid by the drawers or 
arranged. 
E The bills purchased are mostly payable in New Orleans, relying upon 
{shipments of cotton and tobacco—a small portion in St. Louis, Louis- 
ville, Cincinnati, Pittsburg, and Evansville, drawn upon iron and cast- 
ings, and also a few at New York and Philadelphia. 
1 The charter requires that the amount of bills of exchange held by the 
principal bank or either of its branches, shall not at any time exceed the 
Mamount of notes discounted by either. 
E Some of tlie branches are located in districts of country in which bills 
lito the amount limited cannot be purchased. Experience, I think, will 
miustify the conclusion that it is absolutely necessary to the usefulness, 
B afety, and profit of the institution, that the investment in bills should at 
f cast come up to the limit, whenever the exportable products of the coun- 
a ity will justify it. If the cotton crop of the country was large, it would 
Mo doubt be the interest of the bank, and perhaps the community, that 
ine investment in bills predicated on actual shipments, should not be res- 
M icted. Thus the bank could enable the merchants to purchase the pra- 
M uce, thereby increase competition, by which secure to the planter full 
H value at home for his labor. Independent of this, the bank could with 
E 2fety extend its line of discounts on bills at short dates during the ship- 
ing season, without materially affecting its ability to discount notes to a 
| casonable extent. When again the excess might be reinvested in notes, 
Ey this operation, the means would be obtained to protect its circulation 
d sued on both notes and bills. 
' Entertaining these opinions, I would respectfully suggest the propriety 
ff so amending the charter as to permit the whole institution to hold an, 
E amount of bills equal to the amount of notes discounted by all. 

The bills purchased during the last winter and spring have now mostly 
matured, and the time for re-investment not'yet arrived. Our line of dis- 
counts is not as full I would desire it in this department, but no doubt 
| will be in a short time. Fora full and detailed statement of this de- 
| partment, you are referred to document marked D, accompanying. 

E _ In conclusion, for the general operations of the principal bank—its 

situation at various periods—the date when capital was received —from 

| what source derived and how divided—the sale of exchange and distri- 

| bution of discounts: I have the honor to refer you to book E., pages 1 
to 39, accompanying this report prepared by the Chashier. 
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For the operations of the respective branches—their situations at dif 
ferent periods, &c., you are referred to same book, pages 48 to 14 
You will also find in book marked E, page 44 to 47, a list of all th 
bonds that have been deposited by the Governor, issued on the account o 
ma improvement companies, part of which have not yet been de 
ivered. 

For the dividends declared by each branch in January and July los 
also the amount of profits since including the principal bank, I have th 
honor of referring you to book marked E, pages 40 to 43. The Comp 
troller has been furnished monthly with a general statement of the condi 
tion of the principal bank and branches. The books, papers and ac 
eounts of the institution have at all times been open to his inspection. 

Statements of the bank and branches have been published quarterly.

Those who have the management of this institution, are of opi 
that a return to specie payments should be the result of a united € 
on the part of ell the Danks of this State and those south of us. T} 
can be no doubt of the ability of the Banks to sustain their own cre 
if a proper course of policy is pursued; and I consider it the dut 
the Banks to adopt such a course in regard to their discounts and co: 
tions as will (so far as it is consistent with their own safety) pre 
ruinous consequences to the community. 

If it should be proposed to fix the resumption at as early a day as! 
January, I can discover no good reason why it should not or could 
take place atan earlier day. The Banks cannot be materially strength 
ed by the delay, and it is quite probable the demand against them 
be increased and concentrated by that time. 

Ido not wish, however, by any means to be considered as urging: 
early return to specie payments. It isa measure which surely deser 
tie most serious consideration, and I am satisfied that it will prod: 
more disastrous offeets than are anticipated by many. And be assu 
the managers of this institution have no wish to gain credit by premat 
action on their part on this subject. 

This Dank will, under every cireumstance, afford all the aid cons 
tent with its own safety and credit to the community, and will throw 
difficulty whatever in the way of a return to specie payments at any tit 
I will be pleased to hear your views on this subject.

Of the joint select commiltee, to whom was referred sundry resolutions 
and a memorial in relation to the Penitentiary. 


| The joint select committce, to whom was referred sundry resolutions 
| and amemorial from many of the citizens of Nashyille and its vicinity, 
| onthe subject of the Penitentiary, have had them under consideration, 
| and have bestowed that attention to them which their importance to 
| individuals and the community seemed to require, and instruct me to 
| REPORT: 

That a sub-committee was appointed, with instruction to examine the 
I report of the agent, the books, accounts, notes, and the vouchers upon 
| waich said report was made to the General Assembly, to examine into 
| the manner of feeding, clothing, and the general treatment of the convicts, 
E together with the general police of the institution. 

E The manner in which that duty was performed will more fully ap- 
| pear by reference to their report, herewith submitted and marked A. 

| The committee cannot forbear remarking that the institution seems to 
B Se well managed, and that all the officers connected with it faithfully dis- 
gcharee the duties assigned to them; that the inmates are humanely 
|treated, as well fed and clothed as those of any other institution of the 
| ind in the United States; and that they are employed in the best man- 
jaer to secure the interest of the State. It is true that complaints have 
been made by some of the citizens of Nashville and others, that the pur- 
g suits in which they are engaged are calculated to injure the mechanics in 
Biown. ‘The committee would here remark that the Penitentiary system 
vas adopted in ‘Tennessee as the best means of reforming culprits, and 
graduating punishments, so as to correspond with the magnitude of the 
crime which might be committed; and if these important ends are at- 
tained, though it may in some degree conflict with the interest of a few 
individuals in the vicinity of the institution, the injury is overbalanced 
by the good to the community. And indeed an investigation of tha sub- 
ject proves that the complaints have very little foundation in fact. A 
much greater injury is sustained by the mechanical interest from the ex- 
tensive importation of domestic manufactured articles by ihe merchants 
of Nashville. Who that has passed through the streets, has not noticed 
the number of hat, shoe, and clothing stores in the town? and in the com- 
mission and other houses you will find cabinet furniture, chairs, ploughs, 
Rud indeed almost every article necessary to farming operations, which 
bught to be manufactured here. The quantity of manufactured goods 
bold in that way is perhaps tenfold greater than is sold at the Peniten- 
lary. But it is useless to dwell longer on this subject. The institution 
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belongs to the State, and it must be conducted in that way which will 
produce the greatest good to the largest number, with due regard for the 
welfare of individuals. 

The complainis, so far as they come to the observation of the com- 
mittee, are confined almost exclusively to individuals in Nashville, some 4 
of whom are not mechanics; and it is worthy of observation, that many jd 
of the most industrious, respectable, and enterprising mechanics of the BB 
town take no part in presenting the supposed grievances. 

The committee cannot forbear remarking that no place has enjoyed B 
riore liberally the bounty of the General Assembly than Nashville, and M 
on that account her citizens should not complain of a single evil, to some B 
extent, at least, imaginable. ' 

‘The committee deem it their duty to present a correct bat concise view 
of the pecuniary affairs of the institution, with a view to correct some $ 
errors that existin the public mind. Thelaw under which the Peniten- F 
iary was ctected passed at the session of 1829, and the commissioners H 
cppointed to superintend its erection entered into contracts with a num- B 
bor of individuals; the labor commenced in April, 1830; and on the B 
first day of January, 1921, the work had progressed with so much B 
rapidity, that the Governor issued his proclamation declaring the prison E 
ready to receive convicts. The institution had then cost about fifty B 
thousane dollars, (350,000 00,) and it was estimated that twenty-five E 
thousand dollars ($25,000 00} more would be required to complete it as H 
it now stands, provided the work was done by contracts with individuals. È 
lt was determined, however, by the inspectors, that the work should bef, 

done by the convicts; and estimating their labor to be of the same value f 
as if'ihey were employed in the snops manufacturing articles for sale, it 4 
would amount to at least fifteen thousand dollars, (815,000 00) making k 
the prison cost as it now stands, $65,000 00, and it is believed no insti- B 
tution of equal dimensions in America has been erected for the same 
amount of money. i 

Dy reference to the proper documents, it will be seen that the agen‘ fj 
aud keeper has drawn from the public Treasüry $20,309 97, from whic E 
deduct $15,600 00 for work done on the prison by the convicts, leave: B 
a balance of 85,209 97. By an examination of the keeper’s report if 
will be seen that his book accounts and notes against individuals, amount E 
to $26,541 19, that manufactured articles and materials on hand are ff 
valued at 23,015 04; that the property tools and shop furniture are esti- f 
mated at $5,536 12, and that the whole amount of debts due from the 
prison is 87,120 57, leaving a balance in its favor of $47,971 78. If 
the whole amount drawn from the Treasury be deducted, it would still 
leave balance in favor of the prison, but the propriety of giving it credit 
for the amount of work done by the convicts cannot be doubted by any 
one. ‘This then leaves a balance in favor of the institution of more that 
$40,000 00. | 

Ti is true that the apparent profit isin manufactured articles, materials 
on hand, notes. and book debts, which the committee believe is as availa- 
ble as the same amount due to any person or institution. It cannot be 
expected that an institution of this kind ean be carried on profitably with- 
out having at all times a considerable amount, (if not an assortment] ". 
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| manufactured articles on hand, as well as an abundant amount of ma~ 
| terials, nor without a considerable amount in debts. Those who deal 
| with the prison are generally farmers and are not only able but willing 
| to pay their debts, hence we anticipate but little loss on account of bad 
| debts. 
| The keeper is desirous that the Legislature should prescribe the mode 
| and time by which he should be governed, in the settlements and collec- 
| tions of the debts now due and that may become due to the institution, 
| that they will direct him at stated periods to close the accounts by note, 
| and if punctual payments are not made, the institution will receive inter- 
| est on its debts, which will at all times be an important item. 
| The committee deem it proper to notice, that a considerable sum is ex- 
| pended annually in bringing convicts to the prison, but under the former 
[law a much greater amount was expended annually in confining them 
| after conviction in the county jails. 
| The committee cannot in justice to themselves, nor to the attending 
; physician, fail to recommend a further allowance of $100 to his salary. 
| His duties at some seasons of the year are very laborious, and his atten- 
| tion at all times, together with his humane treatment of the sick, entitle 
[him to the gratitude of his country. They would also recommend an 
| increase of one hundred dollars to the salary of the assistant keeper; the 
| duties of this officer are increasing and laborious; heis also under heavy 
| responsibilities, and the salary should be sufficient to command the ser- 
| vices of a man qualified to fill the important station he now occupies.—. 
| And that the foregoing provisions be provided for, the committee instruct 
| me to report the bill I now present.

| they have no doubt of the correctness of the report as exhibited by the 
lapent and keeper. Your committee visited the prison and enquired into 
[the government and general treatment of its inmates, and thev feel 
| gratified to say that they have no doubt but that the convicts are hu- 
[manely and prudently managed. Your committee beg leave to report 
| further, that as far as they have been able to investigate the subject, they 
| have found the discipline of the prison administered with humanity, and 
} at the same time with energy, and a proper regard to the reformation of 
ithe convicts. The various mechanical arts at which the convicts are 
| employed, seem to be conducted with judgment and dispatch, which fact 
| however, must be satisfactorily evinced to every person who visits the 
prison. :

REPORT, 


| Of the Superintendent of the Tennessee Pentientiary, to the General As- 
sembly of the State of Tennessee, convened at Nashville, Oct. 12, 1839. 


| In compliance with the requisitions of the law, the Agent of the Ten- 
| nessee Penitentiary respectfully submits the following statements, show- 
| ing the receipts and expenditures for the two years closed on the 30th 
| September, 1839, and the assets and liabilities of the iustitution on that 
| day, the number of prisoners, how employed, offences of which they 
| were convicted, sentences, counties in which they were convicted, and 
| place of nativity, te which I have added other information relative to 
| their education, previous habits, aud a table showing the whole number 
| received in each year, the crimes of which they were convicted, which, 
I Loze, will be found interesting. 

During the last two years the increased number of convicts have made 
| it necessary to fit up the east wing; the floor has been flagged with stone, 
| the stairway, walks, and seventy-two cell doors, similar to those in the 
| west wing, have been made, and the cells furnished. During its occupan- 
| cy, (now more than eighteen months,) the guard has been doubled, which 
| together with light and fuel for their use at night, has: greatly increased 
| ihe expense account. 
| The health of the prisoners has not been so good the present, as the 
| preceding year, as you will perceive by the obituary, yet I cannot attri- 
| bute it to any local cause; among the victims may be found the aged and 
| infirm, and confirmed invalids when received, for the particulars of 
| which, I respectfully refer to the report of the physician. 
| Relative to ihe number of pardons from 30th September, 1837, to 
| 30th September, 1539, I deem it my duty to state that a large majority of 
| them were granted in conformity to an act of Assembly of 1885, passed 
| for the encouragement of the prisoners to conduct themselves with pro- 
| priety, making it the duty of the Governor, upon the favorable report of 
| the Agent, to commute the punishment for any period of time not exceeding 

two days for each and every month in which he may so have conducted 
himselt. 
| It would be a source of pleasure io have the members of your honor- 
| able body to visit the institution as often as may suit their convenience, 
| for the purpose of forming a correct opinion of its police and manage 
| ment. 

In closing this report, I would do injustice to the officers connected 
with the prison, and to my feélings, did I not here acknowledge the 
p mptness and fidelity with which they have discharged their several 

uties,

The first instalment of one half of the United States surplus deposites 
in the Union, Planters’, and Memphis Banks, has been promptly paid 
by the Banks respectively, to the Bank of Tennessee, amounting -in 
all to ; $674,837 33 

The whole amount of sehool fund in the Treasury and liable to dis- 
tribution on the first Monday of January last, was only $15,551 46, 
and this sum has been disbursed to the several counties as applied for in 
the proportions assigned by law. At the close of the first Bank year, 
the annual dividend required to be made by the Bank of Tennessee, of 
one hundred thousand dollars for the use of common schools, and of 
eighteen thousand dollars for thé use of county academies, was duly set 
apart by the directors, and placed in the Treasury. The common school 
portion has been distributed generally to the counties in their due pro- 
portions; all having applied except the counties of Fentress, Lauder- 
dale, Johnson, Dickson and Hardin. The eighteen thousand dollars 
assigned to academies remains in the Treasury, and I would respectfully 
suggest the propriety of prescribing by law the rules and principles of 
making the distribution amongst the academies. The only counties that 
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B have given notice of their claims are Franklin, Bledsoe, Gibson, and 
B Weakley. 

E  Noapplication has yet been made at the Treasury by holders of State

[answer all useful purposes, unless important departures or deficiences in 
aggregates hereafter rendered may indicate the necessity of returning 
again to full and perfect duplicates of the entire lists. . 

The amount of revenue derivable from the tax on property and polls, 
remains with no material increase or diminution, whilst it is manifest 
from the settlements now daily made with the clerks of the county courts, 
for the year 1839, that the important item. of tax on merchants license 
kas fallen off to an extent, which if continued in future years may ma- 
Herially affect our- means. of meeting the public demands. For the 
present, however, there is no just ground to apprehend that the ordinary 
receipts will be insufficient to answer the purposes of the Treasury, un- 
Hess objects of extraordinary expenditure should be considerably multiplied. 
The annexed tabular statement is condensed within as narrow limits as 
practicable, in giving am intelligible view of the-resources and available 
[means of the whole State. It exhibits separately the quantity and-value 
lof each description of taxable property, and number of polls, for. the 
[present year; the amount of taxes paid hy clerks and by sheriffs in 1828; 
Ihe average value of State tax land and of taxable slaves for 1838, and 
11839, in each county separately; in each principal division of the State; 
land finally the entire computation of the whole State in one view.— 
'The calculations are accurately taken from the returns of the present year 
except from the counties of Carter, Fentress, Giles, Warren, Perry, and 
Tipton. From these, no returns have been received at all, or they have 
been made so imperfectly, that I have adopted the returns of those coun- 
ities made in former years, and which, it is believed will vary but little 
from the present condition of each.

A considerable number of the cases here stated, it will be seen, has 
occurred in shifting from the former to the present system, and are chiefly 
attributable to difficulty or impossibility of fixing the legal liabilities o! | 
the collecting officers and their securities. So manifest was the weak- 
ness of the remedy against the delinquents, especially under the formet 
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system, that when about to transmit the first accounts to the attorneys cf 
ithe respective circuits for collection, it was the opinion of the attorney 
igeneral of the State, that I should recommend adjustments to be made 
jon any proper and reasonable delay rather than risk total loss by unsuc- 
‘cessful litigation. This opinion was suggested to the attorneys in my 
first communication with them, and the subject was distinctly brought to — 
the consideration of the General Assembly 1n my first stated report, and 
again adverted to at the commencement of the present session. 

| Two years ago the attorney general of the State prepared with, much 
care a plan for the regulation of these matters, and for the direction of 
the circuit attorneys in their connexion with the Treasury department, 
‘but from some cause it did not meet the views of the Legislature and | 
nothing definitive was done. To remedy the inconvenience in some 
‘degree, I prevailed on the attorney general soon after the adjournment to 
recommend the form of a bond for sheriffs and collectors, which I had 
printed an: distributed to the clerks, to be used for the sheriffs elected in 
Mareh, 1838, but my authority extended no farther than to recommend 
Itheir use, and not one half of them have been executed and returned to 


| In delinquencies by clerks, even where bonds are excuied, it seldom 
happens that there is any evidence of the amount claimed with which to 
‘furnish the attorney, when he is directed to institute proceedings on the 
‘part of the State, unless the penalty of the bond should be assumed as 
the measure of damages; and should it be enjoined of the States? attor- > 
iney to prepare the cases either of clerks or sheriffs, by collecting all the 
Fevidence necessary to fix the precise liability, it will require more time 
f than can be bestowed at the periodical sessions of the court, and the 
[compensation as now allowed for such service must be deemed wholly 
inadeguate. 
|} Iwouid, therefore, in obedience to your third resolution respectfully 
suggest, that it be made the duty of the comptroller of the ‘Treasury, un- 
| der the direction of the attorney general of the State, or in conformity 
| with precedents prescribed by the Legislature, to furnish printed copies 
of bonds to be given by clerks, sheriffs, and collectors. That it be re- 
| quired of all courts in which such bonds are made, to attend specially to 
their due execution, attestation and record: that the court or clerk trans- 
| mit the bond, or an authenticated copy within a limited time to the office 
| of the Comptroller or Treasurer—and, that should the bond not be re- 
ceived in proper time, the court or clerk benotified of the fact, with such 
t penal sanctions for neglect or omission in every case as may be deemed 
[ reasonable and right. 
| The most extended that the public interests will justify should be al- 
| lowed to sheriffs for accounting for the annual taxes, and when that period 
| 4s past all delinquents should be moved against at a fixed term, without 
| any discretien on the part of the comptroller or attorney; providing, 
| however, for the legal validity of the motion or suit at any subsequent 
| term, if from necessity or casualty it may have been omitted at the de- 
| Signated term. . ; 
| The existing provision requiring the comptroller to attend periodically 
| at Knoxville and Jackson, for the purpose of settling with clerks, sheriffs, 
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and other officers; makes it-impracticable to close the accounts of- thoss, 
officers as early as other parts of the revenue law might seem to indicate; 
and after full conference and counsel of the attorney general, it was de- 
termined to make out and transmit the account of all delinquences as soon 
as practicable after returning from attendance at Knoxville and Jackson. 
Should these visits be continued, it is not presumed that the period of 
making out the accounts ean be changed without exciting much dissatis: 
faction and publie feeling in the extreme end of the State; and it is fur- 
ther suggested, that under existing circumstances, the public interests, 
might require the comptroller to attend at the points where the branche: 
of the Bank of Tennessee are located, | 

At whatever period it may be deemed best to enforce collections fror 
delinquents, it may, as at present, be done through the agency of the 
circuit attorneys, requiring of them in every igstance to acknowledge tli 
receipt of the statements transmitted to them, and to report to the comp: 
troller or to the attorney general periodically, ‘This would perhaps isi 
most compatible with puclic feeling, which should be consulted in ti. 
execution of any system; but the security of the revenue would dcus | 
less be more effectually consulted by making it the duty of the comptrolle: 
ortreasurer, under the direction and with the assistance of the attorne ^ , 
general of the State, to take judgment on the bonds at the first term: 
the circuit court to be held at the seat of government. Objectionsto thi: 
latter plan are to be apprehended in the greater difhculty of pursuit.

public feeling, especially where securties are involved, to all remedy ’ 
summary process, except in cases of the highest necessity, and then: | 
the immeciate neighborhood of the parties coneernec, but in answer, 
may safely. be assumed, that the State.
